Rotarians Hear 

Tercentenary Plans 

Mrs. I. (>. Palmer Tells of Coining 
Celebration 


At the weekly luncheon on Monday, 
February third, of the Newton Rotary 
Club, held as usual at the Woodland 
Golf Club, Mrs. Irving O. Palmer of 
Newtonville addressed the Club and 
took ns her subject, “Our Three- 
Hundrodth Birthday and How We 
Are To Celebrate.” 

Mrs. Palmer first raised the ques- 
tion, “Why a three-hundredth birth- 
day in 1930, when a similar one was 
celebrated only ten years ago?’’ 

In answering this she brought out 
the fact that while the coming of the 
Pilgrims in 1620, and the coming of 
the Puritans In 1630, were both part 
of one movement westward In search 
of spiritual and civic freedom, und 
while the names Pilgrim and Puritan 
are often used Interchangeably, there 
were certain marked differences be- 
tween them. However, there was also 
an Interdependence and it Is no won- 
der that the Plymouth and the Puritan 
colonies were soon merged into one, 
the Province of Massachusetts. 

"It is the three-hundredth birthday 
of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, the 
Puritan Colony”, the speaker said, 
"which we are celebrating this year 
and the establishment In the wilder- 
ness of a Commonwealth which was 
to become the foundation of our great 
nation.” 

She touched briefly upon the grant- 
ing of the Charter by Charles I, the 
arrival of Govenor Winthrop in Salem 
Harbor on June 12, 1630, and the sep- 
arating of the colonists into smnll 
groups, which marked the beginning 
of the ten cities who nre celebrating 
their own three-hundredth birthday 
this year, as well as that of the Com- 
monwealth. 

Mrs. Palmer pointed out that our 
Tercentenary celebration promises to 
be the most significant in our Coun- 
try's history, marking one of its most 
Important events, The Birth of Lib- 
erty. Instead of a World’s Fair, an 
entire State will be on exhibition, 
with Its contribution of three hun- 
dred years on display. 

The State's plans for n "Great 
Meeting”, on the State House grounds 
about July fifteenth were described. 
There will be pageants, parades, and 
exhibits continuously throughout the 
celebration. 

One feature, not spectacular but far 
reaching, will be the observance of 
the Tercentenary in the schools, for 
which vnluable material has been 
prepared by the State Board of Educa- 
tion. Another nntlon wide observance 
of the Tencentennry has also been ar- 
ranged for churches of all creeds and 
faiths. 

Besides these general features one 
hundred cities and towns are plan- 
ning their own celebrations. There 
will he pageants on all sides of ns. 
tournaments, contests on land and sea, 
sports and entertainments of all kinds. 

In discussing the plans for Newton, 
Mrs. Palmer said that the first week 
of June has been chosen for its special 
celebration. Yet there nre various 
general features which are not con- 
fined to this time limit, and for these, 
committees have already been ap- 
pointed:— Marking the entrance to 
the city, Publishing a Newton Guide 
hook. Marking the historical spots, 
Cleuning up the village, Tournument 
and athletic sports. Prize essay con- 
tests in the schools, making a birth- 
day feature of the beginning of any 
public building or enterprise, such us 
a Memorinl Stadium, a civic and milit- 
ary parade on May thirtieth. 

On Sunday, June first, nil Clergy- 
men of the city will be asked to con- 
duct Tercentenary services, a historic 
loan und art exhibit, and also rare 
colonial homes will be open through 
the entlrp week. The annual outdoor 
concert of the Newton High School 
on Friday evening of that week will 
Include interesting Tercentenary fea- 
tures. 

The one greut spectacular event of 
the week will he the pageant on the 
Newton Centre playground, Monday, 
Tuesday, and Wednesday evenings, 
under the management of Mr. Ernst 
Hermann. This is entitled “Newton, 
The City Henutiful”, and was written 
by Reverend Chester A. Drummond of 
Newton, who will also direct its pro- 
duction. There will doubtless be one 
thousand participants, including a 
greut male chorus, orchestra, dancers, 
und the cast itself. Fifteen commit- 
tees are already at work on the pro- 
duction. The pageant represents the 
history of Newton In four episodes: an 
Indian camping ground, a town meet- 
ing, a village green, and the Newton 
of 1930, "The Garden City.” The 
speaker gave an outline of all, begin- 
ning with the dances of the Spirits of 
tile untamed wilderness, interrupted 
by the cull of the Indian und the be-

Appoint Architects 
For New Junior High 

Local Men, Are Namcil by Mayor 
Weeks 


Mayor Weeks has appointed ns 
architects for the new South Side Jun-. 
lor high school the firm of Henry & 
Richmond, 12 West street, Boston. 
Both members of tills firm are resi- 
dents of this city: Ralph C. Henry re- 
sides at 86 Nonantum street, Newton, 
Henry P. Richmond resides at 63 Mon- 
adnock road, Newton Centre. Henry 
& Richmond were the architects of 
the new Hamilton School at Newton 
Lower Falls. 

The new school will be located at 
the corner of Rowena and Horeward 
roads, Newton Centre, on the old Paul 
estate. It Is estimated that the build- 
ing will cost nbout $750,000 and work 
on it will be started about April 1st. 

On July 1st of last year the firm 
of Henry & Richmond were appointed 
by Mayor Childs to make preliminary 
sketches to determine whether or not 
both a Junior high school and a senior 
high school could be built on the land 
bounded by Rowena and Hereward 
roads, or whether it would be neces- 
sary to acquire more land. Sketches 
were also prepared by the firm of the 
proposed building. The $1000 received 
by Messrs. Henry & Richmond for this 
work will be credited to their fees 
on file new Junior high school build- 
ing.

Dedicate New Fire 
Alarm Headquarters 

Modern Equipment in Building nt 
Newton Centre 


Newton’s Fire Alarm Signal System 
and Headquarters Building was ded- 
icated today by Mayor Sinclair Weeks 
The building, containing the most 
modern equipment, is located In New- 
ton Centre, and represents the begin- 
ning of a program aimed to furnish 
Newton with one of the finest systems 
of Its kind In the country. Inspection 
of the building and all of Its elaborate 
equipment was made by Mayor Weeks, 
who was accompanied by Chief Clar- 
ence W. Rundlett of the Newton Fire 
Department. 

The building, which is comparable 
in lay-out and structure to the Boston 
Fire Department Signal System, loca- 
ted In the Fenway, was erected at a 
cost of $72,000 and Its electrical equip- 
ment. which Is the finest known to 
science, cost nearly $70,000. Outside 
cable work will be started soon, it 
was announced by Mayor Weeks, and 
for this work the city will expend over 
$100,000, more so that the total cost 
of the new system will be approxi- 
mately $300,000. 

The building, two stories high, is of 
brick with limestone trimming. The 
operating room occupies practically 
tlie entire second floor, with the offi- 
ces where Chief Rundlett makes his 
headquarters and Batteries, genera- 
tors, stock, and cable inlets occupy the 
first floor. 

Mutual aid equipment in the main 
operating room provides for the re- 
ceipt of fire alarm signals from Bos- 
ton, Brookline, Watertown, Waltham, 
Wellesley and Needham, so that every 
alarm sounded in these cities adjacent 
to Newton is registered in the new 
signal headquarters. Only the boxes 
located on Newton's boundary lines 
will be responded to by Newton appa- 
ratus, although ail box alarms are re- 
corded at the signal headquarters. Aid 
is furnished from Newton to sections 
not along the boundaries by addition- 
al request. 

The system was installed by the 
Gamewell Company whose plant is lo- 
cated In Newton Upper Falls, and was 
constructed to provide for the growth 
of Newton so that when completed, 
provision will have been made for any 
development which may occur during 
the next fifty years. For the present 
the automatic system which has been 
in vogue for many years will be con- 
tinued. but will be transferred to 100% 
manual system when the work is en- 
tirely completed. It is expected it 
will be finished by January 1, 1931. 
All of the equipment, the operating 
boards, the recording tapes, the re- 
peaters, and the protector hoard are 
mounted on mahogany finished steel 
bases, and finished in blue Vermont 
marble. The entire inside of the 
structure lias tiled floors. Craftex fin-

Aldermen Consider Matters On 
Lengthy Docket At Regular Meeting 

Hear Kligman Petition Again — Confirm Appointments — 
Change Ordinance, Draw Jurors, Etc. 


The meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night was fea- 
tured by another appearance of Reu- 
ben Kligman of 456 Watertown street, 
who pleaded that he be granted a per- 
mit to conduct a gasoline station at 
that address and also a permit to erect 
a 19 car public garage there. For the 
information of the new members of 
the Board, Mr. Kligman told of the 
30 or 35 petitions which his father had 
presented to Boards of Aldermen since 
1917 for Home right to make use of his 
property; all of these petitions hav- 
ing been denied. He explained that 
his father had been promised a per- 
mit if the junk stored on the property 
would be removed and the place 
cleaned up. Kligman asserted that 
last year the yard was cleared of 
junk at a loss on the sale of the ma- 
terial amounting to $8000, but no per- 
mlt was received. 

He stated that he had been informed 
last year that one of the reasons why 
a permit was refused was because his 
plans for the garage building did not 
meet with the approval of the Licenses 
Committee. He has gone over these 
plans with Buildings Commissioner 
Chadwick and that official can find 
nothing wrong with them. He prom- 
ised the Aldermen that if granted the 
permit the yard will be kept clean 
and the garage building and filling sta- 
tion will be constructed at the same 
time. A protest against the granting 
ol tlie permit was received from Per- 
cy Ginn, owner of the National Pack- 
aging Company which is located oppo 
site Kligman's property on the site 
of the Silver Lake Cordage Company. 
Mr. Ginn contends that there are two 
gasoline stations and garages in the 
immediate vicinity now and another 
will cause traffic congestion. 

No persons appeared to object to the 
following petitions: — Edison Electric 
Company, pole locations: Whitney 
road. 9 poles: Arnold road. 6 poles; 
Sheffield road. 11 poles; Harvey Slay- 
ton. permit to install a 280 gallon gas- 
oline tank with pump and to store and 
use gasoline in connection therewith 
for private use only. 

Other hearings scheduled were on 
taking land for sewers on Oakdale 
road and Parker avenue, and the lay- 
ing out and accepting of Homestead 
road in Waban. On the latter petition. 
Joseph Brodrick, appearing for Arthur 
Pollan of 61 Homestead road, advoca- 
ted it. Arthur Nelson of Plainfield road 
also urged the acceptance of Home- 
stead road. His mother owns land 
on this street and if it is accepted, 
new houses valued at $75,000 will be 


erected on this land. Others who spoke 
In favor of the petition were — W. H. 
Chase, 60 Homestead road; H. W. 
Noyes, 40 Homestead road; L. V,'. Mln- 
chin of 14 Homestead road. 

Jurors drawn by Aldermen Chase 
and Mansfield are:— Lonls R. Fuller, 
•10 Cheswick road; John A. Groves, 97 
Parker street; Harry Hartley, 36 Ev- 
ergreen avenue; Herman Goldberger, 
32 Central terrace; Stewart Hili, 89 
Lowell avenue. They will serve at 
the coming session of the Superior 
Court in Cambridge. 

Alderman Grebenstein, reporting 
for the Claims and Rules Committee 
recommended leave to withdraw on 
the claims against the city of Dr. D. 
E. Baker, Ralph H. Somers, Ferguson 
Market Company, I. S. Dillingham, 
Mrs. Benjamin Ward. F D. Robinson. 
Dr. Baker's automobile was damaged 
when It ran Into a depression on Grove 
street. Lower Falls, where a trench 
had been filled in by the Gas Com- 
pany. The physician was fortunate 
in the fact that the Gas Company was 
liable: he collected. Alderman Gre- 
benstein explained why the other 
claims were refused and the city not 
liable. The car of Ralph Somers was 
damaged when it ran into a depres- 
sion on Chestnut street, Waban where 
a trench had been filled in by the 
Sewer Department and then settled 
during a rain storm. The city is not 
liable because it had not been notified 
of the condition of the street Even 
though there is a defect in a highway, 
unless the city has received notice 
of such defect, or sufficient time has 
elapsed so that such defect should 
have been noticed, the city is not le- 
gally liable. 

The claim of the Ferguson Market 
Company resulted from a collision be- 
tween an automobile delivery truck 
owned by that concern and the patrol 
wagon of the Newton Police Depart- 
ment The collision occurred last 
spring at the intersection of Washing- 
ton street and Commonwealth ave- 
nue, West Newton. Alderman Greb- 
enstein explained that if Mr. Ferguson 
wants to collect for the damage done 
to his truck, he must do so from the 
driver of the patrol wagon and not 
from the city. The claim of I. S. Dil- 
lingham was caused by his automo- 
bile sinking into a hole on Jackson 
street, Newton Centre, where city em- 
ployees had filled in a trench; said 
trench caving in. Again the city is 
not legally liable because no notice 
had been given of this defect.

NEWTON THIRD AT 
NORTHEASTERN MEET 

The Newton High School indoor 
track team placed third at the North- 
eastern University lnterscholnstlc 
meet last Saturday with 14% points. 
Witli a little better break the orange 
and black might easily have retained 
Its title which it won a year ago. De- 
cidedly Incompetent judging in the 
dash and a poor position at the start 
of the 600-yard run were t lie outstand- 
ing factors in preventing a higher 
score for Nqwton. Medford, not fig- 
ured as a title contender, upset all the 
predictions by scoring 18 points, suf- 
ficient to take home the banner. Mal- 
den. which, with Newton, was consid- 
ered an even choice to win, totalled 
15% points to land second. 

Tlie first event was the dash, in 
which Walter Holmes of Newton was 
figured ns a high point scorer. He 
won his trial heat easily and in his 
semi-final defeated Constantine Sntche- 
liell of Brighton, the favorite to win. 
Satchebell had turned in 5 1/5 seconds 
in ills trial heat for a new meet rec- 
ord. In the final Holmes. Satchebell. 
Allen of Malden. Sproul of Brockton 
and Dineen of Lawrence were the out- 
standing entrants. In the opinion of 
many Holmes was a foot ahead of 
Satchebell when they broke the tape 
and Dineen was right on Holmes' 
heels with Allen and Sproul other 
possible point winners. To the sur- 
prise of the spectators it was an- 
nounced. following a lengthy confer- 
ence of the judges, that Satchebell was 
awarded first. Holmes second, Allen 
third and Sproul fourth. Dineen was 
not even placed. Many believed that 
Holmes and Dineen had run a dead 
bent. Had such been the decision of 
the judge Newton would have added 
a point to its score. 

In the hurdles Captain Charles Hall 
won his heat only to find himself in 
a semi-final with Holloway of Lynn 
English and Lavalee of Lawrence, 
both hurdlers of merit. Hall was 
shut out. In the other semi-final Mil- 
ton Greene was the Newton entry, 
having gained the right by finishing 
second to Lavalee in the trials. Green 
won the semi-final over Hill of Mal- 
den with both qualifying for the finals. 
Green finished third in the final to 
add two points to Newton's score, 
four places being awarded points. 

The 300-yard trials provided some 
spectacular running. In the first heat 
Charles Gow of Brookline nosed out 
Dineen of Lawrence, who was favored 
to win the final, and shut the latter 
out of the finals. Sproul of Brockton 
won the second heat, Miller of Med- 
ford the third heat, and Mouser of 
Newton the fourth heat. In the final 
Sproul was clocked in 36 2/5 second 
for a new record, with Miller. Mouser 
and Gow finishing close behind him 
i nthat order. Mouser’s two points 
brought Newton’s total to seven and 
put the orange and black in the lead. 

The 1000-yard run was run in two 
heats with points awarded on a time 
basis. The first heat was won by 
Jackson of Medford, who allowed Fal- 
lon of Lynn Classical to set a slow 
pace before winning out on a last lap 
spurt, followed by Morgan of Malden. 
Vincent Signore of Newton took the 
lead from the start and won us he 
pleased. Ills time was a full second 
better than that of Jackson's, who was 
awarded second place. Dobson of 
Brockton took third and Morgan of 
Malden fourth. 

Newton got its toughest break in 
the 600-yard run, which Hall was a 
favorite to win. The event was run 
in three heats with places awarded on 
times. Brigham of Brookline won the 
first heat with plenty to spare. The 
second heut was a thriller, with Bow- 
dren of Medford and Cooperstein of 
Malden setting a hot pace. Bowdren, 
who became eligible a few days before 
the meet, was running Ills first race 
of tlie season. Cooperstein is one of 
the best 600-yarders around this year 
and his battle with Bowdren was close 
all the way, with Bowdren having a 
yard at the finish. Hall was In the 
third heat and as luck would have it 
drew a position in the second row. 
Forced well to the rear, he had to 
expend a great deal of energy in get- 
ting Into the lead after half the race 
was run. He and his opponent 
fought it out to the finish line, 
with the Newton captain giving all 
he had. The time in this heat was 
not fast enough to give Newton a 
place. Had Hall drawn a front row 
position and been able to take the 
lead from the start he could have 
turned In fast enough time to at least 
place and swing the meet to Newton. 

Newton's entries In the shotput, 
James Colligen and Walter Holmes, 
did not qualify for the finals. Colli- 
gen had been out of school the first 
of January and has spent much time 
in making up his hack work, which 
has undoubtedly handicapped him 
through lack of practice. 

In the high jump the field was too 
smart for Milton Green. The Newton 
lail stayed in through his usual height, 
but when the bur reached live feet 
eight he was through. Sandler of 
Lowell, Ross of Brockton and Ruilman 
of Malden tied for first position at 
5 feet 9% inches for a new record. 

The real races provided some greut 
competition, but none was more thrill- 
ing than Newton's victory over Brook- 
line. Couch Donald Enoch selected 
Donald Irwin, Richard Jurrel, Albert 
Guzzi and Alfred Mouser us Die New- 
ton quartet. Robert Bell, who has 
been a regular member of the rcluy 
team, Is out for the season with a 
sprained ankle. Irwin started off 
against Litmau of Brookline, the lat- 
ter's best runner. Litmau handed 
over a ten-yard lead to Gow, who in- 
creased this to fifteen over Jurrel. 
Guzzi held his own against Brookline's 
third man, French. Guzzi handed over 
the baton to Mouser In perfect fushlou 
and Mouser was off like a Hash. He 
simply flew around that track. On 
his first tup he gained but little on 
Cohen, Brookline's best dash man, Imt 
on tlie second lap he drew up on even 
terms, jumped Into the lead, and at 
the tape hail a good ten yurds' mar- 
gin to spare. His two lups had u 
prominent part in muking Newton's 
time of 2 m. 21 I/6 h. Six other relays 
were run off with the times consider- 
ably slower. Fluully the Muldeu and

Sardine-Canning Plant 

In n Down East sardine canning fnc- 
tory tlie only tiling that Is wasted Is 
the odor. That may not be a dead 
loss, for there are persons who as- 
sert they like the smell of a sardine 
faitory. The scales are sold to the 
manufacturers of artificial pearls. 
The fish meal Is In demand In Ger- 
many and In this country. The waste 
oil is collected and utilized In the pro- 
duction of paints nnd varnishes. 
Even the tin cuttings from the cans 
are baled and shipped to England for 
reprocessing Into now sheets of the 
metnl. 

Down East sardines are sent to 05 
different countries. In Java, when 
representatives sought a new market, 
the natives would have notldng to do 
with the “little Ashes boiled In oil.” 
Two hundred free cases were offered 
If the prospective customers would 
place a 1,000 case order. At lost the 
deal was made. The sardines were 
heaped high on trucks, together with 
a bnnd of native musicians, tnken 
from bazaar to bazaar, and sold. Thus 
Introduced, there was no further diffi- 
culty In adding Java to the list of sar- 
dine consumers. — New York Times.

islied walls, and ceilings with special 
acoustic treatment to guard against 
reverberation. The building is espe- 
cially well lighted by tlie effective lo- 
cution of large windows. 

Alarm signals, under the new sys- 
tem, will he sent from the headquar- 
ters to all of the ten stations in New- 
ton, on a three-quarter second sched- 
ule for fast time, and two second 
schedule for slow time, so that the 
city, as explained by Chief Randlett, 
will lie protected by an even speedier 
service in the case of Are, day or 
night, than ever before. The system 
moreover, is so adapted as to provide 
a minimum of breakdown, and its 
wires are protected by fuses and light- 
ning arresters and other devices 
against interference by electric light 
nnd other foreign currents. Mayor 
Weeks expressed approval of the Sys- 
tem and stated tlint Newton will have, 
with tlie completion of this system, 
the most modern Are alarm signal sys- 
tem in the country.

“A Just criticism of our preHent-dny 
scientists, when they preoccupy them 
selves with religious Interests,” said 
Dr. Albert C. Dleffenhach Inst night In 
Newton Centre, In the fourth of IHr 
public lectures oil "What Is Happen- 
ing to Religion?" “Is that they do not 
tell us they nre no longer scientific 
In ‘making their act of faith,’ and so 
they give the Impression to the ordi 
nary person that they are uttering a 
great doctrinal declaration confirmed 
by science when the fact Is they are 
only telling their naive experience like 
any other simple believer." 

Tlie lecturer quoted the writings of 
such men as Eddington, Whitehead, 
and Mather, who nre among the popu- 
lar Interpreters of religion, and 
showed how they “impair the prestige 
of science and muddle the mind about 
religion.” The subject last night was 
"Science, Friend or Foe of Faith?” 
It was followed by an illuminating 
hour of questions and answers. 

Dr. Dleffenlmch said science has 
grown toward religion In its meta- 
physical theory of the universe. Once 
it was superflrinl, crude, and materi- 
al; tint today the doctrine of energy 
in the Aeld of physics has taken tlie 
place of the “pebbly atom" of yester- 
day, so that there are enthusiasts who 
declare that science is the real Mes- 
siah, and that religion as we use the 
word lias passed away. This is some- 
what premature, and leading scientists 
are Arst to tell us, with becoming hu- 
mility, that they, like the latter-day 
theologians, are cautious with their 
assertion about "laws.” 

They know, in the words of Edding- 
ton, that "where science has pro- 
gressed the farthest, the mind has hut 
regained from nature that which the 
mind has put Into nature." All the 
so-called laws of science are but the 
human mind's description in the few- 
est possible words of what happens. 
They may be but involved guesses. A 
scientific revolution merely means 
that some scientist has changed his 
mind. Darwin is one example, Ein- 
stein is another. 

"If the scientist has thus become 
humble, we wish he would also be- 
come a little more clear and honest 
about his assertions when he turns 
amateur theologian," said Dr. Dieffen- 
bach. “This Is Important, because 
from the earliest times religion lias 
depended upon science. We must get 
on together. Everyone knows, for in- 
stance, that evolution as science and 
ns religion are virtually one. It is 
remarkable that fifteen hundred years 
ago Augustine rebuked some early 
Fundamentalists in the Church who 
went heresy-hunting after the scien- 
tists of that day who gave the world 
a new theory of the universe. The 
Father said these church folk talked 
'such nonsense that the scientist, per- 
ceiving them to be as wide from the 
mark as east from west, can hardly 
restrain himself from laughing.’ Cal- 
vin borrowed directly, for his theology 
on the physical foundation of tlie 
world, from the mechanics of Newton. 
The relation between religion and sci- 
ence is constant through history, and 
our ideas of God cannot be divorced 
from the progress in learning. 

"For example, when we believed in 
a Oj>d who created the world Anished 
and” perfect and set it going and t lien 
went away to a cloud in heaven, we 
were in part hut reAecting the astron- 
omy and physics of the seventeenth 
century. When the Idea of God be- 
came a creative process, we had al- 
ready passed, in science, into biologi- 
■nl studies and the philosophy of his- 
tory. In other words, our scientists 
lmd dealt with life, and we made a 
living and not a mechanized God. To- 
day we are ill the process of getting 
another idea of God. or Reality, be- 
cause science acknowledges many dif- 
ficulties. The belief that a single 
power is ruling the universe benevo- 
lently in all respects is shaken in the 
church. We see much natural indif- 
ference, cruelty, and destruction. God 
in such a world cannot lie tlie trans- 
cemiunt Being of the elder astrono- 
mer, nor the unimpeded imminent 
Process of the evolutionisl. hut an 
emergent Power who is contending 
and tailing as well as achieving and 
triumphing. 

"Such is the present tendency in 
thinking, and the consequences of it 
are bound to he momentous in your 
spiritual attitude and mine. Already 
our college students have showed the 
way we are moving. At a conference 
of two thousand of the choicest of 
them four kinds of religion were clear- 
ly marked out. They are called mir- 
acle religion, modernist evangelical- 
ism, sentimental mysticism, and ethi- 
cal creativity. Only the last kind 
aroused the vim of t he students. And 
why? Because ethical creativity looks 
not to the past hut to tlie present, and 
man takes into his own hands the 
regeneration of his world nnd his race. 

It is a religion not of precedents hut 
of creative powers, original and im- 
mediate in its determination to make 
a true spiritual order in all human 
relations, social, Industrial, political, 
economic, and International. 

“What I here report to you tits in 
precisely with tlie proposition that 
tlie doctrine we come to believe in re- 
ligion depends In part upon what we 
learn in science. Religion is some- 
thing beside tills, however. It will 
always range beyond the furthest 
frontiers of knowledge, in its unques- 
tionable hunger and thirst for perfec- 
tion. That Is, in order to lie creative 
as well as ethical it must have more 
than laws and theories. That Is what 
science ought to be telling us. with its 
present knowledge of man's nature 
and need. 

"Religion is u fact beyond all facts 
about religion. There is a ground, 
i condition, which some call mystical,

The Booker T. Washington Jubilee 
Quartet, one of the best of negro spir- 
itual singers, Is touring with Dr. Drew. 
Dr. Drew is considered one of the 
most prominent negroes of the coun- 
try and will run on the National Inter- 
racial Party ticket for the Presidency 
of the United States in 1932. He is 
the first and only negro ever nomi- 
nated as a vice-presidential candidate. 

JANUARY BUILDING RECORD 


Building activity in Newton during 
January was about half in comparison 
with the corresponding period of last 
year.

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ADDRESS ON SAFETY EDUCATION COMMUNITY CALENDAR 


The Woman’s Association of the 
Newtonville Methodist Episcopal 
Church listened to an address on 
“Safety Education" by Miss Doris 
Greenwood at the afternoon session 
of Its monthly Church Day Thursday, 
February 6. MIhb Greenwood, who Is 
Director of Home and School Safety 
of the Massachusetts Safety Council, 
believes that most accidents are the 
results of careless habits formed in 
the home. In one year 5,000,000 peo- 
ple were injured In the American 
homes. 

An investigation of the causes of 
homo accidents among 300 hospital pa- 
tients showed that 44 were children 
under five most of whom had swal- 
lowed such articles as coins, peanuts, 
safety pins, and in one case a tonic 
bottle stopper. There were few cases 
between the ages of six and sixteen 
and the largest number were between 
the ages of seventeen and forty. Falls, 
caused by loose carpets, hardwood 
fioors and round objects scattered 
about under foot, were the leading 
causes of acldents in the older groups. 
Cuts and rusty nails were responsible 
for a number of the cases. 

The second class of accidents men- 
tioned by the speaker was the in- 
dustrial type. In the state of Massa- 
chusetts 45,522 working people have 
lost time in the last five years be- 
cause of accidents. 

Statistics were given which showed 
that a large per cent of highway ac- 
cidents occur in the day time and a 
very small number at dusk. About 
three times as many are on straight 
roads as at intersections, and nearly 
fifty per cent are caused by inatten- 
tion and of course a large number by 
fast driving. 

Miss Greenwood believes that the 
hope for the control of accidents lies 
in the training of the child whose 
habits are not already formed. More 
children are injured in crossing streets 
than in playing in them. The schools 
are doing much in the way of safety 
education through clubs and also 
through actual lessons given by traffic 
officials but the training should begin 
in the home.

B. Cooper Community Centre. Lunch- 
eon was served at 12:30 with Mrs. 
George B. Cameron in charge. Mrs. 
Herbert Blair, the president, conduct- 
ed the business meeting, which was 
opened by devotions led by Dr. Lau- 
rence W. C. Emig, the pastor. The 
program was in charge of Mrs. Frank 
E. Morris, who introduced the speaker.

THE ONE HUNDRED AND FORTY-SECOND 
ANNIVERSARY 

Yesterday was the one hundred and forty-second anniversary 
of the ratification of the Constitution of the United States of 
America by the State of Massachusetts. This was in the year 
1788, Following several months discussion the previous year 
by delegates from twelve of the states to the convention at 
Philadelphia at which the Constitution was finally framed it 
was voted that it would go into effect when ratified by nine 
states. Ratification by Massachusetts, the sixth state to do so, 
was by a narrow margin and with recommendations for sev- 
eral amendments as soon as possible. Nineteen amendments 
have been made since that time, of which the abolition of 
slavery, the adoption of prohibition and the adoption of 
women’s suffrage are the outstanding. Each of these was a 
distinct forward step in the advancement of this Nation as 
the foremost in the world. 


ANTI-BUMMING RIDE CAMPAIGN FACTS 


ABRAHAM LINCOLN 

Next week Wednesday, February twelfth, we pause to ob- 
serve the birthday of one of the country’s beloved heroes — 
Abraham Lincoln. Born amid obscurity, without the pomp 
and splendor that have aided many a public figure in rising 
to positions of importance, he applied himself diligently to 
the task at hand. From splitting rails to the White House is 
a story that has been repeatedly told but it still holds fascina- 
tion. Its beauty lies in the human qualities possessed by 
Lincoln. In this age of science and haste we are apt to 
forget the rights of others and go blindly on. Celebrating 
the birthdays of such great men as Washington and Lincoln 
each year brings us to a realization that “all men are created 
equal.” 


SNOW REMOVAL 

During the past seven years Newton has spent an annual 
average sum of approximately $57,000 in removing the snow 
from streets and sidewalks. Since 1923 there has been but 
one severe winter, that of 1926, when excessive storms cost 
the city nearly $110,000. The least sum, $30,000, was spent 
two years ago. Unless there are heavy storms in the next few 
weeks it would seem that the cost of snow removal this year 
will be considerably less than the average. If so the amount 
of money thus saved could well be used in carrying out other 
contemplated projects that otherwise would have to be tempo- 
rarily postponed. 


THE GROUNDHOG SAW HIS SHADOW 

“If Candlemas Day be fair and bright, winter’s yet to take 
its flight.” This year it would seem that there might be some 
truth in the old belief. The sun shone last Sunday so that the 
groundhog could see his shadow. Wednesday night the ther- 
mometer tumbled down around the zero mark for the coldest 
night of the winter and Spring is still weeks away. 


New Junior High 

School Authorized 

Aldermen Tnke Steps To Start Con- 
struction This Sprint; 


Work on the construction of a jun- 
ior high school at Newton Centre will 
start In April as a result of a vote 
passed by the Board of Aldermen at 
the meeting oil Monday night. On rec- 
ommendation by the Public Buildings 
and Finance committees the Board 
voted to appropriate $5000 as arch- 
itects' fees to prepare plans and speci- 
fications, and for the purpose of ob- 
taining bids for a new school. The 
building will be located on land pur- 
chased several years ago on the former 
Paul estate situated near Clark and 
Centre streets between Newton Cen- 
tre and Newton Highlands. The 
structure will cost at least $700,000 
and is expected to be ready for occu- 
pancy when the school term opens in 
September 1931. 

Alderman Powers of Ward 1 was the 
only member of the Board to vote 
against the appropriation. He stated 
that last year he objected to the prac- 
tice which has been in effect in this 
city for a number of years of appoint- 
ing architects on buildings erected by 
the city without any competition. He 
explained that he had learned only a 
few hours previously that the archi- 
tects of the new school had already 
been decided upon. The Wurd 1 al- 
derman stated that the men chosen 
stand high in their profession, possess 
the requisite ability and experience to 
assure the city of satisfactory results 
and thut his remarks were not to be 
considered in the slightest degree as 
reflecting upon these gentlemen. 
Neither did he wish it to be inferred 
that he desired to cause the Mayor 
any embarrassment. He believes that 
when the City of Newton builds school 
structures or any buildings costing 
huge sums, more than one architect 
or firm of architects, should be given 
opportunity to submit plans. Such 
competition would redound to the ben- 


efit of the city and would be fairer to 
the many competent architects resid- 
ing in Newton. 

Alderman Ball, chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee, answering Alder- 
mnn Powers, stated that the appoint- 
ment for an architect is an executive 
matter, entirely up to the Mayor. Mr. 
Bail remarked that the proposed 
school has been needed for several 
years and will provide accommo- 
dations for 900 pupils. 

Alderman Mansfield of Ward 1 said 
he agreed with his colleague from that 
Ward. He thought the Board should 
have thorough knowledge of what it 
votes on and that contracts should not 
be handed out on a silver platter. He 
has confidence in the Finance Com- 
mittee but believes that any project 
involving such a large sum should be 
carefully considered. Alderman Bail 
replied that the Board was not voting 
on a matter of $750,000 for the cost of 
building the school, but merely on the 
architects' fee and that seven or eight 
schools have been built in this city in 
late years under this same method. 
Nothing has been "put over” on the 
city during these years by selecting 
architects in this way. Mr. Ball also 
stated that architects of standing will 
not enter into competitions. Alderman 
Powers, in reply to the Ward 5 menu 
ber said that he thought he had made 
it clear that he was not casting any 
reflections on the architects selected, 
nor had he said anything that might 
be considered derogatory to architects 
selected in the past. 

President Collins of the Board ex- 
plained to Alderman Mansfield the 
procedure followed in the selection of 
architects and the latter withdrew his 
opposition. Alderman Gallagher, 
chairman of the Public Buildings 
Committee Inquired of Alderman Pow- 
ers us to the number of architects 
who would be invited to compete and 
what compensation would be given the 
competitors. Alderman Powers an- 
swered that several architects residing 
in Newton should be invited to com- 
pete and that they should be compen- 
sated to the same amounts as are 
given under similur conditions in otli-

UNDER THE GILDED DOME interracial prejudice 

.i 0l ' Sl,n(ia >' evening, February 9, In 
the First Baptist Church, Newton Cen- 
tre, will be held a Union Meeting of 
Young People from Newton Centre, 
Newton Corner, and Weston churches. 
The subject of the meeting which 
will begin at seven o'clock, is "Inter- 
lacial Prejudice," with the personal 
experiences of the speakers as the 
basis for consideration. Rev. Dwight 
Bradley, successor to Dr. Edward M 
Noyes of the First Church in New- 
ton, is to lead the Devotional part 
of the meeting. Mr. Charles R. Con- 
sodine, popular member of the New- 
ton High School Faculty and Coach- 
ing Staff, will introduce the four speak- 
ers of the evening. Each speaker is 
a young person of different race and 
nationality from the other speakers, 
all of them having suffered at one 
time or another because of their race 
or color. The speakers are: Miss 
Djamflse Frasheri of Albania, now at 
Wellesley College; Mr. Adolph Klau- 
pik of Latvia and a scholarship stu- 
dent at present in the Newton Theo- 
logical Institution; Mr. Henry T. My- 
ers, a Negro who was prominent in 
his undergraduate days in college ac- 
tivities and athletics and who is now 
also a student at Newton Theological 
Institution; and John F. Also of Cali- 
fornia, an American citizen of Jap- 
anese parentage, now an undergradu- 
ate of distinction in Brown University. 

Mr. W. Hobart Hill, Educational Di- 
rector of the First Church in New- 
ton, will lead the audience in singing. 
Piano selections will be played by 
Miss Marjorie Greene at the begin- 
ning of the program. This meeting 
of young people is being held on Inter- 
racial Sunday under the auspices of 
the Young People’s Society of the First 
Baptist Church in Newton, Edward 
Marshall, President. 


Next Monday morning at 11 o'clock 
tty> Committee on Public Health will 
hold u hearing on the petition of Le- 
lnnd Powers, chairman of the Citizens 
make vaccination non-compulsory. At 
Defense Committee, for legislation to 
the same time a hearing will be given 
on the petition of Howard B. Green 
for nn amendment to the law relative 
to the school attendance of unvacci- 
nated children. The committee will 
also hear the bill on petition of Sam- 
uel B. Woodward for legislation to re- 
quire the vaccination of children at 
tending private schools and the bill 
on petition of F. Mason Padelford for 
legislation to prohibit the use of im- 
pure virus for purposes of vaccination. 

There is a movement on foot to 
have all committee hearings com- 
pleted during February. This, if ac- 
complished. will prove a record for 
the General Court. It may be neces- 
sary, therefore, In order to bring this 
about, to set ahead the dates of a 
number of hearings already sched- 
uled. That announced for March 4 
on petition of Mayor Weeks for a 
change in the system of voting in 
Newton and the abolition of preferen- 
tial voting may be given a February 
date but that matter has not yet been 
decided, however. 

Senator Hollis was the only speak- 
er at the hearing before the Commit- 
tee on Highways and Motor Vehicles 
on his hill for the appointment of a 
special commission (including mem- 
bers of the General Court) to investi- 
gate and report on measures to pro- 
mote safety upon the highways of the 
commonwealth. The entire question. 
Senator Hollis told the committee, 
has not yet been satisfactorily settled. 
The commission he proposes would 
study the control of traffic, signal 
lights and pedestrian traffic. He 
further declared that the problem of 
proper protection for pedestrians is 
one of the most important matters 
before the Legislature. 

There is much Interest displayed in 
the forthcoming report of the special 
commission created to investigate the 
activities of the power interests. It 
i' one of the last to report and is not 
expected to die its report until next 
week and possibly later. 

The Committee on Metropolitan Af- 
fairs has reported against the bill to 
provide for a "Greater Boston" by the 
consolidation of cities and towns with- 
in a in-mile radius of the State 
House. The project has received con- 
siderable attention of late as is the 
case every year and although there 
was a rumor that there were more 
proponents of this proposal this year, 
it is likely to be turned down as usual. 

The Legislature, through the activi- 
ty of Boston Democratic members, 
has been obliged to give up a great 
deal of time to oral charges against 
the Boston Police Department. The 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
House will begin hearings next Tues- 
day on a resolve for an investigation 
by the Attorney General. The com- 
mittee has announced, through its 
chairmun, that it will confine itself to 
the financial aspects of the measure. 
Reference to the Ways and Means 
Committee was only accomplished by 
opponents of the whole idea. Friends 
ot tile measure, which included the 
Newton Representatives, excepting 
Speaker Saltonstail who was not re- 
corded, were for suspending the rules 
and acting on the matter at once. The 
opposition insisted on reference to the 
committee and this was voted. Of 
course, there is a chance that the re 
solve will be passed, but inasmuch as 
the Senate has already rejected a 
similur resolve introduced by a Bos- 
ton Republican It is not likely that it 
will become enthusiastic in support of 
a similar one offered by an up-State 
Democrat. 

One of tile mutters that will be fol- 
lowed with much Interest by veterans 
Is the proposal recommended by the 
special commission on State war me- 
morial for an island in the Charles 
River basin and a beacon on Mt. Grey- 
lock in the western part of the State 
as a war memoriul to veterans of all 
wars. The report of the commission 
of 21 members wus unanimous which 
nieuns that with united support it has 
u chance of going through.

Florid Epitaph Common 

in Revolutionary Days 

“Stop, Passenger,” begins an epi- 
taph. dated 1781. on a stone In a ceme- 
tery in Elizabeth, N. J., "here lie the 
remains of a woman who exhibited to 
the world a bright constellation of 
the female virtues. On that memor- 
able day. never to he forgotten, wlieu 
a British foe irvuded this fair village 
and fired even the temple of the Deity, 
this peaceful daughter of Heaven re- 
tired to her hallowed apartment, im- 
ploring Heaven for the pardon of her 
enemies. In tint sacred moment she 
was by the bloody band of a British 
ruffian dispatched like her Divine Re- 
deemer through a path of blood to 
her long wlshed-for native skies." 
There were few brief epitaphs in those 
early days. It was apparently regard- 
ed as n lack of reverence to fail to 
enumerate the virtues of the departed, 
and ns a disregard of opportunity to 
fail to warn the "passengers" of what 
was In store for them. 


Once Famoui Port 

Though Cowes is now almost synony- 
mous with pleasure yachting, the little 
town was famous for Its dockyards 
long before the annual regnttn was 
thought of. says "Looker On" in the 
London Daily Chronicle. Many a tall 
ship for war or merchant service came 
off the slips at Cowes in the old days, 
Including Nelson’s famous Vanguard, 
and during the World war Its ship- 
yards were adapted again to contrib- 
ute worthily to British naval strength, 
both in regard to new building and re- 
pairs. How the town came by its 
name has some Interest Really the 
names Is plural, and derives from the 
two "cowes" or circular forts, which 
Henry VIII erected to gunrd the en- 
trance to Portsmouth harbor. One 
fort Is now the hendquarters of the 
Royal Yacht squadron.

Bath Every Six Months 

Sufficient for Monks 

Rules for bathing In the Benedictine 
monasteries of the Fourteenth century 
have been discovered nt London, Eng 
lnntl. In the regulations of St. Augus- 
tine's. Canterbury nnd St. Peter's. 
Westminster. 

Monks were allowed to take baths 
twice a year — before Christmas and 
Pentecost. Previous to the Fourteenth 
century, four baths were allowed an 
nunlly, but this number wns cut In 
half because bathing wns considered 
a luxury except when necessary for 
the sick. 

Only four monks could bathe In one 
day, so It took more than two weeks 
to accommodate the sixty monks In 
the monastery. No bntlis were allowed 
on Sunday. 

The monks had servants to wash 
them. At Westminster these servnnts 
received extra food nnd beer on "bath 
days." 

The bnths were taken sitting In a 
tub. Instead of standing, as was prob- 
ably the secular custom nt the time. 
Monks were not allowed to stay In 
the bnths to "soak” after they had 
been washed. 

At first, hnthlng wns conducted In 
complete silence, but "thnt good cus- 
tom has been entirely abandoned In 
these modern times” of the Fourteenth 
century.

SAVINGS BANK LIFE INSURANCE 

A little more than twenty-one years 
ago the first policy of Savings Ban!: 
Life Insurance ever issued was writ- 
ten by the Whitman (Mass.) Savings 
Bank. Today there are 83,809 policies 
in force representing $69,641,000 in- 
surance. One hundred and twelve 
banks are now identified with the sys- 
tem. Thirteen of these have estab- 
lished insurance departments and the 
remainder act as receiving stations 
for tlie thirteen insurance banks. 
Under the limitations imposed by the 
Savings Hank Insurance Law the 
hanks are not allowed to employ soli- 
citors. The interest of the policy- 
holders are further safeguarded by a 
number of restrictions. These in- 
clude a limit of $1000 on any one life; 
policyholders must he Mass, residents 
or regularly employed in the state; 
the net profit must be distributed an- 
nually among policyholders; the mor- 
tality experience is unified at the end 
of eacli year; the seven trustes ap- 
pointed by the Governor serve without 
compensation; policies must be pre- 
pared by the State Actuary with the 
advice of the Attorney General and at 
rates affixed by the same official over 
whom tlie banks have no jurisdiction; 
tlie funds must tie Invested In same 
class of securities as savings bank de- 
posits required by law; funds held by 
tlie insurance department are taxed 
at same rate, same extent and man- 
ner as funds in savings departments; 
tlie legal reserve Is on tlie same basis 
as any legal reserve life insurance 
company in Mass.; Insured persons 
must lie approved by state medical 
director; tlie insurance departments 
are under tlie joint supervision of tlie 
Commissioner oi Insurance (one of 
tlie seven trustees) and tile Commis- 
sioner of Banks; all life and endow- 
ment policies must guarantee a cash 
surrender value after six months pre- 
miums have been paid. 

Because of the last named provi- 
I'ion "lapsed” policies are practically 
unknown, tlie number of such repre- 
senting only 1.26 per cent of those is- 
sued. The commercial life insurance 
companies average 25 per cent lapse 
on their “ordinary" policies and 59 
per cent on "weekly premium" poll- j 
cles. Tlie low net cost, us compared ' 
with commercial company policies, is 
u feature of Savings Bank Insurance. I 


Idea of Broadcasting; 

Fire Alarm Not Modern 

Methods of transmitting news of 
fire are very old nnd until about the 
middle of the Nineteenth century 
watch towers with alnrm hells were 
maintained In American cities. After 
the development of the electric tele- 
graph. relinble apparatus wns installed. 
As enrly ns 1845 Dr. W. F. Chnnning 
of Boston published an article In the 
Advertiser outlining n fire-nlarin tele- 
graph system. In 1850 Charles Robin- 
son used Morse apparatus for signal- 
ing fire alarms from police stations 
and engine houses In New York city 
to watchmen nt tower bells, who sound- 
ed the signal of the appropriate dis- 
trict A telegraph signal plan was 
put into operation In Boston. April 29, 
1SC2. New York Installed a fire-alnrm 
telegraph system In 1809 and by 1875 
It had reached to 75 cities. Although 
various systems are In use, thnt de- 
vised by Chnnning and Farmer nnd 
Improved by Gamewell has been tlie 
one most generally employed in Amer- 
ica. Tlie keyless door was patented 
by Tooker in 1.875 and the automatic 
keyless door by N. H. Suren in 1895.

THE BOOK OF ESTHER 


In the Graphic of Dec. 8, in the 
report of the Mather Class, tlie va- 
rious hooks of the Bible were dis- 
cussed. Ruth and Esther are there 
termed "the oldest, novels in the 
world”. Whatever Ruth may be. 
Esther has now been found to he not 
a novel but a most important histori- 
cal document. It is wrongly placed 
after Nehemiah. It should stand be- 
tween Chronicles and Ezra. If we 
read tlie last chapter of Chronicles, 
then Daniel, Esther, Ezra and Nelio- 
niiali In tills order we have a con- 
tinuous and almost complete account 
of tlie Jews’ Captivity. 

The history of that period:' has been 
greatly distorted by tlie wrong identi- 
fication of two total eclipses of tlie 
sun. Tlie error has now been dis- 
covered and the right eclipses used in 
fixing dates, and history, both Pro- 
fane and Biblical, adjusted and made 
to agree. This is fully explained In 
Scientific American Supplement, Nov. 
7. 1908, by Samuel Jennings in “Solar 
Eclipses and Ancient History”, based 
on “P. H. Crowell’s recent investiga- 
tion of Solar Eclipses”. It now ap- 
pears that Cyrus, the Great, was tlie 
son of Darius tlie Median (Ahasuerus) 
and Esther the Jewess. He was prob- 
ably sent to Persia to live when a 
boy to save him from tlie vengeance 
of ex-queen Vashti’s friends who did 
not recognize Esther as rightful 
queen, and so he was called Tho 
Persian. Esther seems to liuve hud 
good influence over Darius and Cyrus, 
which accounts for tlie friendship of 
Darius to Daniel and the historic 
goodness of Cyrus. At tlie capture of 
Babylon they found Daniel in office ns 
appointed by Belshazzar, nnd they 
kept him in office. 

It. Is remarkable that tho name of 
God does not occur la the Book of 
Esther. But when Cyrus her son took

The where, why and how of bananas 
will be told at the Children's Museum 
of Boston on Saturday afternoon at 
three o’clock by Miss Donna B. Folant 
of the Museum staff.

Possibility That Great 

Auk May Still Exist 

Does the Great Auk still exist? The 
Inst authentic ense of one having been 
seen was In 1843, but “Bird Notes and 
News” raises the question as to wheth- 
er a bird which hns been seen in the 
Lofoten Islands (off the coast of north- 
ern Norway) Is not a Great Auk. A 
writer tells how a Finnish hunter and 
naturalist saw a strange bird which 
he could not recognize. He was shown 
a picture of tlie Great Northern Diver, 
but said It was not the same. He 
wns then shown a Razorbill, but de- 
clared that the bird was bigger. The 
hook wus opened casually nt the Grent 
Auk, and lie Immediately Identified it 
and persisted in his story, which wns 
corroborated even to the Identification 
by an Independent witness who had 
also seen IL Tlie bird was never seen 
again, but It Is possible that on such 
a wild coast a few Great Auks may 
have survived.

State's evidence Is the evidence pro- 
duced by tlie government In criminal 
prosecution. Tlie term also applies 
to n person who gives such evidence. 
When a person Implicated in a crime 
voluntarily confesses his share and 
gives testimony that will Incriminate 
his accomplices he Is said to “turn 
state’s evidence,” namely, he becomes 
a witness for the state. In such cases 
there Is generally an express or Im- 
plied promise on the part of the au- 
thorities that they will not prosecute 
tlie witness who thus testifies, or that 
he will at least be dealt with leniently. 
Prosecutors do not usually promise 
such Immunity unless there Is insuffi- 
cient evidence to convict the defend- 
ant without the testimony in question.

He did not write the words 
of this song in Newton, but in Ando- 
ver where he lived at the time. He 
was a member of tho Class of '29 of 
Harvard and a classmate of Dr. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes who wrote of him, 
“And there's a nice youngster of ex- 
cellent pith, — 

Fute tried to conceal him by naming 
him Smith; 

But he shouted a song for the brave 
and the free, — 

Just read on his medal, ‘My Country, 
of thee!’” 

Newton hopes to have the War Me- 
morial completed for this year's Ter- 
centenary program. It is a matter of 
deepest regret to all who were priv- 
ileged to know him that Mr. Walter 
E. C. Worth, chairman of the War Me- 
morial and chairman of the Alder- 
manic Committco of tho Tercentenary 
has recently died. He was an inspira- 
tion to nil who worked with him. Ills 
deep interest in the 1930 celebration 
and his enthusiasm and vision were a 
constant stimulus to all the members 
of Newton’s Tercentenary group, and 
will remain with them to animate 
them to "carry on” for tho “City Beau- 
tiful.”

The Newton court was crowded Mon- 
day morning with a large number of 
Wellesley citizens and Newton resi- 
dents with time to spare who came 
for the purpose of listening to the 
trial of Patrolman James Manning, Jr..

situation and pass remedial legisla- 
tion. It is not likely that much will 
be done. Possibly the governing 
bodies find it an intangible matter — 
one that is not readily defined as to 
details. Or It may be that they feel 
it would be an interference with pri- 
vate business to direct an employer 
to do this or that. Meanwhile there 
are those who feel acutely the bitter- 
ness of unemployment made even 
more so by the fact that years count 
against a man. It is a tragic situation 
and the only hope is that out of all 
the discussion and agitation some- 
thing approaching a solution will be 
reached. 

Incidents that have come under my 
own observation have shown how 
great a puzzle it must be to those con- 
fronted with the problem. I have seen 
men forced to retire from public 
service because they had reached the 
age of 70. Every one of these men 
had full posession of his mental and 
physical powers. Moreover, they had 
acquired a knowledge of their work 
such as could be obtained only by 
years of experience. It seemed so 
ridiculous to command them to step 
out of line because they had lived 
three score years aud ten. A punish- 
ment in a way, and a most grotesque 
one for an offence that was no fault 
of their years. 

When men are removed by law that 
is one thing but when they are forced 
out of private business just because 
they are no longer young, well, that 
is quite another. I heard only the 
other day of a young factory manager 
who boldly suggested to the owner 
that men above forty years of age be 
dismissed from the advisory board. 

The owner looked at the go-getter 
and said. “Would you drive a high- 
priced car down the street without 
brakes ?” 

“Certainly not", came the reply. 

“Well." the owner went on, “my 
business is like a great big automobile 
— the best in the country — aud the 
men 1 have to advise you are older 
than you by u number of years. But 
they are the brakes of my machine 
and if I didn't have them I don't know 
where you would ruu It aud what 
might not happen”.

Each District director will be 
hostess for the Clubs In her particular 
District, and will welcome all of those 
Interested in the activities of the De- 
partment of Social Welfare, philan- 
thropy, wage-earners, mental hygiene, 
protective measures and correctional 
institutions. 

The Department of Social Welfare 
feels a deep obligation In supporting 
the Governor's Welfare Program, with 
particular emphasis upon the Chil- 
dren's Commission, and the raising of 
the school requirements. 

“The end of government Is the 
achievement of satisfaction and hap- 
piness by our people. No group can 
be happy In the presence of misery, or 
suffering or poverty," said Governor 
Allen in his inaugural address In 1929. 

His sixteen important recommenda- 
tions mark the beginning of a new 
period of wise and enlightened legis- 
lation for the welfare of the citizens 
of Massachusetts. Some of these 
recommendations have already been 
put Into effect: a survey of crippled 
children, a Commission created to 
study the revision of child welfare 
laws, and the need of co-ordinating, 
harmonizing, and improving present 
laws relative to adoptions, child mar- 
riages, illegitimacy, birth certificates, 
hoarding children, dependent children, 
children of dlvorcejl parents, feeble- 
minded, epileptics, traffic in Infants, 
and detention care of juvenile delin- 
quents. 

A consideration of the need of prop- 
er care of persons who ure sick with 
chronic diseases, such us arthritis, 
arteriosclerosis, and heart diseases is 
a serious problem. Hospitals have no 
room to care for these patients and 
muny of the homes for tile aged will 
not admit them, and so the Governor 
has recommended that aged persons 
should be aided as fur as possible In 
private homes, and for those requiring 
hospital care, a new hospital unit 
should be provided. 

For muny years the State has had 
to make large appropriations for per- 
sons suffering from mental diseuses, 
and again, more beds are being de- 
veloped, particularly by means of the 
new Metropolitan Hospitul for mental- 
ly sick at Waltham. 

Massachusetts is the first Stute to 
institute a State hospital for cancer 
pntlents. The experiment has proven 
a necessity, und more beds will be 
added to the already overcrowded 
hospital at Pondville. 

The continuance of the construction 
of the new State prison at Norfolk, 
now nearly completed, will give a 
more humane place for uidlng the im- 
provement of character of men sen- 
tenced to State prison. 

Feeble-mindedness bus always been 
a problem. In that so muny persons 
are in need of institutional care not 
only as a protection for themselves 
but also for the community. The 
three State schools have been over- 
crowded, but under Uils new program 
additional facilities will be had at 
Belchertown and at Wrentham. 

Education of the children of today 
means sufficiency in the citizen of to- 
morrow. Therefore, much interest has 
been aroused in the raising of school 
standards. A committee appointed has 
made its recommendations that the 
compulsory school age be advanced 
to fifteen years, wltji more time in 
continuation school?, alreudy estab- 
lished and working so successfully. 

Stabilizing employment is one 
means of eliminating* misery, suffer- 
ing, and poverty, und many cities and 
towns in the Commonwealth have 
pledged their support not only by 
creating employment, but by keeping 
us many as possible at work. 

Vision Is the keynote of the Wel- 
fare Program of His Excellency, the 
Governor, during 1929 and 1930.

The audience went 
away with their thoughts not on the 
lover hut on the winner of Agincourt, 
Henry the Fifth. 

Katherine, daughter of the French 
King, Charles Vl, and Isabel, was mar- 
ried to Henry V in 1420.

see, Is tho criticism of tho following: 
"Blttor Friends”, nn Educational farce 
comedy (short subject), of every-day 
life, “is so simple that It Is harmless". 
“Pointed Heels," a Paramount story 
of a theatrical manager who selfishly 
attempts to thwart tho marrlago of 
two young people because of his busi- 
ness interest in the girl, “has fair en- 
tertainment value, and certain cuts 
would improve it”. "Fast Workers", 
a Fox musical comedy of the success 
of a commercial artist In tho “talk- 
ies", “is mediocre and of slender en- 
tertainment value”. “Men Are Like 
That”, a Paramount comedy of a 
young "show-off” who accidentally 
makes good, was evidently too ordin- 
ary even to draw comment. “Navy 
Blues”, a M-G-M comedy of flirtation 
that leads lo real love, while "some- 
what old and stupid, Is fairly good en- 
tertainment for the whole family”. 
“Western Knights”, an Educational of 
western life of stupid yelling nnd 
screaming. 

No real comment Is made on “Their 
Own Desire”, a M-G-M modern society 
drama, as to suitability, but the infer- 
ence Is that this would rest with in- 
dividual taste, "although the theme 
might bo misunderstood by young 
people". The plot rests upon higher 
standards of marriage responsibility, 
and the young people solve their pro- 
blem of duty to parents with idealism. 
It is said to be well acted, well worked 
out. and excellently produced. 

The following pictures are only for 
adults: “Bishop Murder Case”, M-G-M 
too exacting for adolescents and chil- 
dren. “Dangerous Business”, a TifTany 
Stahl society drama of marriage for 
duty, while loving another, with 
suicide of the wife, leaving way open 
for the happy marriage, is of “fair 
entertainment value for adults”. 
"Men Without Women”, a Fox trage- 
dy of the sea, while convincing In 
acting and with unusual plot, has 
pictures of red light life in Shanghai 
which violate standards of decency, 
and therefore, unfortunately, takes it 
out of realm of first rank approved 
films. “Night Ride", a Universal 
story of the underworld, suitable for 
no one but adults. The same is true of 
“Dad Knows Rest” an educational, 
which Is neither entertaining nor 
amusing. "This Thing Called Love”, 
a Patho society drama based upon 
the age-old truth that honest love 
overcomes jealousies and misunder- 
standings, while amusing and clever 
Is not uplifting, and "Is too sophistic- 
ated for younfe people”. “Hell's 
Heroes" a Universal story of "bad 
men”, no beauties of nature, human, 
or otherwise. “Dangerous Females”, 
a Christie Paramount farce comedy, 
which if played by any but the arch 
comediennes Marie Dressier and Polly 
Moran in their peach brandy scenes, 
would he questionable. Is suitable only 
for adults — for whom it “left one con- 
vulsed with laughter". This is only a 
“short subject”. “That Red Headed 
Hussy”, Christie-Paramount, coarse, 
harmless for adult audience, but not 
of value to a discriminating one. 

The editor In giving these pre-views 
for the Clubwomen of Newton, In 
order that they may know what pic- 
tures are most decidedly not suitable 
for their children nnd young people 
to attend, also considers the individ- 
ual taste and gives something of the 
plot, so that they themselves may 
decide what pictures appeal or would 
be a waste of their own time, what- 
ever the criticism as to merit of pro- 
duction.

|I/|R. STIMSON, Secretary of State, 
speaking for this Government In 
Europe, broadcasts the opinion that 
submarines aro "ruthless inhuman In- 
struments of warfare,” and should be 
abolished. 

Japan presented a demand for 80,- 
000 tons of submarines, enough under 
good management to sink every- 
thing afloat. 

Secretary Stfmson represents Bweet 
kindness. 

Japan's representatives talk com- 
mon sense. 

In Orleans Augustine Agogue, 
twenty-seven years old, who killed 
her mother to get tho mother’s farm, 
was sentenced to death. In accord- 
ance with the Napoleonic code, seek- 
ing to humiliate and punish more se- 
verely those that murder their par- 
ents, Augustine will walk barefoot to 
the guil'otine. 

Interesting historical contrast Be- 
tween her death and that of Joan of 
Arc, the maid of Orleans. One walks 
to tho guillotine barefoot for murder- 
ing her mother. The other walked 
barefoot to the stake, burned alive for 
saving her country. 

In New York a dwarf, only four 
feet high, Peter Arata, Is sentenced 
to death for murder. 

The modern automatic pistol made 
It easy for Peter to kill. In ancient 
days when men fought with clubs, 
maces and swords, be would only 
have been a jester, too small to mur- j 
der. 

Similarly a small nation, as small 
as Hungary, Holland or Switzerland, 
In these days of flying machines and 
poison gas, might be the most effi- 
cient International killer In the mur- 
der game of war. 

Conditions change. A five-pound 
baby taken up in an airplane might 
release a poison gas bomb tbat would 
kill 500,000 in a big city. 

Mr. Young, Assistant Secretary of 
the Department of Commerce, an- 
nounces that passenger airships must 
carry two-way radio facilities to re- 
ceive weather Information and send 
emergency messag 1 - 

Presently more powerful engines, 
bigger ships, better understanding of 
air navigation will eliminate the im- 
portance of weather conditions. 

Meanwhile the Government, not 
youthful, enthusiastic pilots, should 
decide on flying or not flying. 

A pilot, with youth's dread of be- 
ing called “yellow,” Is inclined to risk 
any weather. At every airport whence 
passengers depart, the question “to 
fly or not to fly” should be left to 
some solemn person, not a pilot, and 
one influenced entirely by the pas- 
sengers’ safety.

The intelligent young man intends 
to study Hollywood and Western 
architecture.

In Hollywood he will find enough to 
keep him studying all the rest of his 
life. 

Oregon forbids the use of hard 
tires on public highways. No auto- 
mobile, truck, trailer or semi-trailer 
weighing more than eighteen hundred 
pounds may use Oregon roads unless 
fully equipped with pneumatic tires. 
If that highway-preserving idea should 
spread to other States It would mean 
a difference to tire makers. 

Perhaps some one will find a cheap 
substitute for rubber In heavy duty 
tires. And cement, or other hard 
roads will be made to endure any 
sort of wear safely.

For the first time in 
history, Turkish children aro to be 
protected from exploitation through 
child labor.

Tho Turkish republic, you will 
notice, acted more promptly than this 
republic. Child labor prevailed here 
for 100 years after 1770, and many 
States, even now, might learn from 
Kcmal Pasha.

That Is 
a step In the direction of sanity, a 
heavenly blessing to many women 
whose legs would not get thin, no 
matter what they did. 

Later, says Paris, all dresses will 
be long, as fashionable dresses are 
now for evening wear. That women 
should give up freedom In walking, 
acquired after centuries of struggle, 
seems Incredible. But as tho sheep 
before her shearers was dumb, so 
are women silent, acquiescent, before 
the fashion dictator.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 

During the week ending February 
1. 1930 there were 174 patients in the 
hospital. This is the largest number 
to be in the hospital at any one time 
since the influenza epidemic in 1918. 
Of this number 68 paid less than cost 
of care, and 68 paid more than cost 
of care. Thirty-eight, Including ba- 
bies, were treated free of charge. 
Fifteen babies were born during the 
week, 7 hoys, and 8 girls. 138 pa- 
tients visited the out-patient depart- 
ment, eye clinic 9. Five patients were 
transported by the social service car, 
and 5 visits were made by the social 
worker. 

During the month of January 483 
patients were admitted to the liospt- 


"The Collapse of Supernaturalism" 
was the subject of a lecturo by Doc- 
tor Charles N. Arlmeklo before the 
Mather Clnss nt its regular weekly 
meeting Inst Sunday morning in the 
Newton Centre Woman’s Club House. 

Tills was the fifth in the series on 
“Biblical Scholarship”. 

Dr. Arbuekle snid that this was 
really a constructive subject, not des- 
tructive. as might lie inferred from the 
word “collapse." By supernatural we 
refer to the pre-sclent itlc view of the 
natural world, before the arrival of 
our present largo body of orderly 
knowledge, known ns science. 

The first form of religion was 
animism. Everything and everybody 
were under the dominion of spirits 
Every tree, mountain, and stone 
possessed its nnimu or spirit, and that 
spirit lived there all the time. You 
had to keep on friendly terms with 
all these spirits or the consequencos 
would be unfortunate. The idea of 
one God did not exist at first. 

Even to-day sonio trace of animism 
remains. When you see a great tree 
gorgeous and grand and all alone in 
a pasture, four-square to all the winds 
of Heaven, it certainly looks like 
good place for a spirit to inhabit. 

Dr. Arbuekle referred to Genesis 
chapter 28, where Jacob set up a pillar 
Bethel, and said, “This stone 
which I have set for a pillar, shall be 
God’s house." This is verse 22. It 
shows a form of nnimism. The Bible 
Is a cross section of the spiritual as 
piration of the human race. Every 
religious idea that man lias had can 
be found in the Bible. 

The idea in ealry times was that 
all things were under the control of 
God. He could do as He liked. When 
He did not like the peoplo, the Flood 
wiped out the lnhnbitaus. When the 
city of Sodom offended Him, He des 
troyed it. He liked Elijah, and there- 
fore the ravens looked out for the 
prophet when he had no food in a 
desolate land. Everything was un- 
der superior control. It was Import- 
ant to keep on God’s side and propit- 
iate Him. If He were good-natured 
ind you did things to please Him. 
He might do things to please you. 
This was merely a case of appeasing 
a superior and capricious Power. 

From that we come to our own day 
of law and order and cause and ef- 
fect, where nothing happens by acci- 
dent and everything has a cause. No 
favors are shown. Beans grow as well 
for the just man as for the unjust 
one. The enrthquuke shakes down 
the house of the good man ns quick- 
ly ns it demolishes the bad man's 
house. It is better to have the ad 
ministration of the universe impartial 
and dependable. You are reasonably 
sure of your harvest if you sow and 
cultivate properly, and you do not have 
to intercede with God in addition. 

Due to our Imperfect knowledge, 
there are wide margins of ignorance, 
when we think Hint God intervenes, 
simply because we do not understand 
how things happen. A miracle is 
something which cannot bo explained 
by known causes and Is therefore 
often referred to as a special inter- 
vention of God or as a special 
Providence. 

The stock illustration is the case 
of the person who buys a ticket for a 
railroad journey and then misses the 
train. The person is disappointed 
and perhaps angry, until he learns 
that the train was wrecked and many 
people killed. Then he calls it a 
special Providence that saved him. 
He overlooks the tragedy to those 
on hoard. There was no special 
Providence for them. One drowning 
man may get help when he most 
needs It, and another may get no 
help. The coincidence when things 
happen fortunately at the opportune 
moment is apt to be called a miracle.

On Monday afternoon, February 3, 
at 4:15, the School of Nursing Com- 
mittee met at tlie hospital for their 
regular monthly meeting. 

On Wednesday afternoon, February 
5, tlie Newton Nurses’ Alumnae held 
their regular meeting at tlie Hospi- 
tal. The speaker was Miss Sally 
Johnson, R.N., Principal of the School 
of Nursing, and Superintendent of 
Nurses at the Mass. General Hospital. 
Her subject was “Organization.” The 
meeting was very well attended. 

Eighteen accident cases were ad- 
mitted during the past week. Of these 
only two were automobile accidents, 
both of these patients being hoys: one 
witli a fractured skull, and the other 
with concussion. Seven hoys wore nd- 
milted for other accidents. Three of 
these were tlie results of coasting ac- 
cidents: one with lacerations of hlB 
face and nose, one witli a lacerated 
sculp, and one witli a laceration ovor 
his right eye. One boy was admitted 
suffering from a sprained elbow re- 
ceived while playing, one for a frac- 
tured arm received while Bkuting, one 
f or a snrained hand caused when n 
heavy log fell on it, and one for a 
fractured wrist caused when he fell 
down some cellar stops. Four women 
were admitted, ull of them suffering 
from Injuries receivod as the result of 
falls: one with a fractured wrist, one 
with a fractured leg, one with a frac- 
fared arm, and one with a fractured 
upper leg. Four men wore admitted 
suffering from various injuries: one 
with a foreign body under ills flngor- 
•ail. one witli a lacerated chin caused 
■ylion lie foil on tlie leu, ono witli a 
'acerated hand caused by a piece of 
’lass, and one witli a fractured thumb 
caused by its being crushed. 


overcomes the other and it is all 
quite natural. 

From all this there are two alter- 
native conclusions, and they are both 
assumptions. If a thing is big enough, 
it must he an assumption. 

One conclusion is that God and na- 
ture are opposed. If you can under- 
stand a tiling, God had nothing to do 
with it. If you cannot understand it. 
then God did it. The more you learn, 
tlie more you eliminate God, so 
theoretically you can imagine the 
time when you would know practic- 
ally everything and have God almost 
completely exiled from His own world. 
This reduces the whole thing to ab- 
surdity. 

Tlie other conclusion, which is Dr. 
Arbuckle's, is that God is in every- 
thing, whether or not we can under- 
stand it. There is intelligence back 
of the universe. Mun cannot create 
it. He can merely discover tlie Intel- 
ligence already there. A bird lias no 
intelligence of its own. It is a re- 
flection of God’s Intelligence. The in- 
telligence of tlie bird is tlie intellig- 
ence of its Creator. Natural law is a 
transcript of God's intelligence. As 
we move through life, we find mystery 
everywhere, and as wo do so. we come 
up to the threshold of religion. That 
Is where science leaves us. 

God does not interfere witli our 
free will. He does not Intervene, be- 
cause He Is ulways here and working 
out His purposes either witli or with- 
out our cooperation. Man does not 
break God's law. The law breaks 
him when lie violates it. God’s law 
in the universe cannot bo proved 
any more than tlie atomic theory. A 
student was once advised to act as 
though tlie atonic theory were true 
or ho would blow up the laboratory. 
It was good advice. Tlie first tiling 
you do when you study geometry is 
to work with axioms, which are def- 
initions of assumptions. They are 
taken for granted and they work well. 

Both science and religion grew up 
nu! of magic and superstition, so 
there is 110 slightest justification for 
either to be unduly censorious of the 
other. 

One great fact is God’s frlondliiiess. 
That cannot bo changed. 

Dr. Arbuekle mudu speciul mention 
of tin- Flood, which Is founded on fact 
as there are plenty of murks of its 
existence. Its great Ioshou is the 
survival of the morally fit. 


On tlie subject of prayer. Dr. Ar- 
buckle said that he found it essen- 
tially necessary as the way to hitch 
on to the universe. It is an instinc- 
tive effort to divine one’s obligation. 
By prayer the mind clears, you see 
your duty best, and altogether it is a 
cleansing and elevating process. Tlie 
Individual is free and God is free. 
Much of the charm of life comes 
from the communion of free spirits. 
Often tilings will not happen If we 
do not pray. One of the finest tilings 
in the world is to keep up a sick 
man’s courage. That may lie tlie one 
and only thing that will bring him 
*ck from the brink of the grave. We 
do not want to miss the finer tilings of 
life, and so we pray. It is wisest to 
give God the best possible chance to 
do all He can for us. To make God 
comprehensible, Jesus taught us to 
regard Him in terms of Fatherhood. 

Many things are unknown. Dr. 
Arbuekle emphasized his unwilling- 
ness to deny anything. He might say 
lie did not know, but the time for 
denying things has gone by.

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Existence Of God Is The Most 

Momentous Question Of The Day 

Dr. Dieffenbach’s Fifth Lecture on “What Is Happening to 
Religion” 


"Can We Have Religion Without 
God?" was the subject Inst night of 
tlie fifth in a series of six public lec- 
tures which Dr. Albert C. Dleffenbach 
is giving in Newton Center on “What 
Is Happening to Religion?” Using for 
his text the findings of the First Par- 
ish Church in Hingham. which recent- 
ly sent a questionnaire on their be- 
liefs to the people of that church, the 
speaker developed the fact that the 
existence of God In the familiar Chris- 
tian sense was the most momentous 
Issue of the present day. 

In Hingham, he snid, according to 
the analysis of Rev. J. Harry Hooper, 
the minister, one half of those who 
replied believe In a personal God, with 
whom there is possibility of personnl 
relations, such as worship and trust, 
whom men may love, to whom men 
may pray, who takes sides, who has 
preferences. That is, one half of them 
have other, lesser views of God, in- 
cluding disbelief in a personal God. 

“Yet nearly all of these people an- 
swered that they believe In prayer,” 
said Dr. Dleffenbach. “How can we 
account for this fervent expression of 
the highest evidence of religion, yet 
without belief In God?” The answer is 
already made for many persons by the 
recent article by Rev. John Haynes 
Holmes who says: “The essence of 
prayer is psychological and not theo- 
logical. Prayer as an experience has 
nothing necessarily to do with any 
idea of God, or any belief in God. 
When I say 'God,' It is poetry and not 
theology.” 

“In prayer we have the touchstone 
to this whole problem of the existence 
and nature of God,” continued the lec- 
turer, “and as we answer that ques- 
tion we decide what our faith in Real- 
ity is. The present tendency in ad- 
vanced religious thinking is unques- 
tionably away from God as a person 
who consciously responds to prayer. 
Perhaps the best known spokesman 
for a great many believers of the new- 
er order is Prof. Henry N. Wleinan, 
who calls himself a thelst and yet 
comes to conclusions greatly at vari- 
ance with those of the ordinary Chris- 
tian. 

“He says: ‘Prayer is not merely 
subjective. Prayer modifies the 
thought, feeling, and conduct of man 
and thus introduces a new and golden 
thread into the cosmic web of social 
process. Prayer actually changes the 
way of the working of the cosmos, in- 
tricately involved in all the rest of 
nature by reason of the weaving of 
the social process. Hence God re- 
sponds to prayer and operates differ- 
ently when men pray. You cannot 
bring rain by prayer, and you cannot 
delay the course of the sun. But you 
cun change the course of human life 
and that means to change the ways 
of God in nature. Yet God is vastly 
more thun man.’ 

“Here, plainly, God does not con- 
sciously respond to prayer: on the con- 
trary, the changes that occur are defi- 
nitely wrought by man's action in 
praying. For Dr. Wieman, God is not 
a person in the usual sense but a proc- 
ess. Into this process man introduces 
his contribution and affects the whole 
course of the world. 

“There are still great voices among 
modern preachers who believe that 
God does hear prayer and consciously 
responds, as a person to persons, and 
one of the most notable among them 
is Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdlck. Yet 
Dr. Fosdick has recently declared that 
nothing is so much needed today as a 
complete rebuilding of the whole God- 
system. Many of our common ideas 
about God are absurd and immoral, he 
says, because they belong to a pre-scl- 
entillc age and express a dependence 
upon a Supreme Being tor works that 
man ought to do himself, especially in 
the vast social order crying for re- 
dumption from its sins and its injus- 
tice. In l'uct he, like many of us, is 
so much impressed with the lazy reli- 
ance of men upon God, especially in 
the churches, that the Deity is hardly 
more than a chore man. 

“It is natural for those who believe 
like this to say, as they do say, that 
a belief iu God is unnecessary either 
for one's Inner religious satisfaction 
or for one’s motive power in doing 
works of righteousness and mercy in 
the world. Such a man as Julian S. 
Iluxley, and more recently, Walter 
Lippmnnn, convince great numbers of 


tbe most thoughtful and devout people 
that religion depends primarily not 
upon acceptance of a God whose be- 
ing is uncertain In the best minds of 
our time, nor upon a universe which 
Is in part so Indifferent nnd cruel, but 
upon man himself, v^liat he is and 
what he Is able to do in Ills spiritual 
struggle upward through the ages. 

“It Is at this point,” said Dr. Dief- 
fenbach, “that the whole Issue about 
God Is now focussed. The people in 
Hingham are like the people all over 
the country, in their confusion and 
doubt; and they know they must be- 
lieve something or spiritually they 
perish. Man without positive faith Is 
dead. 

“In my Judgment Increasing num- 
bers of them are finding the origin of 
their religion not in a concept of Life 
culled God, but In a feeling of rever- 
ence of Life itself. Religion began in 
primitive man in his desire for self- 
preservation. As he grew up in Intel- 
ligence nnd goodness, his life became 
increasingly sacred to him, and It Is 
tills sense of the sacred which is the 
source of his comfort nnd the main- 
spring of his conduct. Through the 
centuries, he found ‘certain things and 
ideas to which this quality of sacred 
ness seems necessary to adhere,' and 
of this root belief of man he devel 
oped his religious ritual, his intellec 
tunl ideas, and his moral values. 

“My conviction is that the word 
God will not be abandoned, but that 
it will be invested with new mean- 
ings that amount to nothing less than 
a complete reformation of religion, 
the greatest In the history of Chris- 
tianity. Already we have a score of 
new ideas of Reality, or God, from 
men of our day like Whitehead, Wle- 
man. Haydon. Otto, Eddington, and 
Mather. Surely no one needs to be an 
atheist among all the gods of the re- 
ligious philosophers. But, as someone 
has remarked, 'How they differ from 
the God of the Christian past!’” 

Dr. Dleffenlmch's last lecture will 
be given next Tuesday night. The 
subject is “The Coming Religion: 
What Will It Be?”

New Terms Arranged 
With M. & B. Employees 

C'nrmen’s Union Accepts Agreement 
For Calendar Year 

Members of the Middlesex & Boston 
Carmen’s Union met last Friday night 
and voted to accept an agreement with 
the company which will continue In 
force until January 1, 1933. The old 
agreement terminated on January 1 
of this year and the new agreement 
will be retroactive to that date. The 
terms of the agreement include the 
following provisions: 

All employees of the company who 
are members of the association and 
have been continuously In the em 
ploy of the company through all of 
the previous calendar year shall be 
granted one week's vacation with pay 
each year during the period of this 
agreement starting on January 1, 
1930 to January 1, 1933. 

Blue uniform men on vacation shall 
be rated at 62 hours per week at 65 
cents per hour. 

Men In the shops and In miscella- 
neous departments where the regular 
work is seven days per week shall be 
paid for vacation at the rate of 62 
hour per week at their regular hourly 
rate. 

Other men in these departments 
shall be paid for the number of hours 
which they work in six days at their 
regular hourly rate. 

All men who do not work reg- 
ularly seven days per week shall be 
classified as six day men for vaca- 
tions. 

Vacations shall be arranged at 
the discretion of the company at such 
times in the year as can in its judg- 
ment be best arranged without detri- 
ment to the service and shall be ar- 
ranged in accord with seniority. 

Employees who have not worked in 
the preceding calendar year at least 
280 days or who have left the serv- 
ice of the company previous to their 
time for taking vacations shall not be 
entitled to vacation. 

In computing the* 2S0 days above 
mentioned the following absence shall 
not be counted: 

Absence for jury service or attend- 
ance at court. 

Absence from part of day's work if 
excused. 

Absence on account of legislative 
service. 

Absence of more than six days on 
account of sickness. 

It is understood that the men not 
in the employ of the company on 
January 1. 1930, but who may be 
called back from time to time as sea- 
sonable men shall be entitled to vaca- 
tion allowance. 

The rate for blue uniform men 
shall be the same rate as if they were 
operating a bus; — that is— men in the 
employ of the company three months 
shall receive 56 cents per hour; nine 
months 60 cents per hour and there- 
after 65 cents per hour.

Teachers Tell Of “High School’s 

Contribution To Its Youth

At Monthly Meeting of Newton Central Council Conference of 
Welfare Problems 


The Conference on Welfare Prob- 
lems held its monthly meeting on 
Wednesday, Feb. 12, at the Newton 
High School where a luncheon was 
served to twenty-seven guests by pu 
plls of the high school, under the 
direction of Miss Kendrick. Mrs. 
Marshall, Chairman of the Luncheon 
Conferences, turned the meeting over 
to Mr. Palmer as presiding officer. 
The subject of the Conference was 
"Newton High School’s Contribution 
to Its Youth." 

Mr. Palmer, before introducing the 
speakers, stressed the fact that the 
simple teaching of the ordinary aca- 
demic subjects Is not by any means 
the only contribution which the New- 
ton High School is making to its pu- 
pils. There are many activities out- 
side of the class-room which are very 
definitely connected with the school 
nnd which are an important part in 
the development of the child. To be- 
gin with, he spoke of the financial and 
economic factors which determine how 
Tar a child can go in school. In this 
connection he asked Miss Riley, visit- 
ing teacher, to explain how this is a 
very definite part of the school's activ- 
ity. 

Miss Riley stressed the fact that 
the Newton High School is an ab- 
solute cross section of life and that 
the twenty-five hundred children who 
are its pupils, come from all walks 
of life, and are not. as is commonly 
supposed, children of the wealthy. 
She said that she could best illus- 
trate this point by telling the stories 
of several girls who had come to her 
attention recently. This winter she 
called at the home of one girl who 
had been absent from school for two 
weeks to find the cause of her ab- 
sence. She found that the family 
were living in a cellar, that the girl 
had a bad case of bronchitis, and that 
she had no warm clothes to wear 
when she did come to school. 
Through one of the teachers the 
proper clothes were provided for her 
and the school is trying to see that 
her general home conditions are im- 
proved. She also told of a girl in 
her junior year in high school who 
was going to be forced to leave school 
because she had no parents nor any- 
one else to provide for her. Money 
was raised to pay her board, a job 
was found for her, outside of school 
hours, and she has been able to keep 
on because of this help. At this time 
the student aid fund was started. 
This fund, amounting to about three 
hundred dollars, was raised by the 
faculty of the high school, the wo- 
men's clubs, and various individuals. 
It can be used to help a deserving 
student in many ways. 

Mr. Palmer next introduced Miss 
Sturgis, school psychologist. Miss 
Sturgis said that every boy and girl 
coming to the high school really 
wishes to succeed, and her duty is 
to find out the content of the child’s 
mind with all the past and present 
factors which contribute to his de- 
velopment. She gave examples of 
three boys and one girl who had 
failed to adjust themselves in school 
for different reasons. One boy had 
repeated three grades and was always 


giving the excuse of sickness for his 
failures. In examining him he proved 
to have great ability for numbers and 
by developing this gift and his sense 
of responsibility he is becoming ad- 
justed. The next boy was found to 
have great mechanical ability and the 
third, who was failing in the scientific 
course, was persuaded to take busi- 
ness training, in which he has suc- 
ceeded. Sometimes the problem is 
with the parents, as with the girl 
who was a behavior problem, and was 
found to have low mentality. The key- 
note of the situation was the mother, 
who was of low grade herself, and 
who refused to follow any advice from 
anyone. After a visit to the home and 
a long talk with the mother. Miss 
Sturgis succeeded In making her un- 
derstand that the school wished to 
help her daughter, and the girl is now 
very happy and doing well in a spe- 
cial class. 

Mr. Wilson. Director of Health and 
Physical Education, spoke next of 
what the high school is doing from 
this angle. A complete health his- 
tory of the child's life is kept through 
the grades, because of the educational 
program which Miss Bragg is carrying 
on in the Newton schools. The high 
school starts with a physical examina- 
tion stressing posture from the social 
point of view as well as that of health, 
and not allowing any child to be more 
strenuous than his health will per- 
mit. The method of exercise is 
brought about through competitive 
sports rather than by the old method 
of gymnastics. This competition is 
not harmful in any sense of the word. 
Parents should remember before try- 
ing to have a child excused from gym 
that teachers will not allow him to 
do more than is good for him. 

Miss Simone spoke of her work 
which is in co-operation with the 
Department of Health Education. 
When a pupil enters from some other 
city so that there is no physical rec- 
ord from the grades, a special exam- 
ination in addition to the routine one 
is given, and this is also true of stu- 
dents needing special attention. In 
addition to this a record of every 
absence is kept with the reasons, and 
a record of the use of the rest-rooms. 
Sometimes these records are instru- 
mental in discovering some real physi- 
cal ailment in the child which can be 
corrected. Teachers often send their 
students for advice if they do not seem 
well or if they are failing in their 
studies: for it is often proved that 
poor health Is cause of the failure. 
Every year Miss Simone has an in- 
dividual conference with each girl dur- 
ing the course of the year which 
often brings out many important facts. 
There are lessons in hygiene for 
Freshmen, classes in home hygiene, 
care of the sick, and child care. The 
physical record card is shown to the 
children so that they may understand 
the situation and be able to help 
themselves. In addition there is a 
great deal of community co-operation 
from all the agencies of the city. 

Mr. Mergendahl. head of the mathe- 
matics department, and of the Depart- 
ment of Educational Guidance, said 
that there had been 1.042 conferences 
in his department up to January of

this year. If the child falls in one 
subject he confers with his teacher, 
if in two subjects with the class su- 
pervisor, if in three subjects with Mr. 
Mergendahl. He co-operates with 
Miss Sturgis and Miss Simone who 
are often able to solve a problem for 
him. He gave the instance of several 
boys who had been helped to adjust 
themselves because of these individual 
conferences and had been induced by 
him to go to college when they might 
otherwise have fallen by the way. 

Mr. Maxim, head of the Placement 
Division, spoke of the work which the 
Newton High School does in finding 
employment for Its graduates. There 
were one hundred children in last 
year's class, all of them with the 
exception of one are now at work. 
One girl has been in six positions 
since last May und has been placed 
hy the school on each one. The chil- 
dren have very few business contacts, 
and their families can seldom help 
them. The high school does not wish 
its pupils to have to depend on em- 
ployment agencies. The high school 
has a follow up system each year 
which continues for three years, and 
as old graduates come buck for help 
when they are out of a job, the need 
of employment guidance is evident. 

Mr. Wheeler, Superintendent of 
Schools summed up the meeting by 
saying that lie hoped the members 
of the conference would stress the 
Idea of the general public thut the 
work of the high school does not end 
with the teaching of traditional sub- 
jects and thut a great deal of time 
and money must be spent to carry on 
all these activities which have been 
discussed. They study the boy from 
every angle to help him to conform, 
to tlml the best course for him, anil 
to tlml the reason for Ills fuilures. 
This Ib the reason why Newton’s 
schools have such a tine reputation. 
We must make sure that the people 
of this city understand the situation.

If we are going 
to have a “made by law" national 
anthem, whether it be composed of 
the verses written by Francis Scott 
Key or some other patriot, let it be 
set to a melody which can be sung 
by persons whose vocal talents are 
ordinary, not extraordinary.

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GOOD NEWS FOR BATHERS 

Many residents of this city and especially the boys and girls 
are looking forward to the coming summer with added interest. 
The reason is because architects have been authorized to pre- 
pare plans for a modern bathhouse at Crystal Lake, Newton 
Highlands with prospects of the structure being ready for use 
this year. For many years agitation for this project has been 
before the city fathers and the increasing use of the lake by- 
bathers has at last brought the matter to a head. In recent 
years conditions have not been altogether satisfactory at the 
lake because of the lack of bathhouse facilities. On hot sum- 
mer days the number of bathers has gone well into four figures 
with many coming from other cities and nearby towns. When 
the new bathhouse is completed there will probably be an even 
greater number of resident and non-resident bathers and, no 
doubt, the latter will and should expect to pay a slightly high- 
er fee for the use of these facilities. 

A LAW THAT SHOULD BE ENFORCED 

One of the existing automobile laws that could well be en- 
forced more strictly than at present is that relating to legibility 
of number plates. There are many cars on the road today with 
number plates so bespattered with mud that the plate itself is 
hardly visible to say nothing of the number on it. In the ma- 
jority of these cases the drivers belong to the class termed 
“reckless.”

POLICE NEWS 


The business of "passing the buck," 
was exemplified In the Newton court 
last Saturday when Abraham Segal of 
Floyd street, Dorchester, and Isaac 
Kaufman of Hilltop street, Newton, 
each claimed that the other was re- 
sponsible fof the hiring of six men 
whose wages had not been paid. Segal 
is president of the Prime Construc- 
tion Company and Kaufman was su- 
perintendent for that corporation. The 
State Department of Labor was prose- 
cuting in behalf of the workmen who 
had not received their wages. Segal 
claimed that Kaufman engaged the 
men and the latter claimed that he 
was only an employee and not a mem- 
ber of the company. Segal stated that 
while Kaufman was not listed as a 
member of the corporation, the lat- 
ter's daughter was listed as treasurer 
and owned shares. The daughter tes- 
tified that she had been hired as book- 


UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


The Legislature has referred to 
next year, as recommended by the 
Committee on Metropolitan Affairs, 
the bill petitioned for by Harold R. 
Duffle for an investigation by the Met- 
ropolitan District Commission of the 
advisability and cost of constructing 
a boulevard from Dedham street In 
Newton to Washington street, Boston. 

At a hearing before the Committee 
on Public Safety. Frank C. Rohede of 
this city explained his bill which 
would authorize towns and cities to 
make ordinances or by-laws regulat- 
ing the discharge of firearms. He said 
that Newton had no quarrel with 
sports clubs but declared that at the 
present time municipalities had to 
seek the aid of the courts in restrict- 
ing the activities of such clubs. He 
further stuted that a gun club had 
been established in Newton and re- 
cently a count was kept which showed 
that 879 shots had been fired in two 
hours and 20 minutes. It was his 
contention that the people in the 
neighborhood of the club did not like 
the noise and that the city should 
have the right to say- when a barrage 
of shots ceases to be a sports event. 

Senator Hollis appeared in support 
of the bill. Although the committee 
has reported unfavorably on the bill 
it is expected that further efforts will 
be made to remedy the situation of 
which Mr. Rohede complains. It may 
be that the matter is sufficiently cov- 
ered by local ordinances. At any 
rate the subject is to be studied by 
city officials and legislators. 

Mayor Weeks. City Solicitor Bart- 
lett, Speaker Leverett Saltonstall, 
Senator Hollis and Representatives 
Luitwieler, Baker and Thompson have 
been In conference on two occasions 
regarding pending legislation affect- 
ing this city. Among the subjects are 
Newton's pension bill and the bill to 
change the method of voting in this 
city. It is expected that an agree- 
ment will lie reached in order tbat the 
Newton delegation in the Legislature 
will be in full agreement when the bills 
are debated. 

At the roll-call on a motion to sub- 
stitute for an adverse committee re- 
port resolutions to Congress to amend 
tile U. S. constitution to give Con- 
gress the power to regulate the hours 
of labor, Representatives Baker, Luit- 
wieler and Thompson voted aguinst 
substitution. The motion to substi- 
tute was lost, 115 to 103. 

There is every indication that the 
plan foi* a Greater Boston proposed in 
a bill offered by a South Boston Rep- 
resentative will get no further and 
that the adverse committee report 
will be accepted.

Those familiar with commit- 
tee procedure recall that in past years 
many committees have begun hear- 
ings in the morning and then sus- 
pended and resumed them in the af- 
ternoon or tlie next day.

INDIAN OFFICIAL WAS HUSBAND 
OF AMERICAN WOMAN 


News lias been received here by Mr. 
and Mrs. Edward E. Allen of tlie Per- 
kins Institution for the Blind of the 
death of their son-in-law, Charles 
Huntingford Malan, O.B.E., which oc- 
curred at Trichinopolls, India, Jan. 
13. He was forty-six years old. 

Mr. Malan's wife, who survives him 
with a son, David H. Malan, eight 
years of age, was Miss Isabel Allen, 
who married him in Bombay, March 
16, 1921. 

Mr. Malan was in the Indian Civil 
Service and was postmaster general, 
Madras Presidency. He was educated 
al Winchester and Lincoln College, 
Oxford, where lie took classical hon- 
ors. He passed the Indian Service ex- 
amination of 1907, und went out at 
the end of the following year to the 
Punjab. Showing aptitude for work 
among tlie tribesmen of nelueliistnn, 
he was made a political assistant, and 
commanded a Beet Ion of the Border 
Military Police from April, 1913, to 
July, 1915. 

lie was then recalled to the Punjab 
on special duty In the Secretariat con- 
nected with tlie purchase of food for 
war purposes. When the Punjab dis- 
turbances of the spring of 1919 broke 
out, lie was made postal censor at 
Lahore, and Ills services were reward- 
ed by his being made O.B.E. (Order 
of the British Empire). Nine yoars 
ago, lie was selected to ho postmaster 
general of the United Provinces, and 
lutor went to Mndrus in Hie sumo ca- 
pacity, but returned to tlio United 
Provinces J[n 1924, gidng hack to Mad- 
ras two years ago.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 

During the week ending February 
8 there were 190 patients in the hos- 
pital. Last week we reported 174 as 
the highest number since the Influenza 
epidemic in 1918, but during the past 
week the admission has climbed 
steadily until the peak of 190 was 
reached on Saturday night. Of this 
number 75 paid as much as cost of 
care, or more. 66 paid less limit cohI 
of care, and 19, including babies were 
treated free of charge. Fourteen ba- 
bies were born. 132 patients were 
treated in the out-patient department 
and 3 in the eye clinic. Eleven pa- 
tients were admitted to the accident 
department. Three calls were made 
by tile social worker, and 7 patients 
were transferred by t lie social serv- 
ice cur. 

On Monduy evening, February 10th, 
at 8:30 p. m. the Newton Medical Club 
met at the Hospital. The speaker wus 
Dr. DeWItt (!. Wilcox, a member of 
tile Newton Medicul Club and the 
Newton Hospital Stuff. His subject 
wus "Some Adventures in Surgery.” 

On Tuesduy, February 1 1th, the new 
Spring class wus admitted to the 
School of Nursing. Two classes are 


admitted each year, one in Septem- 
ber. and one in February. 

On Wednesday, February 12th. the 
Executive Committee of the Staff met 
at the home of Dr. George L. West, in 
Newton Centre. 

A most remarkable case was ad- 
mitted to the Newton Hospital one 
morning last week. This unusual pa- 
tient was a big toy dog suffering from 
a severed head, cause of the injury un- 
recorded. He was brought to the hos- 
pital for treatment by his little mas- 
ter. scarcely live years old, who had 
walked alone all the way from Waban 
to the hospital firm in the belief that 
if lie could only find a doctor his be- 
loved doggy could be made whole 
again. The hostess at the front play- 
ed the role of surgeon, and with the 
aid of glue and string affected at 
least a temporary cure, and then no- 
tified the little boy's mother that 
he and the patient were ready to be 
discharged front the hospital. 

Only two of the eleven accident 
cases admitted during the past week 
were automobile accidents. These pa- 
tients were botli men: one with slight 
concussion, and one with a lacerated 
scalp. Three men were admitted for 
other injuries: one with a sprained 
ankle received while wrestling, one 
with severed tendons in his hand 
caused when lie fell downstairs cutting 
his hand on a broken pane of glass, 
and one whose eyes has been affected 
by gas from a furnace. Three women 
were also admitted: one suffering 
from a fractured right arm caused by 
a fall on tite ice, one with tin abrasion 
of her knee caused when she fell, and 
one witlt a puncture wound on the 
left hand caused by a can opener. 
Two boys were treated, one for ex- 
tensive Ulcerations of his scalp cuused 
when lie was struck by an automobile 
while coasting, und one for a splinter 
of wood in his finger. One girl was 
treated for a fractured arm received 
while skiing.

Mr. Travers 
talked on, “Tlie Story of Rubber", 
and told us many interesting facts on 
the history of this valuable product. 

Rubber trees, which yield tlie milk 
from which rubber Is made, grow in 
the trophicnl jungles and are tapped 
daily for us long as thirty years 
Three pounds per year is the average 
flow per tree. It would take two rub- 
ber trees one year to produce enough 
rubber to make one 29x40x40 tire. 

Rubber was discovered about four 
hundred yenrs ago. In 1803 the first 
rubber shoe was made. In 1833 the 
first factory was erected. In 1888 the 
first pneumatic tire was manufactured. 

At tlie present time there are 35.000 
different rubber articles being manu- 
factured. In Akron. Ohio, which is 
now the largest rubber city in the 
west. 60,000 men and women are em- 
ployed in the rubber industry, using 
one million pounds of rubber per day 
with a yearly market value of $700,- 
000,000.00.

The branding of sbeep Is 
more common in the range countries 
than in the farm states, as sheep are 
usually kept under fence on farms, 
und there is not much need of brand- 
ing. Special branding paint should be 
used instead of just any kind of tar 
or barn paint, so as to reduce to a 
minimum the trouble of scouring the 
wool. Manufacturers prefer that the 
brand be placed on sheep where the 
wool is of the least value, such as 
i'U top of tbe rump.

POLICE NEWS 

The district court at West Newton 
was crowded Friday with residents 
of tills city and Wellesley to listen 
to the triul of Patrolman James J. 
Manning, Jr., of the Wellesley police 
who was charged with driving while 
under the Influence of liquor and with 
committing assault and battery. In 
the early morning hours of December 
26 n car operated by Manning collided 
with a car driven by William Geddes 
of Montclair, New Jersey, a student 
nt the Bnbson Institute, Wellesley. 
The collision occurred on Common- 
wealth avenue, Nowtonville, near 
Lowell avenue. With Geddes was an- 
other Babson student, J. S. Riordun 
of Chicago, Miss Hilda Baker of Well- 
esley and another girl. According to 
tlie testimony of these three, during 
a quarrel that followed the accident. 
Manning shouted that he had a re- 
volver. They also testified that ho 
dropped a pint bottle containing li- 
quor. C. J. Mohigan of Common- 
wealth avenue testified tlint lie found 
a revolver and flashlight on tlie street 
and Chief Fleming of the Wellesley 
police identified these as having been 
issued to Manning. 

Dr. Thomas M. Gallagher testified 
that lie lind examined Manning two 
days following tlie fracas and found 
t lie defendant had received Injuries 
to an ear and around one of Ills eyes 
which appeared to have been caused 
by some blunt instrument. He was 
the only witness for the defence and 
then Judge Weston stated that lie 
would find Manning guilty on both 
barges. Attorney James P. Gallagher 
who appeared for the defendant asked 
that lie be allowed to offer his argu- 
ments and contended that none of the 
witnesses had testified that they de 
tected any odor of liquor from Man- 
ning. Judge Weston imposed sen 
tences of five months in jail on Man- 
ning. An uppeul was taken and ho 
was held in $1000 for the Grand Jury. 
As a result of tills trial Manning has 
been suspended from the Wellesley 
police force.

I should like to make a motion, If It 
Is in order, Mint the anti rlde-btim- 
mlng campaign bo extended to other 
forms of humming and made to apply, 
not only to high school pupils hut to 
all clauses and ages. This desire has 
come to me as a result of the action 
of those who. I found by reading last 
week’s Graphic, have appealed to 
automobile drivers to discourage 
students who seek a lift In somebody's, 
or rather anybody's car. It Isn't the 
easiest tiling to refuse a ride and for 
that reason I feel sure that the tak- 
ing-up of the problem by school pupils 
themselves Is certain to bring about 
satlsfactury results. Therefore, I 
should like to record my endorsement. 

When I suggested that the antl- 
humming idea might be spread over a 
wider area I thought of several things. 
For Instance, there's the person who 
asks, "Anybody got a cigarette?". 
Cigarette Rinoklng is no longer a 
man's job. Woman's assertion of in- 
dependence, or whatever it may lie 
called, has brought about a condition 
where she- may smoke In public or 
private without being whispered about 
behind her hack. It Is harder to re- 
fuse a woman a cigarette than a man. 
When the latter seeks to “bum" a 
smoke it is a simple matter to say, 
“Why don't you buy your own?”. 
However, a woman is a woman and a 
cigarette is a smoke and if you linve 
one you are expected to and usually 
comply with a smile and an apology 
such as, “Certainly, excuse me for 
not offering you one". In order to 
further any campaign In which you 
are expected to refuse cigarettes to a 
lady it will be necessary in my opinion 
to offer prizes. Any man who has 
nerve enough to say, “No, girlie, you 
know where they sell 'em, go spend 
your own money”, is entitled to a sub- 
stantial reward for bravery. I don’t 
expect to see many medals of this 
kind worn and yet I insist there 
should be a reform along these lines. 

Bumming postage stamps is another 
nuisance that might well he discour- 
aged.

If you say you haven’t got any and 
at the time possess a few stamps, you 
then are guilty of falsehood and your 
friend or acquaintance has compound- 
ed a felony. Yet it' you promptly 
come through with one or more 
stamps you may he pretty certain of 
another cull from tho same individual 
ut a later date. I think we should 
add this to had habits that ought to 
he discouraged. I'll wager that I can 
get the druggists to support me. How 
often is their business held by postage 
stamp customers .’ Ask’ them. 

Maybe I'd better not enumerate 
other subjects that should be brought 
into tills anti-bumming discussion. If 
we get one tiling accomplished at a 
time we'll lie doing pretty well. So. 
please don't think I'm joking about 
this bumming business, and stand by 
the high school students who are 
earnestly trying to arrive at a solu- 
tion of a most annoying situation.

It seenis strange that some months 
of the year should he less congenial, 
let us say, than others. Frankly, I 
never warmed up to February as 
much as I have the other eleven. 
Possibly it is my own fault but I’ve a 
notion that I am not entirely to blame. 
Apart from the tiling of income tax 
blanks, which painful duty we are 
called to perform this month, there, 
are other things that sort of go 
against the grain. There is a holiday, 
of course, and coming this year “of a 
Saturday" It furnishes a week-end 
opportunity. What good is the op- 
portunity without the place, for the 
best week-end spot at this season is 
down where the orange blossoms 
bloom and I don't mean anything but 
Florida and stations beyond. Anil how 
cun one make it in a week-end? 

No. February is a short month hut 
a snappy one. Witness tlie weather 
we already have had and may confid- 
ently expect. Do you know of a time 
when the best laid pluns can he more 
frequently knocked sidewise by a 
snow storm or a cold wave or the 
fact that somebody "bus a bad cold 
and can't come"? All these complica- 
tions gather thickest in February and 
the worst of it Is there doesn't seem 
to be any help for it. 

Tills month I have spent more time 
putting on and taking off overshoes 
than anything else. Plense don't get 
tlie idea that I refer to tliose owned 
by other people. 1 have confined my 
labors exclusively to my own foot- 
wenr and that lias been quite enough. 
Tlie other day I read of a woman 
whose husband was portly, a signific- 
ant fact it appears, but with whom she 
never allowed herself to quarrel. Not 
that his size aroused her temper, for 
it hud nothing to do with it. This 
couple was merely boasting Mint they 
never exchanged liursli words. She 
had u simpler and more effective plan 
of punishing him. instead of criticis- 
ing him orally and shying a biscuit at 
him site would throw ills shoes under 
the bed. That to me is cruel and 
having struggled myself with n pair 
of four-clasp overshoes I know what 
lie must have suffered, especially a 
man of weight. Put yourself in ills 
position. Compared with crawling un- 
der a bed, bending over and working 
witll overshoes is a cinch. At tile 
same time 1 don't like it and I'm all 
for overshoeless February, which will 
never come. 

it struck me as somewhat incon- 
grous that In these dark and eold 
days of February with the thermo- 
meter hovering around tlie zero mark 
Mint there should develop so much 
red hot uuMiuslasm over the mosquito 
control problem, us was manifested ut 
{ a recent hearing ut the State House 
on hills before the committee on 
Agriculture. As I listened to the 
arguments, however, 1 was impressed 
with the necessity for making pluns I 


on mosquito control well in advance 
of the months of warm weather. 

Under the legislation passed last 
year the State Reclamation Board 
makes surveys and recommendations 
to such towns and cities of the Com- 
monwealth as petitioned for same. 
Proposed legislation would required 
county commissioners to force all 
towns of the country into line as 
soon as two-thirds of the towns in that 
county have petitioned for the eradic- 
ation of tile mosquito. 

Among the many proponents of this 
new mosquito legislation, the out- 
standing figure was Charles S. Forbes, 
chairman of the Bergen County Mos- 
quito Extermination Commission, who, 
for fifteen years has been identified 
with the campaign to eradicate the 
pests from his own state. This man 
was no theoretician, no long-haired 
dreamer: he gave the impression of 
a hard-headed business man, occupied 
with the practical solution of a busi- 
ness problem. 

Two statements he made were of 
particular interest to nie: "New Jer- 
sey has made tremendous strides in 
the elimination of the mosquito." “No 
public projects pay greater dividends 
than expenditures for mosquito con- 
trol. for we have found that the com- 
munities in this State where tax 
values have increased the most are 
those which are in the area from 
which the mosquito has been elimin- 
ated." 

“Make hay while the sun shines" 
might well he paraphrased Into "Pre- 
pare to swat the mosquito while the 
ice is on the ground.” 


Many of us find satisfaction these 
days in tossing out crumbs to the 
birds. My experience has been that 
the longer one keeps at it the more 
interesting it becomes. From a be- 
ginning, which was humble indeed 
because it mount no effort or thought. 
I found myself taking the matter 
seriously nml making it part of my 
dally routine. The birds seemed to 
expect it. When I was slow getting 
them their breakfust they raised a 
protest. It proved that I must at- 
tend to business und that's what it 
lias become. I now find myself a meal- 
ticket for a collection of starlings, 
chickadees, sparrows and bluejays. 
They have me working for them to the 
extent that l spend money for a pre- 
pared feed, including sunflower seeds 
und oilier seeds. They tell mo that 
this feed meets the wants of big and 
little birds and judging from the 
rapid disappearance I feel that it 
must have made a hit. It is called 
“wild bird food” und I think it is 
well named since it is evident the 
birds are wild for it. 

Now we me oil the subject of birds 
I hope you are a possessor of the 
three volumes on birds published by 
State of Massachusetts uml sold ut 
cost, which Is a remarkably low price. 
If you haven't Volumes l and II you 
should certainly get the third volume, 
which was recently lmule available 
through the Secretary of Stute's 
office. It iteuis with “land birds from 
sparrows to thrushes" and puts us In 
close touch with the birds most com- 
monly seen In our lawns. 


By the way, Newton has more than 
an ordinary interest in this publica- 
tion for Dr. John B. May, formerly 
of this city, and who as a boy lived 
on Centre street at the Corner of 
Jefferson, lias completed the work 
begun by the late Edward Howe For- 
bush. It was fortunate indeed that 
Dr. May was chosen to succeed Mr. 
Forbush as State Ornithologist Dr. 
May was fully qualified to complete 
the third volume which had not been 
finished at Mr. Forbush's death. 

Another former resident of Newton. 
John A. Farley, who lived on Wash- 
ington street between Hovey and 
Jewett streets, is described by Dr. 
May in the third volume as “chief 
among Mr. Forbush's assistants, a 
life-long friend and an ornithologist of 
note, whose assistance in planning the 
scope of the work and in working out 
the details of the plan, was only 
equaled by the value of his editorial 
labors". 

It Is easy to write about this bird 
book for which there is a great de- 
mand. not only in the United States 
but in foreign countries, but I refer 
the reader to the volume itself and 
the marvelous illustrations from draw- 
ings by Louis Agassiz Fuertes and 
Allan Brooks. Ownership of one of 
these books makes one proud to be a 
resident of Massachusetts. 


Here's another of those “It Hap- 
pened in Newton" incidents. Don't 
hold me responsible for anything more 
than repeating it and believe me I 
pass it along in the hope that it will 
get as big a laugh out of you as it 
did out of me.

3,000 VISIT NORUMBEGA COUNCIL'S 
EXPOSITION 

Tlie first Merit Badge Exposition of 
Norumbega Council, Inc., Boy Scouts 
of America, held lust Friday and Sat- 
urday in the State Armory, West 
Newton, was enthusiastically declared 
an unqualified success by Girl nnd 
Boys Scouts, their officers and the 
hundreds and hundreds of visitors who 
attended. 

The Armory itself was a mass of 
color, having been decorated from top 
to bottom for tho affair. Starting 
Wednesday evening and continuing 
until the time of opening, the Armory 
was a scene of tremendous activity, 
hammering, building, arranging ex- 
hibits. 

About 85% of Work by Scouts 

Outside of the decorations, lighting 
nnd laying out the floor plans, about 
85% of the work of building and fixing 
up exhibits was actually done by the 
Scouts themselves! Many Troops and 
Patrols report actual participation of 
from 90 to 100% of their members — a 
most satisfactory and encouraging 
record. 

Doors Officially Open Friday Evening 

The doors to the Exposition were 
officially opened at 7:30 on Friday 
evening last, but before that hour, the 
Armory was already well filled with 
Scouts, officers and visitors. At eight 
o'clock, the DeMolay Band of the 
Newton Chapter of DeMolay struck up 
nnd gave over an hour's splendid 
program. The band gave its services 
to the Exposition, ns did the Girl 
Scout Corps and the Newton High 
School Band on Saturday evening. 

Many Merit Badges Displayed 

The purpose of tho Exposition was 
to provide a great feature of true con- 
structive worth for the Scouts to work 
on In their spare time during the pre- 
ceding week, to exorcise their own 
Ingenuity and work out their own 
Ideas and to show to Newton just 
what it is possible for Scouts to do. 

Merit Badges are special awards 
given for work in specialized fields 
and the following account will indicate 
the nature of many of them. 

In the hall, were booths as follows; 
Troop 1. Newtonvllle, Conservation, 
Safety, lusect Life nnd Aviation. A 
special word in connection with the 
Aviation display of this Troop is 
merited; t he boys of the Gold Division 
of that Troop designed nnd mnde a 
hangar with trusses of the latest type, 
which was erected in the center of 
the hull, nnd also a full-sized man- 
carrying glider, which the Scout will 
try out under safe conditions when 
weather and wind permit, right here 
in Newton. 

Troop 2, Auhurndale, displayed 
Photography and one of their Scouts, 
Edmund Hawes, took a half-hour ex- 
posure of the Exposition Hall from the 
balcony on Friday night. This was 
developed and printed by him and dis- 
played on Saturday; t he job was 
worthy of a commercial photographer 
and a print is now on display at the 
Council Headquarters. 

Troop 3, Nonantum, displayed Poul- 
try Keeping, with a hen-yard and hens. 
Incubators and literature; and Camp- 
ing. Troop 4A, Highlands, had Print- 
ing, the Scouts setting up type, and 
printing, and distributing literature 
about tlie Exposition to the people as 
they entered tho hall; Electricity. 
Carpentry and Wood Carving. Troop 
4B, Highlands, displayed Hie 2nd Class 
requirements, worked out in novel and 
original and striking ways by the 
Scouts of that Troop. 

Relief Map of Nobscot 

Troop 5, Center, had as one of its 
displuys, a relief map of the Nobscot 
Reservation, actually made by follow- 
ing a contour map of the Reservation, 
a very difficult job, showing great 
skill and real understanding of a con- 
tour map. Troop 5 also had Conserva- 
tion and Aviation. 

Troop 7, West Newton, had each 
patrol represented; showing Printing, 
Cycling, Woodworking and Photog- 
raphy. In the Photography, they 
actually showed the process of taking 
and developing and printing and in u 
few seconds, from prints on hand, 
gave to observers a finished print. 

Troop 9, Wuhan, had an Adirondack 
Log Shelter, with a terrain laid out 
in miniature inside tho shelter, with 
cublns, towers, derricks and so on. in 
model fashion. About 75% of the log 
shelter itself, which was about 14 feet 
long and nine feet deep, was actually 
notched and laid right in the Armory 
itself and to the credit of tho Scout- 
axemen. he it said that there was not 
a single axe murk on tho hardwood 
floor of tlie Armory, nor was a shoe 
even touched by an axe. 

Troop 10, Wuhan, displayed down- 
stairs, tlie Cooking Merit Badge, with 
models and so on nnd then sold “hot 
dogs", pop and ico cream, a tribute 
to tho business acumen of tlie coming 
generation! 

In tlie hall upstairs, they displayed 
Camping, Safety and Bird Study. 

Troop 11, Newton, In their booth, 
showed most effectively u multiplicity 
of Badges, including, Botany, Avlu- 
tlon, Signaling, Reading, Taxidermy 
and Basketry, witli all sorts of models, 
orlgiuul drawings and so on.

FAMOUS DOG WAS 
STOWAWAY ON “ZEP” 



Captain Von Schiller of the Graf 
Zeppelin, when talking recently to Mr. 
Turner of the Dimock & Turner Ra- 
dio Company, and learning that this 
organization was featuring the Victor 
Radio, recalled the following incident. 

One of the world's most famous 
dogs was a stowuway on hoard the 
Graf Zeppelin when she started on 
her epochal trip around the world it 
was learned. It was a little paper- 
inache Victor pup seized with a touch 
of wanderlust. Just before the great 
dirigible clenred from Lakehurst be- 
fore encircling the globe the pup 
hopped aboard and hid himself In 
one of the cabins 

Many hours later, far out over the 
Atlantic, Ihe stowaway was discovered. 
No one could account for his presence. 
None of the passengers claimed him. 
He might have been put In irons and 
sent home in disgrace, but he was 
not. He had several attributes that 
the ofllcers aboard the Graf regarded 
ns qualifying hint ns an ideal passen- 
ger for a long distance flight. He 
weighed only a few ounces and he 
needed nothing to eat or drink. The 
result was, that instead of sharing 
the fate that most stowaways find, 
Ibis little Victor pup was adopted. 

Kurt Schonherr, one of the Zeppe- 
lin’s stewards asked Captain Von 
Schiller for permission to take the 
dog home with him. Captain Von 
Schiller consented and the round-the- 
world aspirations of the pup were 
cut short at Frederlchshavn. Having 
completed the first leg of the famous 
Lakehurst-to-Lakehurst flight he took 
up his home with the Schonherr family 
in Germany. 

Upon the return of the Zeppelin 
to Lakehurst, two brothers of the 
Victor pup met the big airship. They 
learned what had become of the reck- 
less stowaway and asked Kurt Schon- 
herr to send him bnek home. One of 
them was autographed by Captain Von 
Schiller and Kurt Schonherr and has 
returned to his kennel In Camden, 
N. J. The other has been permanent- 
ly adopted as tlie mascot of the Zep- 
pelin. The little dog in Camden is 
lonely now. hut lie won't be for very 
long. The Victor pup who so ambi- 
tiously started round the world will 
present ly be sent home on one of 
the big German liners. It has even 
been whispered (hat Mayor Walker 
and Police Commissioner Whalen may 
meet the dog when he arrives since 
he has been places and seen things 
on hoard the Zeppelin.

Not Gliders; Airships Wanted. 
Why Shaw Eats Cake. 

For Gold Star Mothers. 

Alas, a Fallen Dove. 

C OLONEL LINDBERGH continues 
work with nlr sliders. Traveling 
without engines, they seem to fasci- 
nate the great pilot, fie has tried fly- 
ing gliders before daylight, to experi- 
ment with early morning winds, and 
recently flew fifteen miles In a plane 
with no engine. Reporters say he 
means to try for the gilder long dis- 
tance and endurance record. 

That Is all Interesting and cour- 
ageous, but has little to do with the 
Important part of flying, still in its In- 
fancy. Ships that will not crash, pilots 
trained to think only of passengers' 
safety, not so much about proving that 
they are not "yellow,” are needed. The 
pilot that will “go through in any kind 
of weather” needs to be replaced by 
the man who will take passengers 
only in perfectly safe weather. After 
thnt will come planes and flying meth- 
ods to which no weather will make 
any difference. 

The gilder, interesting toy, goes 
with air currents, teaching, perhaps, 
a little about flying. But it has as lit- 
tle to do with great airships of the fu- 
ture as the Hawaiian surf board has 
to do with improved ocean steamships. 


Lindbergh commands the attention 
and respect of capital and Industry. 
What he recommends will be tried. 
Even the Government might wake up 
aDd cease leaving the flying future to 
chance, if Lindbergh urged it. His 
mind should be on weather defying 
airships for 1,000 passengers, not on a 
cunning little board that will swim on 
the air with a man sitting on it. 


If you say that a man who knows 
nothing about flying should not pre- 
sume to advise one who knows all 
about flying, please remember that 
the inventor of the sewlifg machine 
did not know how to sew. 

At Lady Astor's, George Bernard 
Shaw gave Dwight Morrow and other 
American Naval Conference delegates, 
his views on the conference. He said 
the next naval battle would be a 
fight between America and England 
and “your conference is called to de- 
cide that you will fight twelve instead 
of fifteen miles apart, with smaller 
boats and smaller guns.” 


Delegates were surprised at the 
amount of chocolate cake eaten by 
Shaw, a large cake, all for him. That 
comes of a vegetable diet. Unable to 

get his supply of calories and protein 
food, condensed in meat, Shaw must 
absorb great quantities of substitutes. 
Not good for him. 


Charles Evan3 Hughes returns to 
the Supreme Court as Chief Justice, 
at President Hoover’s request. In him 
the people have a brilliantly able man, 
worthy to take Mr. Taft’s place. 

And from Mr. Hughes's acceptance 
of the position you learn that honor 
and opportunity to be useful are more 
important than financial profit. 

Mr. Hughes gives up a private law 
practice worth more than $500,000 a 
year for the small salary and great 
opportunity of the supreme bench. 

Other cities will want to know of 
Detroit’s plan for catching criminals 
by radio. As soon as reported, each 
burglary, hold-up, etc., is broadcast. 
Policemen In fast automobiles, 
equipped with receiving apparatus, 
dash to the scene of the crime, and 
often capture the criminals fleeing 
with their plunder. 

Congress votes more than five mil- 
lion dollars that “gold star" mothers 
may visit their sons' graves In France. 
Of 11,000 mothers entitled to go fi.OOO 
have expressed a desire to go. Many 
cannot go, because of duties at home. 
Others, perhaps, dread the sorrowful 
shock. To those that do not go Con- 
gress should pay In cash the pro rata 
amount that it would cost to send 
them, about one thousand dollars. No 
other course would be fair. 

Doves played at the feet of Venus, 
fluttered about her head. Doves coo 
on the roof tree of the rustic bridge. 
The dove appears in beautiful re- 
ligious pictures and in Chaucer "She 
sang ful loude and clcere.” 


“Dove” as a rhyme for "love" rep- 
resents first aid to young poets. And 
now the gentle creature, sad to say, 
appears as assistant to the bootlegger. 
Captain Benton, head of the Los An- 
geles Sheriff’s liquor squad, found on 
the beach an exhausted carrier pigeon, 
and tied to its leg a message, obvi- 
ously Intended for some bootlegger: 

“Be ready to receive cargo at ap- 
pointed place oft Topangu at 2 a. in.”

The Mather Class 


Owing to a variety of oilier activi- 
ties the Sunday morning meeting of 
the Mather Class last Sunday was 
omitted. 

In the evening the Class gathered 
a: the home of Mr. and Mrs. Gardner 
C. Walworth, S55 Centre street, for a 
Round Table discussion of “Sin." led 
by Prof. Kirtloy F. Mather, who lias 
returned to the Class after an ab- 
sence of several weeks. 

This question of "Sin" is a short 
word but a weighty subject. 

In opening the discussion. Prof. 
Mather outlined the various phases 
if sin and its accompanying attrib- 
utes which he desired to treat. 

What is sin? 

What is salvation? 

What is repentance? 

Some sort of deflation of sin is nec- 
essary in order to distinguish right 
from wrong. Next we want to find 
out how it is possible to be saved 
from sinful thoughts and acts. Peo- 
ple talk of salvation from sin when 
what they really want is to be saved 
from the consequences of sin and not 
to be preserved from doing the sinful 
things. On the subject of repentance 
we want to know what it means, how 
we are to be saved, and what is the 
virtue of being repentant. 

Through the ages there has been 
much change in the attitude of re- 
ligious folks toward all three subjects. 
There are fashions and styles of sin- 
fulness. Our ancestors regarded, as 
very bad. many things which we con- 
sider quite innocent. 

We live in a world in which we 
{■cognize tlie importance of relativity. 
We cannot lay our hands on any ab- 
solute standard bv which we can dis- 
inguish sin from righteousness. Even 
if our standards are only relative, 
bey are much better than none at all. 

We claim to be followers of Jesus 
ind therefore call ourselves Cliris- 
ians. We assume that the highest 
tnd finest and best standard is one 
nodded after Jesus. We justify our 
tssumption by observation. We see 
tow it works. Any thought or act 
which is un-Christ-like we consider 
tinful. Some thoughts and acts are 
un-Christ-like because they are un- 
favorable to other people. They are 
inti-social. They are destructive of 
“hrlst-likeness in others; and make 
t hard for them to live like Christ. 
Such acts may be economic acts, legitl 
enough, but damaging to the Cliris- 
ianity of somebody else. There are 
ither things of a more personal na- 
ure than business affairs, such as in- 
tellectual or spiritual matters which 
iffect the souls of other people. These 
hings are bad because they hinder 
the growth of a Christ-like spirit in 
the hearts and souls of others. 

As to salvation from sin, the ques- 
tion arises: From what and to what 
are we saved? What does salvation 
mean? We try to do our best to save 
others as well as ourselves from what 
is not like Christ to what is like 
Christ. We try to subjugate ideas 
that are antagonistic to Jesus and 
nurture and cultivate other ideals and 
intentions which are in accord with 
Him. 

As to repentance, that comes after 
an event. When the event has hap- 
pened. it has happened and and that 
is all there is to it. The conse- 
quences will go on through subse- 
quent events by means of cause and 
effect. No amount of repentance will 
stop those consequences, but repent- 
ance is another event. It will have 
its effects on down through the se- 
quence of time. It has its effect on 
ourselves and on others. It will not 
nullify the effect of sin. but it pro- 
jects in another tendency which may 
change more or less the consequences 
of the original event from sin to 
righteousness. The essential thing 
is to be sorry and then do something 
about it. Salvation and repentance 
are of much more significance than 
ministers have of late been giving to 
these subjects. Perhaps they fear 
that people may get hold of the old 
idea that somehow there is a magical 
introduction into the world of a guid- 
ing hand. 

In directing the discussion, Prof. 
Mather carefully refrained from re- 
ferring to the laws of God and man 
as well as the violations of the laws 
of nature and of the State. 

Considerable discussion arose over 
the question as to the one who should 
be the judge of what is or is not 
like Christ. In the last analysis we 
have to decide most things according 
to our own best ideuls and highest 
aspirations. We have a higher stand- 
ard because Jesus lived and taught 
us the better way. Accordingly we 
are justified in passing judgment on 
the conduct and thoughts of people 
before the Christian era as well as 
those who may have been outside of 
any contact with Jesus. However, 
that is a lot different from passing 
judgment on the people themselves. 
Their acts may not square with the 
present standard, but there may be 
extenuating circumstances to help out 
the people. 

Then again there is some excuse for 
defective intelligence when the Inten- 
tions are good. If a man is able 
to live unerringly according to the 
highest idiials and ideus that ure 
available to him, he is righteous even 
if lie does muke some mistakes. A 
wilful departure from the good life 
Is sinful. A man should not vlolute 
what he himself believes is a higli 
moral standard. To do so is sinful. 
Another tiling that we may overlook 
is that it is possible to associate with 
a lack of high ideals certain acts not 
Important in themselves. 

We should have ideals and try to 
live up to them. Of course we ridi- 
< tile some acts which people long ago 
thought very righteous. No doubt the 
people many years lienee will think 
the same about us. We hope to dls 
cover a goal one step In advance of 
where we now are. We ure trying 
for that goal and endeavoring to live 
up to It. We inuy, of course, be mis- 
taken. What we think is sinful may 
turn out to be righteous, and vice 
versa. The individual must be con- 
sidered in hiH time and place, witli all 
his Inherited prejudices and with the 
customs of his time. In eonsidorl ng 
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him. we must separate him from the 
art Itself. 

Jesus was positively committed to 
living God's life. That was an Ideal 
condition. Mankind must do its best 
to decide for Itself what Is right and 
wrong. History Justifies us in trust- 
ing tlie judgment of fallible human 
beings on tlie subjects of good and 
evil and right and wrong. Man is 
cotter off than lie was 5,000 years ago. 
There has been progress. Somewhere 
people have found standards. They 
have heard voices. They may not 
have found the absolute right, but 
tilings are relatively better anyway. 
We can have faith In humanity to 
discover tlie good life. Sin Is the 
failure to live thnt life. Thnt is why 
we are Christinas. Christianity is 
good for the race. It has proved 
its value. We cannot always be sure 
what Jesus would do in every case, 
but we’ll lie better for it if we con- 
sider our problems from tlint point 
of view. There mny be some excuse 
because of ignorance, but thnt will 
not save us from the consequences. 
We need knowledge, desire, good in- 
tentions. and intellect. We should 
learn all we can about the Christ- 
like society and nurture our desire 
to bring that society down out of the 
sky of our dreams to the world of 
reality. We want to lead righteous 
lives. To that end we should set up 
ideals and high standards thnt are 
better than codes and blue laws. We 
should aspire to the highest standard 
we can obtain.

$307,000 Educational Fund From 
Chaffin Estate For Newton Students 

Becomes Available Through Recent Death of Only Surviving 
Heir, Mrs. J. P. R. Sherman 


The death on February 11 of Mrs. 
Hattie W. Sherman, widow of J. P. 
It. Sherman of 121 Vernon street, New- 
ton makes available as an educational 
land for Newton girls and boys a sum 
estimated at $307,000. Mrs. Sherman 
wub the only survivor of John C. Chat 
tin who died in 1904. Mr. Chaffln who 
died In 1901. Mr. Chaffin, In Ills will, 
bequeathed about $20,000 to vnrlous 
phllnnthrophics In Poston and New 
ton. The residue of Ills estate ho left 
in trust for his widow and daughter, 
The will provided that after the death 
of the widow, the daughter, Mrs. Sher- 
man, should be the beneficiary of the 
income from the residue of the estnte, 
together with her children, it any. 
Upon Mrs. Sherman’s death, one- 
third of the residue of the estate was 
to go to her children, if any: the re- 
maining two-thirds were to bo used 
to create an educational fund as men- 
tioned above. Mrs. Sherman had no 
children; so tho entire estate is to be 
devoted for the educational fund re- 
ferred to in Mr. Chaffin’s wfll in the 
following paragraphs. 

The income from this fund "shall be 
applied for the benefit of graduates of 
the Newton High School or any school 
of a higher grade that may be estab- 
lished in Newton — it being my desire 
that thereby young men and young 
women who have a thirst for knowl- 
edge and are anxious to obtain the 
honcflts of an education at a college 
or at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, but are financially una- 
ble to do so may be aided in the ac- 
complishment of their desires. 

“And I would recommend that the 
immediate care and administration of 
said fund and the distribution of its 
income should be placed by said city 
in the hands of a board of five or 
seven trustees, who should be men 
who enjoy the fullest confidence of tho 
people of Newton as having unquest- 
ioned reputations for ability and for 
integrity, and they should be appoint- 
ed to hold office for life, unless they 
resign or aro removed for disability 
or other sufficient cause.” 

The Chaffin estate on Vernon street 
is bounded on the east by Farlow 
Park, on the south by the property of 
the Eliot Church, on the west by a 
small park which was presented to the 
city several years ago by persons as- 
sociated with the Eliot Church. Mr. 
Chaffin's hobby was the cultivation 
of roses and his exhibits of these 
beautiful blooms attracted many per- 
sons to his garden. The assessed 
value of this real estate is estimated 
at $22,600. Should the city take it 
over for park purposes, as has been 
predicted because of its location be- 
tween Farlow Park and the park cor- 
ner of Centre and Vernon streets, 
Librarian Lucht advocates that the 
Chaffin house be converted into a li- 
brary for children. 

John C. Chaffin, the donor of the 
fund, was born in Princeton, Massa- 
chusetts in 1828, the son of Leonard 
Chaffin. He died at Newton, April 12, 
1904. His father and mother diod 
when he was a child. He, together 
with his little sisters and brothers 
were brought up by their uncle, John 
Parker Rice of Princeton. In 1837 
Mr. Chaffin entered the employ of his 
brother, Darwin Chaffin, who was the 
first man to open a haberdashery in 
lloston. Tho store was located at 80 
Washington street. Upon the death 
of his brother in 1846, Mr. Chaffin 
started in business for himself at the 
comer of Washington and State 
streets. Later he purchased the build- 
ing at the corner of Washington and 
Franklin street where he conducted 
his business until he retired In 1896. 
For some years, his brother, Edwin 
Chaffin, was associated with him. 
Among his customers were such fam- 
ous personages as Daniel Webster, 
Edward Everett, Charles Sumner, 
Harrison Gray Otis, Josiah Quincy, 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, James Russell 
Lowell, Ralph Waldo Emerson, Hen- 
ry W. Longfellow, Robert C. Wln- 
i hrop, Rufus Choate, Joseph Jefferson, 
Thomas N. Hart and Richard Olney. 

Ho was a member of Eliot Church 
and a member of the building com- 


mittee which had charge of the erec- 
tion of the prosont church structure 
after tho old church was destroyed by 
llrf in 1887. With George H. Jones 
and others he started the Newton Free 
Library, "Chaffin Hall”, tho children’s 
rending room being named for hint. 
He and his brother, Edwin Chaffin, 
came to Newton in 1847 and bought 
adjoining lots which they owned until 
their dentils. 

Older residents of Newton will re- 
member Mr. Chaffin as a friendly lit- 
tle man who dispensed kindness and 
charity and whose unselfish spirit will 
be perpetuated through tho medium 
of his educational fund and his dona- 
tions to the Newton Free Library. 


GRIGGS LECTURES 


The Forty-Sixth Series of lectures 
under the Read Fund Trustees will 
be held in the Underwood School Audi- 
torium, Vernon street, Newton, be- 
ginning Friday, February 28, and con- 
tinuing on Friday evenings weekly 
thereafter until and including March 
28. 

For the fifth consecutive seasou the 
entire course of five lectures will be 
given by Dr. E. Howard Griggs. The 
subject of this yenr’s course is “Pres- 
ent Problems of American Life.” The 
dates and titles of the lectures in 
this series are as follows: 

February 28. A Survey and Diag- 
nosis of the Present Age. 

March 7. The Good and Evil in 
the Present Economic Order. 

Murch 14. Literature and American 
Culture. 

March 21. Present Problems of Our 
International Relations. 

March 28. A Philosophy of Life for 
the Present Age. 

The aim of the course is to survey 
current American civilization in its 
economic, political, cultural and spirit- 
ual aspects, characterizing its faults 
and estimating its promise, that we 
may help to eliminate the one and 
foster the other. 

This course was given by Dr. Griggs 
in Tremont Temple last year with 
notable success. 

Dr. Griggs requires no introduction 
to Newton audiences. His versatility 
us a scholar of history, literature and 
philosophy has given his mind a rare 
quality of idealism and sympath«*»ic in- 
sight. Contemporary problems are il- 
luminated by bim against a back- 
ground of the finest thought of man- 
kind. 


NO RELIEF FROM NOISE OF GUNS 


A bill introduced before the Legisla- 
ture seeking to prohibit the nuisance 
caused by the present vogue of 
“skeet” clubs was reported on ad- 
versely by the Committee on Public 
Safety last week. The bill was fos- 
tered by residents of Auburndule who 
have been disturbed by the shooting 
at the Waltham Gun Club range lo- 
cated on the boundary of Newton and 
Waltham. Persons residing over a 
half mile distant from the range state 
that the incessant shooting on Satur- 
day afternoons and at other times, is 
nerve wracking. Last year the head 
of this club was fined in the Newton 
court, took an appeal and was found 
not guilty of maintaining a nuisance 
by a jury in tho Superior Court at 
Cambridge. The only redress that Au- 
hurndnle residents have against the 
shooting racket now is — to again 
make complaint to tho Newton police 
that the activities of the Gun Club 
constitute a nuisance. 


Camp F. A. Day Plans 
For Coming Season 

Enrollment More Aetivc Thun In 
Previous Years 


The Newton Y. M. C. A. for the 
fifteenth year gives to the parents of 
the Newtons and vicinity, a camp of 
high Ideals, fine traditions and a pro- 
gram of activities where the boys 
are busy from the time they get up In 
the morning until they retire at night. 
Great care Is taken that the boys do 
not get overtired and that the pro- 
gram Is well tmlunced with activities 
which are body building and charac- 
ter developing. 

The Camp Committee renllz.es that 
gone are the days when a summer 
camp Is Just an outdoor parking place 
for boys, where they are placed so 
they will get away from the hot city 
for a long vacation. 

Today the camp is an institution 
which specializes in the growth and 
the development of boys Into man- 
hood. At Camp Frank A. Day a boy 
Is not just one of a large number but 
be is an Individual. He has his dif- 
ferent ways of looking on life and his 
growth Is largely due to his environ- 
ments. These are all studied by men 
who have had training in this line. 

A large number of men from seven 
different colleges and five high and 
preparatory schools have applied for 
positions as counsellors. At the last 
meeting of tho Camp Committee, spe- 
cial committees were appointed, one 
in particular to go over very care- 
fully the qualifications of these men 
and select the best men for the pos- 
itions offered at camp.

Alderman Again 

Elected to Vacancy — Routine Busi- 
ness Conducted 


Norman F. Pratt of 223 Grant ave- 
nue, Newton Centre, is again a mem- 
ber of the Board of Aldermen from 
Ward 6. Mr. Pratt declined to be a 
candidate for re-election last Decem- 
ber after having served seven years. 
Following the death of Alderman Wal- 
ter E. C. Worth, because of the fact 
that citizens of Ward 6 desired an ex- 
perienced representative at City Hall. 
Mr. Pratt was prevailed upon to serve 
again. 

His name was presented to the 
Board Monday night by Alderman Hol- 
den of Ward 6 who lauded the ability 
of Mr. Pratt and expressed the appre- 
ciation of his constituents in Ward 
6 for the sacrifice made by Mr. Pratt 
In consenting to serve again. Aider- 
man Jamieson of Ward 7 seconded tho 
nomination. No other name was pre- 
sented and the Board unanimously 
elected Mr. Pratt who then took the 
oath of office. 

Hearings were announced on the 
petitions of the Edison Company for 
pole locations on Waltham street at 
Kensington avenue and on Thornton 
street near the Lincoln school. James 
Walton of Waltham street opposed 
another pole being placed near his 
property as one Is there already. The 
pole on Thornton street is to provide 
for one of the five electric lights to be 
installed on that street. 

Frank Wilcox of Wilcox & McLean 
asked for a permit to conduct a gas- 
oline filling station at 58 Crafts street, 
Newtorville, 2000 gallons of gasoline 
to be stored and four pumps to be 
erected. Mr. Wilcox explained that 
the back part of the property is used 
for lumber storage and It is proposed 
to use the front part of the lot for 
the gasoline station. The petition 
was opposed by Charles Robertson of 
64 Crafts street and James Maguire 
of 10 Maguire court who object be- 
cause of fire hazard and danger to 
children. 

Hearings were announced on laying 
out and improving the following 
streets: Arlington, Cambria, Dana and 
Falmouth roads, Ward 3; Clarendon 
street. Ward 2; Converse avenue and 
Lewis street, Ward 1. 

Russell Parks, advocated the im- 
proving of Falmouth road and told of 
the impassable condition of this 
street. There is a real estate value 
of $200,000 on this street. William 
McGrath objected to any betterment 
assessment being levied on his prop- 
erty on Converse avenue as he claims 
to have paid money for such improve- 
ment to the real estate promoter from 
whom be bought Ills land there. 

On the recommendation of the Li- 
censes Committee the Board granted 
second-glass taxi permits to Albert 
McDowell. 12 Centre avenue; Edward 
Burke, 1643 Centre street: permit for 
280 gallons gasoline tank and pump 
for private use to Hovey Clayton, 1429

Mayor Cuts Quarter Of Million 

Dollars Off 1930 Budget Figures 

Recommends Total of $4,454,432.28 — Nearly $240,000 Lew 
Than 1929 Appropriations

Mayor Weeks’ budget recommenda* 
tions for the ensuing year were sub- 
mitted to the Board of Aldermen on 
Monday night. The budget total as 
recommended by the Mayor Is $4,- 
454.432.28 or $253,028 less than the 
amounts asked for by department 
heads. Last year the budget totals, 
as appropriated by the Board of Al- 
dermen were $4,692,729.98, and of 
this sum $4,400,970.60 were 
pended. 

The Mayor grants no salary in- 
creases to department heads and In- 
creases to clerks are for the most 
part small amounts to the lower paid 
employees. In his own, the Execu- 
tive Department, the Mayor ignores 
the $2000 increase voted last year 
by the Board of Aldermen in the 
Mayor's salary. He stated at that 
time he would not accept this in- 
crease if elected Mayor and he has 
kept his word. He recommends that 
the salary of the Mayor’s secretary 
be increased from $1600 to $2000. 

In the Accounting Department the 
recommendations made by Comptrol- 
ler White are practically accepted 
in toto by the Mayor: the only 
changes are cuts of $100 in the 
amount asked for clerical assistance 
and $200 in office expenses. 

In the Treasury Department the 
Mayor refused to approve of a salary 
increase of $1000 asked for by the 
Treasurer and also increases in sal- 
aries asked for some of the clerks 
in this department. The latter item 
was cut from $12,050 to $11,150. 

In the estimates of the Assessing 
Department the Mayor lopped off 
$300 asked for increases in clerks' 
salaries and $300 from office ex- 
penses. In the City Clerk's Depart- 
ment the principal cuts effected by 
the Mayor from the Department rec- 
ommendations are — Workmen’s 
Compensation. $1000: Election Ex- 
penses, $1000; Soldiers’ Relief, 
$3000. 

The Mayor refuses a $300 salary 
increase asked for by City Messenger 
Lucien Davis and cuts the incidentals 
appropriation for the City Messenger 
Department from $700 to $500. In 
the Engineering Department the 
Mayor cuts the amount asked for by 
about $3000. The lesser sum Is ob- 
tained by refusing a number of in- 
creases asked in salaries to the assist- 
ants, $400 in office expense and $200 
in supplies. 

In the Public Buildings Department 
Mayor Weeks slashed $18,000 off the 
recommendations. An additional in- 
spector employed full time last year 
will be employed but four months 
this year. Power house expenses are 
cut $700; about $500 is lopped off 
the amount asked for new automo- 
biles; $5000 is taken from the sum I 


asked for maintenance of school 
bulldincs and $6000 from the amount 
asked for maintenance of other city 
buildings. The Mayor does not ap- 
prove of an aerial map of the city 
and refused $2500 asked for snch a 
purpose. 

In the Police Department the 
.Mayor refuses to recommend several 
additional patrolmen asked for by 
Chief Burke, refuses appreciable sal- 
ary increases asked for two clerks, 
cuts $300 off office expense, reduces 
the cost of maintenance of automo- 
biles $700 and lops $400 off the sum 
asked for incidentals. 

In the Fire Department the Mayor 
refuses a $400 increase asked for by 
Chief Randlett, granted a $50 In- 
crease to Assistant Chief Boothbay, 
disapproved a request for five addi- 
tional firemen and cut $1300 off the 
amount asked for maintenance of 
lines and equipment. 

A $200 salary increase asked for 
by the Sealer of Weights and Meas- 
ures is refused by the Mayor, as is a 
$900 salary increase asked for by 
Chairman Curtis of the Board of 
Health. The Agent of the Health 
Department Is recommended for a 
$200 salary increase by the Mayor and 
the Inspector an increase of $100. The 
Mayor chopped $2000 from the $15,000 
asked for prevention and care of dis- 
ease and $1250 from the sum asked for 
protection of child life. 

In the Public Welfare Department 
the Mayor made cuts of $1000 in the 
amounts asked for City Infirmary ex- 
pense, poor ont of City Infirmary and 
Mothers’ Aid. In the Library Depart- 
ment a salary increase of $500 asked 
for by the Librarian was refused. The 
recommendations made by the School 
Department were practically un- 
changed by the Mayor. The only ap- 
preciable cut was one of $1350 in the 
item "other expenses." 

In the Playground Department the 
largest cuts made by Mayor Weeks 
were $1400 asked for new equipment. 
$8500 from the construction expense, 
and $4000 from the amount asked for 
maintenance of elementary school 
grounds. 

In the Street Department items re- 
duced by the Mayor included $10,000 
for maintenance of streets, $12,000 for 
traffic beacons and signs, $7500 for 
maintenance of sidewalks. $7000 for 
removal of snow. Street Commission- 
er Stuart asked for $70,906 for new 
equipment: the Mayor reduced this 
amount to $34,111. The largest Item 
in the Street Department budget is 
$250,000 for resurfacing of streets. It 
is proposed to spend most of this sum 
resurfacing a couple of the principal 
highways in this city. The street most- 
ly in need of repair is Washington

WINS FOR NEWTON LOSES FIRST GAME 



At the B. A. A. schoolboy games 
last Saturday the competition In the 
Individual events was much too fast 
for the ordinary schoolboy nthlete and 
Coach Donald Enoch of the Newton 
outfit withheld two of his best run- 
ners from the 300 and 600-yard events 
in order to save them for the relay 
race with Brookline. This race was 
one of the highlights of the afternoon. 

Conch Tom Hines of Brookline ran 
his fastest man. Charles Dow. son of 
Postmnster Gow, on the first leg of a 
four-man mile reiny. Quinlan was the 
Newton hope. The Brookline lad, be- 
ing one of the best 600-yard runners 
in schoolboy circles this season, had 
little difficulty in turning over to the 
next Brookline runner, diaries 
French, a substantial lead over Quin- 
lan, who is a better dash man than a 
quarter-miler. When French took the 
baton from Gow he had nearly thirty 
yards lead over Albert Guzzt, the sec- 
ond Newton runner. Guzzi tried his 
best but failed to cut down the mar- 
gin materially. Alfred Mouser of New- 
ton ran the third leg against Chester 
Litman of Brookline and there was 
little to choose between the pair. Con- 
sequently when Litman handed his 
baton to Lindsay Brigham, a good 
twenty-five yards ahead of Captain 
Charlie Hall, Newton auclior man, 
many of the spectators were certain 
that Brookline would win. Undaunt- 
ed by the seemingly overwhelming 
handicap Hall set out after the Brook- 
line runner. In the first two laps he 
had cut the lead about In half but at 
the bell lap there still remained a 
big Brookline lead. Coming ofT the 
first bank the track fans began to 
scent a thrilling finish as Hall was 
traveling fast and gaining rapidly on 
Brigham. At the final turn Hall was 
on the Brookline lad's heels and drew 
up even on the home stretch. Side by 
side, each giving his utmost, they 
drew nearer the finish line and with a 
final spurt Hall broke the tape a 
winner by inches. 

There were several local athletes 
entered in the 40-yard dash including 
Walter Holmes and Don Irwin of New- 
ton High, Roger Greene of Country 
Day School and William Floring, New- 
ton Centre youth and captain of the 
Huntington School team. Greene won 
the second trial heat and Floring the 
third with Holmes placing second to 
Satchebell, Brighton flash, in the 
fourth heat and Irwin placing second 
to Askenas, the Newark Prep School 
star, in the fifth heat. Floring was 
the only one of this quartet to survive 
the quarter-final heats. He took sec- 
ond to Joe Dineen of Lawrence in the 
third heat and second to Satchebell in 
the second semi-final heat. Failure to 
get properly warmed up cost Holmes 
his chance in the quarter-finals while 
the competition was too fast for the 
other local entries. In the final heat 
Floring failed to place. 

In the hurdles Floring was expect- 
ed to be one of the prominent contend- 
ers while Newton high pinned its 
hopes on Milton Green and Hall. Many 
of the runners were unaccustomed to 
the high barriers as in most school- 
boy meets only the low hurdles are 
used. The Huntington captain won 
the second trial heat over Green of 
Newton and Hall won the fifth heat 
over Lew of Lawrence. In the first 
semi-final heat Floring lead Green to 
the tape again and in the second heat 
Hull was shut out. The number of 
entries necessitated a heat for second 
men which was won by Barrett of 
Worcester Academy and keeping 
Green out of the final. Barrett won 
the final with Floring placing third. 
Floring might well have placed first 
or second had he confined his efforts 
to the hurdles but four heats in the 
dash had taken their toll. 

Mouser was entered in the 300-yard 
run but was withdrawn by Coach 
Enoch. Hall was entered in the 600- 
yard run but gave way to William 
Young in order to save himself for 
the relay. Had Holmes placed well in 
the dash and Green won points in the 
hurdles the Newton mentor might 
have allowed both Mouser and Hall 
to run their favorite events with hopes 
of winning the meet. Vincent Signore 
was the Newton entry in the 1000-yard 
run and was expected to place. He 
took the lead early in the race but the 
pace was too fast and on the final laps 
did not have enough left to shake off 
three Prep school athletes, Russell of 
La Salle Academy, Kingsbury of 
Moses Brown, and Beasley of Hunt- 
ington, all of them older and strong- 
er runners. 

The high jump was a free-for-all 
scramble with ten men clearing five 
feet seven inches, among them Milton 
Green. Eight of these failed to clear 
the next height and the contest for 
first place was between Healey of Wor 
cester Academy and Ross of Brock- 
ton. Healey won at 5 feet 9 in. with 
Ross taking second and the other eight 
athletes splitting the odd point. 

In addition to the Interest In the 
Newton-Brookllne relay race there 
were several other relays in which lo- 
cal athletes participated. In the New- 
ark-Huntington ruce which wus won by 
Newark in the record time of 3m 
36 l/5s. Gilbert Adams, Newton High 
runner in 1929, ran the third leg for 
Huntington. In the two-lap relays be- 
tween Tabor Academy, Country Duy 
school and Browne & Nichols Donald 
MacIntyre, who played football and 
ran the dusli at Newton high u few 
years ago, was the Tabor lead-off man. 
lie turned over a comfortable lead on 
bis other opponents und Tubor bad 
little difficulty in winning. The Coun- 
try Day order was Martin Brown, Jean 
La Bouchere, J. Edward Dowues and 
Roger Greene.

QNE THING ANn 
W ANOTHER 

By L. I). fl. Bentley 


Let iiH he thankful that patriotism 
still lives. If you want a demonstra 
tlon that will thrill you, go to the 
State House at 10 o’clock tomorrow 
morning and take part In the Gov- 
ernor’s nnnunl public reception. As 
one who has witnessed not a few I 
am prepared to say they Btill Inspire 
me with pride for my native State and 
country. 

Of course, If you have other plans 
for the day I suppose It Isn’t much 
use to urge, but I am sure that you 
won’t regret making It a part of your 
holiday. I have never met anybody 
who has. Not only do you meet the 
Governor and Ills wife but the beauti- 
ful building Is open for your inspec- 
tion. 

The reception Itself always gets me 
I am not ashamed to say that my eyes 
fill every year at the sight of fast- 
thinning ranks of Grand Army men. 
Their sons and daughters, too, who 
never fall to turn out, make me want 
to applaud their spirit. The veter- 
ans of the Spanish and World Wars 
send a glow of admiration through 
every fibre. 

No less appealing are the young 
and old, the rich and poor who make 
up the procession of the general 
public In our magnificent Hall of 
Flags. To them it Is a great day, and 
to me as well. I’m glad I’m not so 
hard-boiled that I can't look at that 
picture each year without something 
tugging at the heart strings. 


There is a ritual to every trade, even 
the barber’s. He goes through the 
same motions as his white-coated col- 
league at the next chair and, although 
no two barbers ever cut your hair 
alike, they all do it nearly the same 
way. First, fussing around with clip- 
pers and sprinkling your neck and 
nostrils with malodorous talc, then 
scissors and razor and the never-fail- 
ing tonic, which, while it may not 
grow anything, at least proves that 
you have fifteen cents more than the 
price of the haircut. 

But these things are mere incident- 
als; preliminary maneuvers to the 
barber’s grand coup, which comes at 
tlie very end. when he walks over to 
the wall and unhooks the most ter- 
rible, image-distorting mirror that ev- 
er brought a man seven -years bad 
luck. He holds it behind your head 
so you can see just how far dandruff 
has progressed in its battle with the 
Facistl. 

It occurs to me that I never have 
seen anyone do other than nod a vig- 
orous affirmative when asked by the 
barber if the job Is satisfactory and 
I think that even Mussolini will admit 
that there have been some terrible 
haircuts. Why the customer agrees 
so readily, I do not know. It may be. 
as charged, that we are truly a nation 
of “yes-men” but among those I have 
seen give immediate and unquestion- 
ing acquiescence liuve been doughty 
Germans, exacting Swedes and thrice- 
thrifty Scots. So It can’t be a matter 
of nationality. 

Other theories include fear of what 
the barber might do with so many 
loose razors luiinglng around or that 
people are generally too polite or too 
embarrassed to so quickly pass judg- 
ment on what might look pleasing a 
short time after. My own judgment in 
the matter is that the average man 
who has his hair cut by anyone except 
Ills wife is really just as lacking in 
spunk as the one who is afraid to let 
anyone else cut it. He goes to the bar- 
ber shop sometimes as a mere gesture 
of domestic defiance but, if the bar- 
ber does a poor, or even an atrocious 
job on his thatch, he dares do nothing 
but applaud by that ridiculous nodding 
of his head. 


As for the nodding itself, I have it 
on the best of authority that most bar- 
bers will stand for nothing else and 
my own experience bears this out. On 
two separate occasions, just for ex- 
periment's sake, I failed to nod when 
my barber held up the mirror to the 
side of my scalp. The first time I just 
said, “That’s great,’’ even though it 
was a very ordinary cut, and the sec- 
ond time I said, “Yes sir. Perfectly 
satisfactory. Very good indeed,” but 
both times the barber remained im- 
passive and did not take away the mir- 
ror until I begun rocking back and 
forth in the chair till my chin hit my 
wishbone. 

I think most of the customers would 
feel freer to express themselves on this 
subject if the barbers used safety ra- 
zors instead of the antique "throat- 
slasher” type. Every time I go Into a 
shop, I think of two things that de- 
stroy whatever resolution I may have 
felt beforehand to tell the barber just 
what 1 thought of his work. One is a 
crazy rhyme that goes: 

Silly Billy the barber. 

Went to shave his father, 

The razor slipped and cut his lip. 
Silly Billy the barber. 

The other thing Is a group, sculp- 
tured in wax, a la Madame Tussnud. 
which I once saw in the Eden Musee 
at Coney Island, depicting the way in 
which one barber got even with his 
customer— perhaps for not nodding his 
head vigorously enough. And it may 
be that there is more to be said in 
favor of the barber’s method than at 
first appears, for. as 1 remember It, 
when the latter finished with him, the 
customer no longer had any head to 
nod. 


I don’t know who manufactures 
the water meters Installed by the city 
in our homes but whoever the com- 
pany may be they ure entitled to a 
testimonial written on city stationery. 
Certainly they are worth every penny 
the city has expended for them. Judg- 
ing from the size of water bills re- 
ceived by friends of mine, ns well us 
myself, these devices must have paid 
for themselves many limes over. "Good 
to the last drop" should he the motto 
of the makers. 1 think it might he 
"guild to the last atom" or whatever 
tho smallest standard of water mea- 
surement may he. Nothing escupes.

Final Lecture In 
Series On “Religion” 

Dr. Dleffenbncll'f) Addresses Were 
Well Attended 


“A state without God Is not a new 
thing In the world", said Dr. Albert C. 
Dloffenbach last Tuesday night In 
Newton Center, In his lecture on "The 
Coming Religion — What Will It Be? 
"What Russia announces today is but 
a repetition In history of the religious 
issue In other political experiments 
the most notable of which was the 
foundation of our own government. 

“If one thing Is clear In the work of 
Jefferson, Franklin, Adams, and their 
colleagues, It Is this," suld Dr. Dleffen- 
bach: “They would not have In their 
nascent State the concepts of God that 
prevailed In the Mother Country and 
Its established church nor those other 
rigid Calvlnlstlc Ideas that were 
dominant among the orthodox In the 
colonies. They were called atheists 
as all* men are who depart an inch 
from the Ideas held by the populace. 
But soon the wisdom of their phil- 
osophy prevailed in council, and 
America became, because It threw 
overboard the older God beliefs, a 
democracy. 

“If It had permitted the churches 
theories of ultimate Reality to influ- 
ence the principles of the Constitution 
of the United States, we should never 
have had a republic, hut a continuance 
of monarchy instead, as Alexander 
Hamilton knew so well. 

“The fact Is, In Russia the Soviet 
is not renouncing religion, even 
though it mistakenly says it is doing 
just that. What it extirpates is the 
last vestige, if it may, of the Church 
whose doctrines and practices were In 
large part so abominable in their ef- 
fect upon the masses of Russian 
people. Religion so interpreted and 
practiced was ‘an opiate of the people'. 
The Idea of God as an overruling, 
arbitrary, wilful, and Interfering Per- 
son before whom and his Czar men 
must prostrate themselves in fear as 
miserable sinners and abject subjects, 
the Soviet leaders and our own 
Fathers found a vicious, cursed doc- 
trine; for they knew that if wor- 
shipers got In that supine state of 
mind before their God they could not 
be upstanding freemen fit to work out 
their destiny In their new State. 

"Someone has said that theology is 
politics transcendentalized. Most of 
current belief in God as it is preached 
and taught In our churches is mon- 
archic In Its effect: and that Is why 
we are constantly warring in our 
democracy between freedom and au- 
thority. We are divided. 

"The demand is always for such a 
belief in God as will suit the needs of 
men. Today institutions are Increas- 
ingly democratic. A religion must 
prove itself by the way it serves the 
people. By Its fruits we shall know 
whether it is good or not. We decide! 
The coming religion, which some 
people call humanism, but I do not, 
will make man the master of values. 
The profound difference between the 
religion we are casting off and the 
religion with which we are adorning 
the ‘hidden man of the heart' is that 
the former is monarchic and imposed 
from above without our consent: the 
latter is of our own free choice and 
proceeds from our religious experience 
and our spiritual necessities. The 
process goes on slowly, but it goes on. 

“Yesterday we heard Dr. Harry 
Emerson Fosdick, an orthodox Chris- 
tian, say so boldly it startles us. that 
one may be genuinely religious with- 
out believing in God In the accepted 
sense; and today, in Harper's Maga- 
zine, a layman, Elmer Davis, goes 
another step and declares that God 
as today conceived by the leading 
minds is the author of ‘an immense 
und ordered creation working out its 
destiny under the Law', but, he asks, 
‘where is the God who pltleth them 
that fear him as a father pitieth his 
children?’ 

“In other words, we have both sides 
of the amazing condition today, first, 
that we may have religion without 
God, and that second, from all the 
best scientific minds can tell us, from 
Spinoza to Einstein to our own Shap- 
ley, we may have God without re- 
ligion. It is a great moment in the 
history of religion in which we live. 

“I see the day dawning, and let us 
he prepared for it, when we must find 
a piace for faith In that which we can 
know beyond all the chances of the 
world and the changes of thought. It 
will find its God not in speculation, 
vain at last, about a universe of which 
we can never know the height and 
depth, but rather in the facts that we 
do know and can avail ourselves of 
for social advancement, ns we see 
them in the hallowed travel and up- 
ward march of man through aeons. 

“Our first task in making a satisfy- 
ing and serviceable religion for our- 
selves Is to realize that everyone of 
us is still held in bonds by the super- 
stitions of our training. All these 
generations are ingrained in our lives 
so that the best of us are credulous 
creatures still believing what the 
Church through the ages says Is God’s 
own word. It may be, and again it 
may be nothing of the sort. Whether 
It be God or not, it Is man’s own 
thought and expression of what ho 
believes God is like. Not a creed, not 
u scripture, not a so-called law but 
man made them everyone. He may 
have done a perfect work in a given 
cuse, but who knows, and who Is to 
judge? What man made, man also 
judges. Today Is a duy of judgment. 

‘When we get to this place of self- 
determination In religion, we are pre- 
pared to go on with our doctrines uud 
remake our religion. It may he we 
shall rebuild from the foundation. 
Every stone that enters Into the new 
house of our fulth we examine, ie- 
jectlug this one and accepting that 
one. We are the builders. 

If I should make cue distinction 
between false and true religiou it 
would he this: lu the former, we 
usked, Whence? und we never have 
got an unswer (lmt satisfied. In the 
latter we ask, Whither? and while we 
do not protend to have a bettor than 
experimental method ou working out 
our lives, we do assume the obliga- 
tion with a spiritual thrill, uud the

The thousands of employees of the 
City of Chicago who have not received , 
any pay for some weeks may be able 
now to realize to some degree the i 
plight of men and women in the textile \ 
centres In New England who have 
been out of employment and without 
any income for many months. 


With many thousands out of work 
in Greater Boston and their families 
in distress, the teachers In the Bos- ; 
ton elementary schools are picking a 
rather peculiar time to evince sucli a 
militant attitude In their demand for 
$2500 minimum salaries. 


Hundreds of residents and property i 
owners of this city have been invad- 
ing City Hall with fire In their eyes i 
to protest against the water bills | 
received recently. A large percentage \ 
of these bills showed appreciable In- | 
creases over the hills for the preced- 
ing years. In October 1928 the Board 
of Aldermen voted to Increase the 
water rates. The minimum charge 
was raised from $9 to $10. The price 
for water was Increased from 20 cents 
per 100 cubic feet to 25 cents. These 
increases went Into effect January 1. 
1929. They account largely for the 
Increased figures in the water bills. 
According to the Water Commissioner, 
the long drought of last summer 
caused much more water to be used 
in watering lawns.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


One of the most important hearings 
of the year was that held Tuesday by 
the Committee on Education which 
had before it the report of the spe- 
cial commission on educational mat- 
ters. For years there have been be- 
fore the General Court bills providiug 
for increasing the compulsory school 
attendance age. Last year the mat- 
ter was referred to a special com- 
mission and that commission made a 
survey and reported. The Commit- 
tee on Education’s hearing this week 
gave an opportunity to those who 
favor the commission's recommenda- 
tion to express their views. Oppon- 
ents will be heard at a later date 
to be set by the committee. 

The special commission emphasizes 
the value of continuation schools 
which are being more and more ap- 
preciated. it says, by Industries. These 
latter are beginning to realize, says 
the report, that through the medium 
of the continuation schols better qual- 
ified children are engaged by em- 
ployers. The commission believes 
that the compulsory attendance age 
should be advanced from 14 to 15 
years with authority for the school 
superintendents to transfer pupils 
to specialized schools and to allow 
superintendents to certificate to in- 
dustry children of 14 years in case 
of "economic necessity." Prominent 
educators are not sure tliut the “eco- 
nomic necessity" clause is proper and 
they feel that there should be an 
amendment in this regard. The Legis- 
lature will hear more of the subject 
this session and may arrive at u de- 
cision. 

Senator Arthur W. Hollis got into 
the Senate debate over t lie resolve 
for an investigation by the Attorney 
General of the pensioning of Oliver B. 
Garrett as a member of the Boston 
police force. Senator Hollis said lie 
originally voted against the resolve 
and hud changed his position only for 
the reason that such an Investigation 
by the Attorney General should have 
the force of legislative authority. 
Without such tile Attorney General 
could not summons witness and put 
them under oath. 

Passage seeniH assured of t he hill 
to authorize police officers to arrest 
without n warrant persons charged 
witli driving under the influence of li- 
quor. it has had opposition in both 
branches ami in previous years lias 
been rejected. Tills year there 1ms 
been a stronger influence for such a 
hill . Proponents have pointed out that 
it is not a liquor hut u safety measure 
and one tliut is needed, in tills con- 
nection there is another hill that 
seems likely to become lew and which 
would give u person churned with 
driving while under the* influence of 
liquor the right to summons immedi- 
ately a physician to examine him ami 
certify as to his condition. 

Tile Joint Ways and Means Com- 
mittee seems to be in accord witli 
Governor Allen ip* to the details of 
the general appropriation hill, popu 
larly culled tile State budget. There 
is likely to lie some opposition on lie 
port of those wlio would like to see 
certain sums made larger but the 
spirit of economy apparently bus car- 
ried the day. Incidentally and with- 
out suggestion of politics, it inuy lie 
noted tliut Governor Allen fius made 
a splendid showing in reducing tile 
amount of the Stute tux while still 


providing for the outstanding neces- 
sities. The general appropriation hill 
will come up for consideration in the 
House next Monday. 

The Governor is closely watching 
the unemployment situation and has 
directed the various State departments 
who can employ extra labor to do so 
at once In completing State projects. 
The departments are making every 
efTort to take on workers in various 
branches at an early date. 

Secretary John D. Wright of the 
Governor's office says that an un- 
usually large number of patriotic, fra- 
ternal and other organizations have 
signiiied their Intention to attend the 
Governor's reception tomorrow and 
that with favorable weather there 
should he a large attendance. 

Oil the roll call Messrs. Baker, 
Luitwieler and Thompson voted 
ugaiust memorializing Congress to 
amend the naturalization law so that 
fees for naturalizing immigrants might 
be reduced. Opposition was based 
on the propriety of the Massachusetts 
Legislature presuming to suggest that 
Congress act thus and so on any sub- 
ject The memorial was adopted, how- 
ever. 

The three Newton Representatives, 
oil roll call, were recorded against in- 
creasing the salaries of elevator men 
in the Stute House.

Hearings were assigned at the 
March 3rd meeting of the Board on 
those petitions: — Benjamin Sands for 
a gasoline filling station at Walnut 
and Floral streets, Newton Highlands; 
Newton Cemetery Corporation for a 
gasoline filling station permit at Bea- 
con and Walnut streets: Newton Tur- 
ner, permit to add another story to 
his building at 320-322 Washington 
street. 

Tile Aldermen confirmed the ap- 
pointments of Lewis Bacon and 
Charles it. Cabot os members of the 
Board of Appeal; Albert F. Carter, 
Charles F. Johnson, Ralph C. Henry 
and Thomas J. Lyons as members of 
the Playground Commission; Albert 
M. Lyon and James Kingman, mem- 
bers of the Planning Board. 

The following appropriations were 
passed: — land damages for three par- 
cels of land on Cedric road taken for 
school house purposes, $1200: Fire 
Department, signal system, $50,000; 
Joseph Crowell, additional land dam- 
ages at new City Hall site, $219.62; 
Joseph Lane. Walnut street, addition- 
al land damages $3500; Thomas Cum- 
mings. Walnut street, additional land 
damages, $2S00; Tercentenary Cele- 
bration, $5000 in lieu of a similar 
amount appropriated last year and re- 
turned to Excess and Deficiency Ac 
count 

The rules were suspended to per- 
mit tile confirmation of tile appoint- 
ments of Harry W. Fitts and Charles 
W. Coyne as trustees of the Read 
Fund and Eliot Memorial Fund 

The Board voted to accept the re- 
port of the Legislative Committee dis- 
approving of Senate Bill 68 introduced 
by President Moriarty of the City Em 
ployees Local. This bill seeks to 
have the minimum amount paid un- 
der the contributory pension system 
of Newton increased from $300 to 
$500 per annum to anyone reaching 
the age of 60 and who has worked 
15 years for the city. The opposition 
to this increase is based on the fact 
that none of the employees of the 
Street or Water Departments who 
were in the employ of the city prior 
to last year will be affected, the con- 
tributory system provides more lib- 
erally for pensions to city employees 
than heretofore had been provided and 
to make such an increase would sad- 
dle more expense on the city than 
hail been provided for when the con- 
tributory pension system was formu- 
lated. 

The Licenses Committee reported 
favorably on the petition of the New- 
ton & Watertown Realty Trust for a 
tilling station permit at the corner 
of Washington and Chestnut streets. 
West Newton. Alderman Temperley 
was the only dissenter from the re- 
port. He read a list of the gasoline 
station permits granted in this city 
in recent years — 54 drive-in stations, 
26 garage stations, besides 21 side- 
walk pumps and two wholesale sta- 
tions. While lie does not oppose this 
additional new station, he objected 
to the fact that three driveways are 
allowed into it. Heretofore but two 
driveways have been allowed into sta- 
tions. Chairman Hawkins of tile Li- 
censes Committee explained that dif- 
ferent locations require different ap- 
proaches and this location with front- 
age on both Washington and Chest- 
nut streets should have approaches 
from both streets. 

Aldermen Bowen of Ward 3 favored 
tlie granting of the permit. It is pre- 
ferable to have an attractive lining 
station on this corner in place of the 
existing building with its unsightly 
empty stores. Mr. Bowen culled at- 
tention to the fact that there is lit- 
tle pedestrian traffic along Washing- 
ton street at this point.

ABOUT TOWN

Alderman John Temperley is some- 
what apprehensive over the possibili- 
ty that the Boston Consolidated Gas 
Company may be granted a permit 
by the Board of Aldermen for a sky- 
scraping gas holder at the gravel pit 
off Grove street between Auburndale 
and Newton Lower Falls. Last year 
a conference was held between offi- 
cials of the gas company and the Li- 
censes Committee of the Aldermen. 
The first desire expressed by the com- 
pany was for a permit to erect a hold- 
er on land owned by the Boston & 
Albany Railroad Company on the east 
side of Grove street adjoining the 
Woodland Golf Club links; the holder 
to be 355 feet high and 200 feet in dia- 
meter. The Licenses Committee was 
unanimous in disapproving of nny 
holder on the east side of Grove 
street. It agreed that the Gus Com- 
pany is entitled to have a locution in 
this city for a holder large enough 
to supply the demands of the com- 
pany’s customers in the Newtons. 
The committee did not believe that a 
holder of the height suggested by the 
company is necessary or desirable 
Mr. Temperley suggested that small- 
er holders located in different sec- 
tions of the city are to he preferred, 
but lie Is not averse to a smaller sized 
holder on the site by tile gravel pit 
near Riverside. 

’The Gas Company contend that 
with Hie rapid growth of Newton and 
Hie greatly increased consumption of 
gas in this city, especially for fuel 
purposes, it is probable that a maxi- 
mum daily consumption of 10,000,- 
000 cubic feet will be reached here. 
At present gas for this city is pumped 
from tlie Everett works to holders at 
Allston and thence relayed under pres- 
sure lo the Newtons. The proposed 
holder, if erected, would eliminate tlie 
possibility of this city being tem- 
porarily deprived of gas should the 
pumps at Allston break down,

JANUARY HEALTH REPORT 

Tlie report of tile Newton Board of 
Health for tlie month of January 
shows that there were 5C deaths in 
the city during that period, a rate of 
11.45 per thousand. For tlie corres- 
ponding month lust year there were 
82 deaths. Nine of the 5(S deaths were 
caused by cerebral hemorrhages; 
seven of these nine were women. Can- 
cer caused 4 deaths, heart ailments 8, 
broncho pneumonia 8, lobar pneumon- 
ia 5. Nephritis was the cuuse of 5 
deaths. 

Communicable diseases reported 
during the mouth included 7 ruses 
of scarlet fever. 28 of mumps, whoop- 
ing cough 11, chicken pox 39. 

The Ileulth Department Investi- 
gated 5 compluiuls during the month, 
uhuted 20 nuisunces, tested 35 milk 
samples, inspected 15 dairies, 155 mar- 
kets uud provision stores, 12 bukeries. 


Prof. Ktrtley F. Mather lectured on 
"Religion and Health" last Sunday 
morning before the Mather Class at 
Its regular weekly meeting in the 
Newton Centre Woman's Club House 

This was the • fifth lecture In the 
series on “The Reconstruction of Reli- 
gion." 

All sorts of sects have been and still 
are Interested in religious healing 
Health Is Important to everyone. Peo- 
ple are vitally concerned with the re- 
lationship between religion and bodily 
health. 

In till's scientific age the world is 
more credulous than ever before. We 
readily believe something that our an- 
cestors would have said was impossi- 
ble. We are accustomed to mystery. 
We push a button and the light comes 
on. We do not understand fully the 
relation between the act und the 
event. We drive nn automobile, but 
about all that we know about the pro- 
cess Is how to start and stop and 
steer. We turn the dial of the radio, 
but we do not understand what hap- 
pens inside. Things are accomplished 
in mysterious ways in this world of 
ours. Prof. Mather said that he wus 
constantly being asked if he could 
take a forked stick and go witching 
for oil. Some folks still seem to 
think that there is a mysterious con- 
nection between the antics of a peach 
twig and the oil 3,000 feet below the 
surface of the ground. It seems to 
need only the authority of some man 
In a position of importance with a 
plausible incident to sweep the coun- 
try with any foolish idea imaginable. 
For this reason all sorts of movements 
of a semi-religious nature are very 
successful just now. 

Healing of disease has been a tradi- 
tion of most religions. In tlie case of 
Christianity there are three reasons 
for this. 

First. The tradition of the Chris- 
tian Church vouches for the healing 
done by Jesus and others. Whether or 
not you accept the record in the Bible, 
there is no question nbout the belief 
of the people at the time of Jesus and 
Immediately afterward. They be- 
lieved thut Jesus accomplished mira- 
cles of healing. 

Second. We have reached the con- 
clusion that man is not a dual crea- 
ture, hut is a unit. There is no chasin 
between the body and the soul. What 
affects one part affects all parts. 
What is good for the soul is good for 
the body, and what is bad for the 
body is bad for the soul. Religion is 
good for the soul, aud therefore we 
expect a beneficial reaction between 
religion anil bodily welfare. 

Third. The laws of psychothera- 
py (including the glands and the se- 
cretions) show- that the mind und 
spirit influence personality. We act- 
ually know some of the principles of 
this relationship. Fits of rage and 
chronic bad temper make a visible 
impression on the face. The fact that 
personality influences our features 
leads us to suppose that it ulso stamps 
itself on all the cells of the body, be- 
cause they are all interconnected. 

All these three considerations lead 
up to un important conclusion. Just 
think what Jesus did. The method 
He used was in keeping with modern 
knowledge of psychotherapy. He heal- 
ed, for the most part, functional and 
not organic diseases. We have no 
record of healing a severed arm or 
restoring diseased tissues. He heuletl 
the sort of functionu! disorders in 
which tile mind has some if not com- 
plete control. The other cases of 
Jesus’ healing were not discussed by 
Prof. Mather. He let those alone. 

The technique involved doing some- 
thing to fix the attention of the in- 
dividual. The person healed had com- 
plete confidence in Jesus. Jesus had 
such un insight into the nature and 
personality of man that He leaped 
oyer the centuries to the final conclu- 
sion and hit the mark. He did His 
work In a way modern science would 
approve. When the person possessed 
of u demon came und explained his 
ailment. Jesus did not disagree with 
him and argue that he could not have 
a demon because demons did not ex- 
ist. Jesus accepted the current ex- 
planation of what was wrong and 
drove out the demon. Just so the 
modern doctor accepts the patient’s 
discovery of what ails him und builds 
on that. He doesn't start in by antag- 
onizing the patient by telling him thut 
he guessed ull wrong. He needs the 
patient’s cooperative confidence and 
good will. 

Jesus had unique power because 
He was a unique personality. 

There Is a psychological significance 
about places uud deeds in auto-sug- 
gestion. At a famous shrine it is 
found that healing is not universal. 
Only 2% of the applicants are report- 
ed cured. Everybody has a confident 
belief, but the great majority, 98%. 
are not cured. There Is the pile of 
crutches, but the much larger num- 
ber of crutches, which were not left, is 
overlooked. Of the 2% reported cured, 
many have relapses. In 20 years it 
was found that 2-3 of the 2% reported 
ured actually died of the disease of 
which they had been supposedly cured, 
and, what's more, death occurred 
within two years after they were re- 
ported cured. Occasionally somebody 
is permanently and completely cured. 
The mind has a profound influence on 
the body. Mental health is necessary 
for bodily health. Rip Van Winkle's 
wife Is supposed to have burst a 
blood vessel In a fit of rage becuuse 
a peddler cheated her. Despair and 
happiness have their effects on our 
bodily heultli. We should take a sane 
view of the relationship between re- 
ligion und lieulth. 

It is wrong to say that religion 
alone cun make you hcultliy. It is 
equally wrong to say that religion is 
fur tlie soul und lias nothing to do 
with the body. Muterlul things ure 
real. Ill heultli is u reality. Evil is 
no delusion. If ill heultli were unreul, 
then good lieulth ulso would be unreal. 
We must accept the verdict of our 
senses as to what is real. A toothache 
allows that something is physically 
wrong. Typhoid fever und a temp- 
erature of 103 ure not imaginary but 
stern reulfties und we huve to deal 
with them as such. 

Occasionally we imugiiio that some- 
thing is wrong, und ill heultli is the 
result of our Imagined fours. Hoot out 
tlie Imaginary trouble und heultli re-

Dr. Lincoln Ripley Stone of 131 Ver- 
non street.

His for- 
mative years were spent working In 
brickyards and potteries and riding 
"rattlers’’ to Kansas wheatflelds, 
where he swung a pitchfork at the 
thrashing machine. He worked his 
way through Lombard College at 
Galesburg, Illinois. His early experi- 
ences gave him a great interest In 
the humbler occupations, and thus 
brought him emotionally to Abralmm 
Lincoln. 

Mr. Sandburg lias given lecture-re- 
citals In over fifty universities and 
colleges, and has had an honorary de- 
gree conferred upon him by his own 
Alma Mater, Lombard College. In 

1927 he won the Pulitzer Prize. In 

1928 he was honored by the Phi Beta 
Kappa Society at Harvard College, 
and was their Commencement speak- 
er, where he read his poem "Good 
Morning, America.”

General Federation 


MOVING PICTURES. The Review- 
ing Committee of the General Federa- 
tion lias reported on eleven moving 
pictures (nil dialogue) in its Febru- 
ary issue, and of these it is somewhat 
significant to note that only two are 
commended as “family pictures," or 
suitable for young people and children 
to see — certainly not a very large per- 
centage when it it considered that 
t ills form of entertainment is one tha> 
everyone would like to enjoy, and 
that parents would like to feel they 
can permit children, eager for this 
amusement, to attend! The title of 
one of these two pictures would not 
indicate it to be an uttractlion for 
the family, either, which again proves 
how misleading are titles of pictures. 
“Not So Dumb,” a M-G-M picture, is 
a comedy in which “a beautiful but 
dumb" girl manages to make a mess 
of her fiance’s affairs, and is given 
us “weak.” The other picture, "City 
Girl," a Fox, is the story of the dom- 
ination of a father over his son on u 
farm, and is well worked out. 

Decidedly unsuitable for children is 
the verdict on these four: "Anna 
Christie,” a M-G-M, taken from the 
Eugene O'Neil play; “Street of 
Chance," u Paramount, woven about 
the theme of gambling, with folly, 
tragedy, and melodramatic excitement; 
“Undertow,” a Universal, a story of 
the wife of a lighthouse keeper who 
grows restless in her lonely life; ami 
"They Learned About Women,” a 
M-G-M, a story of two baseball team- 
mates and their love affairs. 

For adults only — which is about as 
unfavorable a report for Clubwomen 
who are looking for pleasing enter- 
tainment — is tlie report on these four: 
“The Grand Parade,” a Puthe, of 
minstrel life hack-stage, in the eternal 
triangle, “although interestingly 
worked out" for adults; "Slightly 
Scarlet," a Paramount, melodrama of 
crooks, made to seem charming, and 
too much idealized; “Dames Ahoy," a 
Universal, ji story of Jimmy, a "gob," 
who meets "Mabel” in a dance hall, 
and they win a dance contest; and 
"The Big Party," a Fox, modern love 
affairs of shop girls, "negligible of 
plot, and full of vulgarity," and “cer- 
tainly unsuitable for both children 
and adolescents.” 

Ami l lie eleventh picture — the only 
one "highly recoinended for adults— 
interesting, harmless to adolescents,” 
Is “Such Men Are Dangerous,” a Fox, 
a story of a famous ami powerful man 
who loses ills wife Just after mar- 
riage through ills repulsive physique 
ami who wins her back as a hand- 
some ami delightful character, reap- 
pearing after a strange Uiruppcarunce 
front ills aeroplane. 

The editor of the Column gives 
these reviews of moving pictures for 
thd Informing of Clubwomen, t lint 
they protect their children — and in- 
cidentally themselves from attend- 
ing pictures that not only are not 
worthwhile, but arc tnishy ami de- 


cidedly objectionable. The only way 
In which adults can show their dis- 
pleasure over the producing of such 
pictures Is by refusal to patronize 
them. Money— AND THE LACK OF 
IT — through the box office window 
will he the quickest way to teach pro- 
ducers Hint the majority of the decent, 
public do not care for the type stories 
the producer Is smugly saying appeals 
to his audiences! The Clubwomen 
of Newton, with their families, can 
take this effective way to protest. 
Only such result will pay your Editor 
for the time and effort she Is giving 
to keep Clubwomen Informed. 

Clubwomen should pass along the 
review of the fine women who are 
generously giving their time attend- 
ing the pre-views of these pictures In 
Hollywood — for their protection. They 
should Inform all with whom they 
come In contact of the nature of the 
picture so alluringly advertised. This 
may result. In our State, In convinc- 
ing producers that they and their com- 
panies of actors are the only ones 
who revel in cheap pictures, and that 
their audiences, whose money they 
are seeking to get, are not of the 
same calibre mind. 


RECENT EVENTS 


Newton Community Club 


An exceptionally fine program was 
enjoyed by the Newton Community 
Club on Thursday afternoon, Febru- 
ary 13th, In Underwood School Hall.

The first number was a Ballet, suite 
Including Minuet Musette and Tam- 
bourine by Jean Plilllippe Rameau, 
who lived between 1683-1764, and the 
first to include the violin and 'cello 
In this group. 

The second was Andante from Sur- 
prise Symphony, by Franz Joseph 
Haydn (1732-1809) and this was fol- 
lowed by an English Horn Solo, from 
“Manfred," by Robert Schumann, 
which was rendered in a most interest- 
ing manner by Mr. Stanislaw. The 
fourth was Minuet and Allegro Assai, 
from Symphony In G Minor, by Wolf- 
gang Mozart (1756-1791), after which a 
beautiful Flute Solo by Mr. Blaudet, 
Minuet from "L'Arlesienne," Suite No. 
II, by George Bizet, was especially 
pleasing. The final number, a Suite 
of Waltzes, by Johannes Brahms 
(1833-1897), was the most modern on 
the program. An encore by Victor 
Herbert completed an afternoon which 
was all too short for any lover of 
music, ami Mr. Stonestreet's words of 
explanation made each number of 
greater interest. 

Following this very beautiful and 
inspiring music the president, Mrs. 
Henry P. Curtiss, presided at the bus- 
iness meeting.

He explained 
some of the trick-photography em- 
ployed in combining parts of different 
photographs to make a desired en- 
semble. Surely the line of work Mr. 
Blackington follows carries him into 
the sunshine and shadow of life and 
is filled with thrills and romance.

Henry Ford’* New Plan. 

A Battleship, Hardly. 

If Russia Got Really Mad. 
Ogden L. Mill*’ Figure*. 

H ENRY FORD may spend 100 mil- 
lion dollars establishing school* 
that will enable student* to "lit Into 
life’’ when they come out at eighteen 
years of age. He says: 

"The reason we have so much crime 
and racketeering is because schools do 
not teach our young men how to lit In 
the world. Racketeering is nothing but 
a revolt against the present Improper 
Ineffectual system of teaching.” 

Schools at present are better than 
they were fifty years ago before rack- 
eteering became a science. Students 
should all learn to nse their hands, 
particularly those not well adapted to 
nsing their head*. It would be waste 
of time for men of the type of Voltaire, 
Milton, Moliere, Beethoven, to learn a 
trade, but they are scarce. 

Mr. Ford should modify his resolu- 
tion to “devote the rest of his life to 
educational undertaking." Part of his 
effort should produce tractors of the 
caterpillar type. Plenty of power with 
the traction “track." Fully enclosed. 
Protected from dnsL 

He ought especially to push ahead 
the aviation work in' which he has al- 
ready rendered great service. Until he 
Mis built hie plane to carry 500 pas- 
sengers, and his pursuit plane to go 
500 miles an hour, Mr. Ford's most im- 
portant work will remain undone. 
Many can teach trades, few can build 
machinery for hundreds of millions of 
people. 

The British possess the greatest 
fighting ship in the world, the Rodney, 
built and paid for. 

Innocent Senator Borah and Repre- 
sentative Britten suggested that the 
British should scrap that ship in the 
Interest of lovely world peace. At 
that British statesmen smile politely 
and say they really can't quite do iL 


This guileless nation, after the 
Washington Conference, d e stroyed 
and threw on the junk pile splendid 
new battleships, including some not 
completed. 

And the British destroyed eome 
pretty blueprints 

They probably would oblige ns by 
preparing and destroying some more 
blueprints. But when it comes to de- 
stroying a finished battleship :oethig 
millions of pounds — that is something 
else. 


Failure to reach an agreement con- 
cerning the Boulder Dam lmprev- 
ment shows the need of a change in 
control of any water power that pos- 
sesses national importance. The va- 
rious States interested in the Colorado 
River act in gcod faith, as do their 
Congressmen, each seeking to protect 
its citizens' interest. Meanwhile the 
water and power go to waste, unused. 


It Is as though a family of children, 
inheriting a great estate, should let 
it lie idle indefinitely through failure 
to agree on a division. The nation i* 
interested, and unselfishly. And the 
nation should settle all power and 
water disputes when States fall to 
agree after a reasonable time. The 
settlement might not be perfect, but 
it would put an end to foolish waste. 

Mexico imitates Britain, raiding pri- 
vate offices of the Russian Govern- 
ment in Mexico City, seizing papers, 
etc. As in the cose of British raiding, 
Russia protests violently against the 
"unspeakable violation of diplomatic 
rights." 


At present Russia's protest is not 
Important. But later flying machine 
development might make it impor- 
tant. Russia could resent such inci- 
dents by sending raiding parties 
through the air striking at great pop- 
ulation centres of other nations. Re- 
taliation by the other nations would 
be difficult. Russia is made up chief- 
ly of two hundred thousand villages. 
Bombing ten thousand of them would 
iroduee no decisive effect. 

Moscow and Leningrad amount to 
little as cities, and attacking them 
would not mean much to Russia. But 
tt you destroyed Paris or London, 
you would subdue France or England. 
And if you destroyed New York, you 
would convince some boyish bankers 
that their foolish loans to the Czar 
were not as important as they thoughL 


Ogden L. Mills, Assistant Secretary 
of the United States Treasury, in a 
few words convinces you that this 
country has genuine prospe-ity, it 
prosperity cousists in getting more of 
life's good thiugs than anybody else 
gets. 

The United States has only 7 per 
cent of the world’s population, and 
yet. says Mr. Mills, “that 7 per cent 
consumes approximately 48 per cent 
of the world's coffee. 53 per cent of 
the tin, 56 per cent of the crude rub- 
ber, 31 per cent of the sugar, 72 per 
cent of the raw silk, 36 per cent of the 
coal, 43 per cent of the pig iron, 47 
per ceul of the copper aud 69 per 
ceut of the crude petroleum. 

“Out of nearly 32,006,000 automo- 
biles in the world on January 1, 1929, 
more Utau 24.000,000 were owned in 
the United States.” 

\Ye certainly get our share. Per- 
haps the World Court will tell us we 
get too much.

Traced to Aztec Fable 

That tho name "Mexico" comes from 
"mexietll," tlie Aztec word fur tlie mi 
tive maguey or pulque plant, is tlie 
conclusion of Enrique .limn I’nliiclos. 
of the Mexican direction for archeol- 
ogy, who lias sea relied for Us origin 
in native Indian documents, as well as 
in oilier sources of information. Ev- 
ery Mexican school child knows that 
his national coat-of arms is an adapta- 
tion of the ancient Aztec hieroglyph 
or place-name for ’Tunoehtltlan.” as 
pre-conquest Mexico City was called. 
Mexico’s shield, therefore. Is nt least 
six centuries old. It represents nn 
eagle In mortal struggle with a snake, 
which he holds with one claw nnd his 
beak. With tlie oilier claw lie is bal- 
anced on n spiny nopul cactus growing 
on a rock in the middle of a lake. This 
picturization of nn extremely difficult 
position illustrates the Aztec fable of 
the founding of the ancient city that Is 
now the capital of the Mexican re- 
public.

On February 26 Professor Mary 
Whlton Calkins, Doctor of Letters nnd 
Doctor of Laws, died at her home in 
Newton, Massachusetts. Miss Calkins 
taught at Wellesley College for more 
than forty years and for thirty years 
she held the chair of philosophy and 
psychology. Her peculiar gifts in 
teaching, her burning zeal in study, 
her wide culture and her inimitable 
humor enabled her to wield an influ- 
ence over undergraduates which in 
strength and beneficence can scarce- 
ly be surpassed. Her teachings are 
embodied in four important books, — 
"An Introduction to Psychology” 
(1901), "Persistent Problems of Phil- 
osophy" (1907), “A First Book in Psy- 
chology” (1909), and “The Good Man 
and the Good” (1918). 

Herself the pupil of William James 
of Sanford anil Munsterberg, she will 
nevertheless be known in years to 
come as the first elaborator of "per- 
sonalistic" psychology. She was also 
the loyal pupil of Josiah Royce and 
of George Herbert Palmer. Her phil- 
osophy Is a development of Royce’s 
monistic and personalistlc idealism 
and was combined with strong reli- 
gious faith. Miss Calkins was the 
first woman to be president of the 
American Psychological Association 
and is the only woman who has over 
been president of the American Phil- 
osophical Association. In 1928 she was 
elected an honorary member of the 
Rritish Psychological Association. 
Upon her retirement last June, the 
trustees of Wellesley College awarded 
her the title of “Research Professor.” 
She was keenly interested in every as- 
pect of the social problem and sup- 
ported every effort to carry u Chris- 
tian idealism into economic, industrial, 
racial and international relations. 

Miss Calkins was the daughter of 
the late Wolcott Calkins, D.D., for 
many years pastor of Eliot Church In 
Newton. Her mother, Charlotte Whl- 
ton Calkins, is the daughter of James 
Morris Whiton, who was prominent 
not only in the business enterprises of 
the Boston of his time but also in the 
service of the Free Soil Party. 
Through her mother’s mother, Miss 
Calkins was of triple Mnyflower de- 
scent. 

She is survived by tier mother, who 
is now in her ninety-first year, and by 
three brothers, — Leighton Calkins, a 
New York lawyer, formerly mayor of 
Plainfield, New Jersey; Raymond Cal- 
kins, D.D., pastor of the First Church 
in Cambridge, Congregational; and 
Grosvenor Calkins, of this city. 

The funeral service will be private, 
but will be followed by a Memorial 
service to lie announced at a later 
date. 


SUSY A. DICKINSON 


Miss Susy A. Dickinson, who died 
in Newtonville February 24, was the 
last of a distinguished Massachusetts 
family. Her father, John W. Dickin 
son, was for many years a member of 
the State Board of Education, and was 
a noted and forward-looking educator, 
Her mother was a woman of gr’ent 
ability who left her mark upon the 
community. The Newtonville Worn 
ait's Club is one of the results of her 
energy and initiative. An only broth- 
er, John, died many years ago in Hoi

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 


The Interesting annual report of the 
Trustees of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way has been distributed. It tells of 
the tunny improvements made by this 
corporation during the past year. A 
couple of Improvements which have 
not been made and which would add 
to the comfort of this company’s mil- 
lions of patrons might Include — rea- 
sonably frequent washing of car win- 
dows, proper fastening and wenther 
stripping of windows during the win- 
ter season. 

In former years before the Elevated 
went under control of Public Trus- 
tees, the car windows were regulnrly 
washed. For several years they have 
been allowed to remain so dirty, that 
during the months of the year when 
windows are kept closed, sensitive 
persons have u tendency to nausea 
while attempting to gaze through the 
glass panes of Elevated car windows. 

In former years double windows 
were Installed on the cars of the Ele- 
vuted. These had their drawbacks as 
well as their advantages. During hot 
spells the cars became too hot and the 
ventilation Insufficient. Now, the sin- 
gle windows are loosely set In their 
frames and passengers are subjected 
to drafts that result in colds. 

Another matter that could well en- 
gage the attention of the two Newton 
citizens who are trustees of the Ele- 
vated Is — u more even distribution of 
cars on the lines running to Lake 
street, the Reservoir and Watertown. 
The latter line appears to have not 
enough cars during the busy hours of 
the day. 


Tax Commissioner Long rightly 
urges relief for the smull store owners 
against the unfair advantages enjoyed 
by bilge chain corporations. Owners 
of small, independent stores help car- 
ry the burden of taxation. They as- 
sist in paying the expenses of the 
communities in which they do busi- 
ness. For example, in Newton owners 
of independent groceries and markets 
pay taxes on stock and fixtures aver- 
aging about $2000 to a store at the cur- 
rent tax rate. The only direct taxes 
received by the city from the scores 
of chain groceries and markets with- 
in the Newtons is on the machines 
and such equipment used in these 
stores. The total valuation placed 
on such property owned by the three 
largest chain corporations operating 
stores In this city Is $9200. If these 
stores were taxed as are the inde- 
pendent stores, the valuation they 
would pay taxes on would be at least 
$160,000. 

Corporations pay a tax to the State 
at the rate of but $5 per $1000 of 
valuation: money received for such 
taxes being divided among the vari- 
ous cities and towns in which such 
corporations do business. Tbe cor- 
porations enjoy deduction privileges 
which are denied individuals. Many 
of them have been permitted to prac- 
tically determine their own valua- 
tions. 

According to Mr. Long the present 
exemption from taxation enjoyed by 
chain stores, not only permits them 
to pay but a very small fraction of the 
taxes which must be paid by individ- 
ual store owners, but causes an un- 
fair proportion of taxes to be saddled 
onto real estate.

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THE 1930 BUDGET 

True to his campaign promise of conducting an economical 
administration Mayor Weeks has "hewed to the line” on the 
1930 city budget which the finance committee of the aldermen 
now has under consideration. Beginning in his own “back- 
yard” by refusing to accept the increase in his salary from 
$3000 to $5000 as voted by the 1929 board of aldermen, he 
continues to disapprove salary advances on the part of the few 
department heads that requested them. Other items of opera- 
tion in the various departments were cut here and there with 
probably no loss of efficiency. In the Street Department the 
Mayor recommends smaller amounts than requested on sev- 
eral more important items and we hope that it will not be 
found necessary to appropriate additional sums in these in- 
stances later in the year. The foremost of these is a $10,000 
reduction for maintenance of streets. Newton’s highways have 
always been considered clean and well-kept and we trust that 
this reduction will not result in any lessening of attention in 
this respect. A $7000 cut in the cost of snow removal will be 
survived unless the closing months of the year bring an un- 
usual amount of snow as it is seldom there is any snowstorm of 
great severity during March and the cost to date in 1930 has 
been below the average of previous years. Twelve thousand 
dollars has been taken off the department’s request for traffic 
beacons and signs. The city could well afford to expend a 
portion of this amount in keeping the parking and cross walk 
lines legible at all times. In past years these lines, especially 
the latter, have been far inadequate. The entire budget when 
passed will be less than that of 1929 but what effect it will 
have on the tax rate is problematical. 


THE CHAFFIN BEQUEST 

Many have earned the respect and admiration of their fel- 
low citizens, but few are more deserving than the late John 
C. Chaffin, whose life and acts revealed his great interest in 
Newton. Mr. Chaffin came to Newton in 1847 and was an in- 
fluential citizen until his death in 1904. He was one of the 
founders of the Newton Free Library and active in the carrying 
out of the plans for building the present Eliot Congregational 
Church. Now it has been revealed that his interest in Newton 
was of even far greater extent. Upon his death he made pro- 
vision for the establishment of an educational fund to assist 
worthy Newton students in obtaining a higher education. He 
stipulated that upon the death of his daughter, Mrs. J. P. R. 
Sherman, who passed away two weeks ago, two thirds of the 
income of his estate should go to such a fund and the re- 
maining third to his grandchildren. As there are no grandchild- 
ren the entire fund, estimated at $307,000 is to be used for 
educational purposes. The charitable and unselfish spirit of 
Mr. Chaffin will be forever perpetuated in the minds of Newton 
people. _ ^ at-r 


UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


STREET RESURFACING 

One of the most important items in the city budget is that of 
$250,000 for resurfacing of streets. The Mayor has recom- 
mended that amount as asked by the street department. While 
Newton could well afford to spend a considerably larger sum 
on such work to the satisfaction of all, that amount, if wisely 
apportioned, can improve present conditions immensely. Wash- 
ington, Centre and Beacon streets in part, are more intolerable 
after every freeze and thaw. Such portions and other heavily 
traveled streets should receive prior consideration over those 
arteries which are used principally by non-resident motorists. 
We have frequently expressed the opinion that a program of 
permanent concrete roadway construction should be inaugurat- 
ed at the earliest possible moment. These thoroughfares will 
require attention within the next few months and the city could 
well make a start on such a program.. We believe that, in the 
end, such construction would prove the most economical.

In ench Instance 
the Sennte refused to pass the meas- 
ures to be enacted. It Is not often 
that defeat of hills is accomplished 
at the last ditch, so to speak. Yet It 
sometimes happens and here are two 
shining examples. 

Again the State House is to be the 
scene of an investigation. Two years 
ago the olllce of the then Attorney 
General was the storm centre. Now 
it has shifted to the police department 
of Boston. All session long criticism 
has been hurled at the Boston Police 
Commissioner. However, it Is the 
pensioning of a former active mem- 
ber of the liquor squad that has caused 
the excitement this year. The Legis- 
lature has directed Atty. Gen. Joseph 
10. Warner to Investigate and he will 
begin next Monday. It is not expect- 
ed that there will be a long series of 
hearings as was the case In the pre- 
vious investigations. Of course no- 
body knows what Is going to happen 
hut the general belief is that the mat- 
ter will be concluded shortly. 

The bill to provide a penalty for 
throwing lighted cigars or cigarettes 
in grass land or brush has had a 
strong champion in Senator Hollis. 
Opposition has come from unexpected 
quarters and the measure has been 
characterized as "useless legislation.” 
For years the State Department of 
Conservation has insisted that some- 
tiling should be done to stop forest 
fires but not until this year has such 
a measure been advanced as far. 

Newton patrons of the Boston Ele- 
vated will be elated to learn that this 
year's Legislature Is to try and solve 
the traffic congestion problem at 
Governor Square, Boston. The trus- 
tees of the Elevated, lieqded by Hen- 
ry I. Harrlman of this city, Mayor 
Curley of Boston, and others have con- 
ferred with a subcommittee of the 
Legislative Committee on Metropoli- 
tan Affairs to see what may he done 
towards the construction of an exten- 
sion of the Boylston-street subway 
under Governor Square. Senator Hoi- 
lis is a member of the subcommittee. 

On roll call Senator Hollis voted 
against referring to the next annual 
session the House bill relative to the 
amount of wages exempt from attach- 
ment by trustee process. The bill 
was so referred, however, 20 to 14. 

The House rejected, by roll call 
128 to 86, the bill giving the defend- 
ant in criminal proceedings before a 
jury the right to close the final argu- 
ments with an argument in rebuttal. 
Such a bill would have changed the 
established practice of Massachusetts 
criminal courts for many years past. 
Representatives Lultwleler,’ Baker and 
Thompson voted to reject the bill. 

Represenative Lultwleler is chair- 
man of the Committee on State Ad- 
ministration which has reported a bill 
to extend to May 1, 1931, the exist- 
ence of the Commission on the Neces- 
saries of Life. The measure has 
been referred to the Ways and Means 
Committee which iyiU give a public 
hearing on it March 3. 

The Committee on Pensions, to 
whom was referred' the petition (accom- 
panied by Bill, House, No. 812) of 
Mayor Weeks, of Newton, and anoth- 
er for an increase in the retiremen* 
allowances payable to certain employ- 
ees of said city, report the accom- 
panying bill (House, No. 1074). 

"Chapter three hundred and fifty-five 
of the acts of nineteen hundred and 
twenty-eight is hereby amended by 
striking out in subparagraph (c) of 
paragraph (2) of section six in the 
third and fourth lines of said sub- 
paragraph the words 'under para- 
graph (b) above' and inserting in said 
subparagraph (c) in the sixth line in 
said subparagraph, after the word 
‘service’ and before the word ‘had', 
the words: — rendered both before and 
alter age sixty. — so that subparagraph 
(c) of paragraph (2) of section six, as 
amended, shall read us follows: — (c) 
If he has a prior service certificate in 
full force and elTect an additional pen- 
sion which is the actuarial equivalent 
of twice the pension which would 
have been payable on account of the 
accumulated deductions which would 
have resulted from contributions 
made during the period of his credita- 
ble prior service rendered both be- 
fore and after age sixty had the sys- 
tem then been in operation. 

“The total pension of any member 
payable under the provision of this 
section shall not, however, exceed one 
half Of his average annual regular 
compensation during the five years 
immediately preceding his retirement, 
nor shall the total pension of any 
member who has fifteen or more years 
of total creditable service be less than 
an amount which, added to his annu- 
ity. shall make his total retirement 
allowance equal to three hundred dol- 
lars per aunuin.”

Relics of Robert Bruce 

Subject to the fulfillment of certnln 
conditions, the trustees of Professor 
Noel Pnton bunded over the follow* 
Ing nrlleles to the klrk-sesslon of Dun- 
fermline abbey: 1. A portion of the 
skeleton of Kins; Robert the ttruce, 
namely, the metatarsal or bone of the 
grant toe. 2. A small portion of the 
outer leaden shroud of King Robert 
the Bruce. 3. A small portion of the 
tolle d’or in which the body of King 
Robert the Bruce was wrapped. 4. 
The remains of one of the Iron nails 
which were found among the remnln9 
of the coffin In which the body reposed, 
fi. The remains of one of the six 
Iron rings, or rather handles, which 
had been filled In with lend Into the 
largest of two stones protecting the 
vault of the Bruce when first discov- 
ered on February 17, 1818. 6. Twelve 
fragments — white marble and cnlm 
stone — "believed to he portions of the 
magnificent monument of King Robert 
the Rruce at Dunfermline destroyed 
by the Lords of the Congregation.” 
The relics are preserved in an oe.k 
glass-fronted cabinet placed alongside 
of the abbey pulpit erected Immedi- 
ately above the vault of the Bruce. — 
London Mail.

to Symbolize an Ending 

Chnrles Payne Smith gave the fol- 
lowing Information In the Typographi- 
cal Journal regarding the origin of 
"30" as used by newspaper men and 
telegraphers: "The first press associ- 
ation organized In Civil war times wns 
composed largely of morning papers 
published nenr the eastern seaboard. 
Ench paper sent into the central office 
Items of local Interest, which were 
there edited and telegraphed to nil 
members. It happened thnt the first 
message sent to the association totaled 
30 words and this figure, with the 
words 'Good night’ nnd the signature 
of the sender, was placed at the bot- 
tom of the sheet by the operator. At 
that time piecework wns the rule on 
all papers. The dnlly grist was usu- 
ally aet up, corrected and In the forms 
by 10 o’clock, but the compositors 
were compelled to wait nround at their 
own expense until the foreman an- 
nounced that ‘30’ wns In. So ’30’ be- 
came a byword among printers, sym- 
bolizing the end.” 


Omission or Usage of 

Comma Highly Important 

A Jury In New Jersey that heard 
the evidence against two men accused 
of murder returned a verdict finding 
one guilty of murder In the first de- 
gree, nnd the other guilty of murder In 
the second degree with a recommenda- 
tion of leniency. A comma separated 
the two findings, nnd this was held by 
nnother court to prevent the recom- 
mendation for mercy from applying to 
the first degree finding, though the at 
torney for the killer Insisted that a 
semicolon should have been used If 
thnt were the jury’s Intention. 

Commas nre, therefore, seen to he 
Important whetliei used or omitted. It 
is n curious situation when courts nre 
called on to decide the meaning of a 
contract drawn, or nt least revised, 
by nn attorney, especially such n con- 
tract ns an Insurance policy which 
may control the distribution of thou- 
sands of dollars. 


Curly Maple 

The forest service says thnt the 
cause of curly maple Is not entirely 
known. It appears to be an accidental 
phenomenon and It is believed that It 
Is not hereditary. Curly muple is se- 
cured from occasional white maple 
(sugar maple) trees among the stunds 
of white maple trees throughout the 
Lake states. In the curly maple vari- 
eties the bark curls Inward, forming 
a notch or depression. Experienced 
persons can Identify curly mnple trees 
by cutting into the bark. In the curly 
maple varieties little dimples or de- 
pressions will show in the wood. Curly 
maple can also he Identified from the 
ends of the logs. 


Water* From Icefield 

The stream which ends In the fa- 
mous Taknkkuw fulls In Yoho nation- 
al park, British Columbia, Is fed by 
the melting waters of the Wnputlk Ice- 
field which lies upon the summit of 
the Great divide. Flowing down the 
mountain for over half a mile It 
reaches the precipice that walls the 
east side of the Yoho valley. Here It 
takes a leap of 150 feet over the edge, 
then, gathering itself together, falls In 
a glorious curtain 1,000 feet down the 
face of the cliff, and finally tumbles 
In a magnificent cascade of 500 feet 
Into Yoho river. 


Life of a Sponge 

Sponges live their own lives ami eat 
their own food as other animals do. 
The separate existence of a sponge 
begins wheo a tiny particle, after be- 
ing whirled about for a time by ocean 
tides and currents, eventually attaches 
Itself to a piece of rock, and from 
that home It seeks its own livelihood. 
The food of Infant sponges consists of 
yolk cells, which contain a form of 
nourishment.

1800 the country became known as the 
Kingdom of Great Britain nnd Ireland.

BALD PATE HILL, NEWTON 
CENTRE 


Ernest B. Freeman of Newton has 
purchased a large tract of land on 
the very top of Bald Pate Hill. New- 
ton Centre, from Arnold Hartman. 
Trustee. The new owner has plans 
for a large colonial house, combina- 
tion lodge and garage. Bald Pate Hll! 
road, which Is now In the process of 
construction, starts tt the Junction 
of Brookline street, and Dudley road, 
and winds up the Hill and finally cir- 
cles the crest, so that Mr. Freeman’s 
property, which contains about 3V4 
acres, or 143.159 square feet to be 
exact, will have two frontages on the 
circle. 

It Is rather Interesting to know that 
Bald Pate Hill is the highest hill in 
Newton. A plan of the Town of New- 
ton, made in 1700, shows the hill and 
the Bald Pate meadows below. It was 
originally owned by Jonathan Hyde, 
who settled In Newton about 1647, and 
purchased 240 acres. He afterwards 
purchased with his brother, Deacon 
Samuel Hyde. 254 acres in 1652. In 
1698 he gave his son Jonathan a house 
and 50 acres of land in the meadows, 
fronting on what is now Dudley road, 
and In 1703 he gave the adjoining 56 
acres to his son John. 

In 1698 there Is recorded "an agree- 
ment between the proprietors of the 
Great Bald Pate Meadow to main- 
tain the dam and keep open the ditch 
through the meadow, everyone doing 
his part according to his proposition 
of the meadow land, and also to fence 
the meadow against swine, and great 
cattle.” On May 14, 1701, according 
to the Town’s records. It was "voted 
unanimously to build two school 
houses, one to set at the meeting 
house, 17 feet square besides chim- 
ney room, and another near Oak Hill, 
16 feet square besides the chimney 
room." 25 pounds was appropriated 
for both and the residue to be made 
up by subscriptions, one master to be 
hired to teach two-thirds of the time 
at the meeting-house school and one- 
third of the time at Oak Hill. Those 
that send children to school shall pav 
three pence per week for those who 
learn to read, and four pence for 
those that learn to write and cipher, 
and all sent to either school they may 
choose. Captain Prentiss, Lt. Spring 
and John Hyde were Joined with the 
Selectmen to build the school-house. 

In 1702 Jonathan Hyde gave to the 
Selectmen of Newton one-half acre 
of land bounded northeasterly by the 
highway to Dedham for the use and 
benefit of the school in the southerly 
part of the town. 

In 1880-1887 George A. Nickerson 
of railroad fame, purchased several 
farms Including Bald Pate Hill, which 
contained about 94 acres in all. in- 
tending to build a home there. 

This is the second sale of the prop- 
erty since It was acquired by the Nick- 
ersons, the flrst being when Arnold 
Hartman purchased it in 1922. 

The situation commands an exten- 
sive countryside view, the Blue Hills 
in the South, Wellesley in the West. 
Belmont and Lexington In the North 
and Brookline in the east, and it will 
be given over to larger combination 
town and country homes. 

Dr. William C. Egloff has purchased 
the land on the corner of Dudley road 
and Greenwood street in the Bald 
Pate Hill section of Newton. The 
lot has a frontage of about 200 feet 
on Dudley road and slightly more on 
Greenwood street, containing about 
one acre in all. A large Colonial 
house is now In the process of con- 
struction for the new owners, which 
will be finished in mid-summer. 
Louise T. Vignoles was the vendor 
and Henry W. Savage. Inc., the brok- 
ers in the transaction.

This re- 
fers to a robe, tlie sleeves of which 
were decorated with blue buttons from 
the elbow to the hand. When points 
and laces were Introduced In the Fif- 
teenth century, buttons fell out of 
favor, hut returned ns a luxury In 
the following century, nnd were so 
highly appreciated ns to he bequeathed 
In wills. A testator In a will dated 
1573 left to one John Woodzyle, “my 
doublet of frulte-cnnvns, and my hose 
with frieze breeches. Also, unto 
Strowde, my frieze jerkin with silk 
buttons. .'.Iso. to Symonde Blsshoppe 
the smith, my other frieze Jerkin with 
stone buttons." Gascoigne sang of 
"n bonnet buttoned with gold." — Knn 
sus City Times.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE LECTURE 


Frank Bell, C.S.B., Authorized Christian Science 
Lecturer, Speaks to Large Audience at First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, Newtonville. Lec- 
ture Will Be Repeated This Evening. 


Frank Dell C. S. B. of New York, 
a member of the Christian Science 
Board of Lectureship, delivered a lec- 
ture of unusual Interest, last evening, 
under the auspices of the Christian 
Science Church of Newton in the 
Church edifice corner of Walnut and 
Otis streets, Newtonville. The attend- 
ance was unusually large, completely 
filling the church and overflowing Into 
the lobbies. The lecture will be re- 
pented in the same place tills evening. 

The lecturer was Introduced by Fran- 
cis W. Davis, the First Reader of the 
Newton Church In these words: 

The two high spots In this current 
month are February 12th and Febru- 
ary 22nd, the days which are given to 
rejoicing over the accomplishments of 
two great figures in the history of 
the United States, George Washington 
nnd Abraham Lincoln. 

Through the years, the thought of 
the people has become reverent 
towards these two great men, — and 
why shouldn't It? Think of what they 
have done to free this country and Its 
people from bondage. Their names 
will ever stand, in spite of all calumny, 
for what Is best in our great nation. 

There is one other figure in Amer- 
ican history that stands out in like 
relief to Christian Scientists, for the 
work which she has done to free man- 
kind from bondage. 

Countless thousands in the brief 
span of fifty years, can testify to the 
freedom which they have gained from 
the bondage of sin and disease, 
through her great discovery. 

That the public may know the true 
facts about her discovery and the true 
facts about her Christian life and char- 
acter, the Manual of The Mother 
Church provides for a Board of Lec- 
tureship. 

The speaker of the evening is a 
member of that Board of Lectureship 
and is eminently qualified to address 
us on the subject “Christian Science.” 

It is now my happy privilege to In- 
troduce Mr. Frank Bell of New York. 

Mr. Bell spoke as follows: 

Christian Science does not propose 
that reality shall he either Ignored or 
changed. On the contrary its entire 
and only effort Is to bring to light the 
actual nature and character of all 
things. 

Christian Science concurs in the 
Scriptural assurance that “whatsoever 
God doetli, it shall be for ever," that 
“nothing can he put to it, nor any 
thing taken from it.” As defined by 
its Discoverer and Founder, Mary Ba- 
ker Eddy, on page fiS5 of her hook, 
“Science and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures," Christian Science is that 
“with which can ho discerned the spir- 
itual fact of whatever the material 
senses behold.” The reality which is 
reflected all about us is misinterpret- 
ed by the physical senses. 

What is needed is not to disregard 
or to alter reality hut so to correct 


the sense of things that the fact rath- 
er than the error shnll be revealed. 
Christian Science accomplishes this 
correction through prayer, through 
spiritualization of thought, through 
the cultivation of a state of mind that 
rejects false physical sense testimony 
and accepts the spiritual truth. 

Jesus frequently said that his sense 
of things was different from that of 
materially minded persons. This is 
especially noticeable in connection 
with his healing work. Being spiritu- 
ally minded, he saw the ten lepers ns 
clean, ready to show themselves to the 
priest. He saw the paralytic by Beth- 
esda pool as able to “arise and walk.” 
No question appears to have occurred 
to him as to whether the two blind 
men could see; they were questioned 
only as to their belief. To him Laza- 
rus and the daughter of Jairus were 
not dead but asleep. His statements on 
these and other like occasions show 
that he was conscious of the fact that 
through ills immaculate spiritual un- 
derstanding the physical sense evi- 
dence of evil was reversed and cast 
out. Such was the purity and strength 
of his realization that nothing but the 
good is true, that many earnest per- 
sons caught something of the “mind 
that was in Christ Jesus” and were 
lifted out of a sense of pain, deform- 
ity, sin. or lack. Not a fact was 
changed. 

Jesus knew that the kingdom of 
heaven was “at hand,” that it was a 
state of mind, and that one could be 
“instructed into” it, as he said. 

The Christian Scientist, a follower 
of the Master, strives for that purity 
of heart which sees God, good, where 
Impure material sense, impure because 
material, believes it sees that which Is 
unlike good. In the degree that he 
succeeds in spiritualizing his thought 
he finds that this activity is fruitful 
of health and other abundances. 

When Jesus declared, “She is not 
dead!” it is reported that “they 
laughed him to scorn,” as doubtless 
they did also when he uttered other 
denials of the so-called evidence of 
evil. The beginner in Christian Sci- 
ence may find something in his heart 
ridiculing his denial of physical sense 
testimony. But let him persist in his 
effort to afilrm the truth and reject 
the error, as a matter of systematic 
mental practice, and he will feel the 
invigorating effect of the readjustment 
of his thoughts to conformity with the 
divine nature. 

Jesus verified the prophecy of Isa- 
iah that he should not judge accord- 
ing to “the sight of his eyes" or “the 
hearing of Ills ears,” according to the 
material sense verdict. Since the time 
of Jesus the truth of being in contra- 
distinction to the human belief in evil 
has not been uttered with anything 
like the courageous clearness with 
which Mrs. Eddy has set it forth in 
her many writings. The purity of her 
realization of the basic rightness of 
reality increasingly appears to the ear- 
nest student. Christian Scientists 
therefore rejoice to acknowledge her 
spiritual leadership. They could no 
more consistently refrain from so do- 
ing than could the student of mathe- 
matics ignore the fact that the mind 
through which came the stately propo- 
sitions of Euclid was of a high order 
of logical nobility. Grapes are not the 
fruit of brambles. 

LIFE SPIRITUAL, NOT MATERIAL 

Tlte common belief about a man’s 
life is that he lives within a physical 
body, that his identity is located inside 
a material structure of flesh and 
hones. How life got Into the body, 
what keeps it there, how it is to get 
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out, and where It is to go when it 
gets out, are subjects of much specu- 
lation and little assurance. 

All human ills are associated with 
tlie sense of life in the flesh. Therein 
man Is supposed to live a precarious 
life and to die an inevitable death; 
therein art* his aches and pulns, Ills 
fears and disappointments, his sinful 
habits, devastating appetites, illusive 
pleasures. The sorrows and sufferings 
from which mortals pray to be deliv- 
ered all have to do directly or indi- 
rectly with tlie so-called corporeal, 
fleshly selfhood, including that which 
is culled the mind within the hotly. 
Christian Science, concerned with the 
overcoming of human ills, that the in- 
herent rightness of God's creation may 
appear, Invites men to consider the 
reasonableness of the proposition that 
since discord Is found only within the 
realm of physical sense, the way out 
of trouble lies through the taking on 
of a better sense. It Is possible to do 
this In a perfectly natural way. 

To hold to the belief that man lives 
inside of a material body one must 
well-nigh ignore the fact that actual 
life has not been found in the body. 
Each of the activities within the body 
can he truthfully described only as an 
effect of something else. If that some- 
thing else were Inside of the body It 
scarcely could have escaped detection 
by this time. 

The situation is Illumined by such 
statements as this from the Christian 
Science textbook. "Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures," by Mary 
Baker Eddy, page 208: “You embrace 
your body in your thought, and you 
should delineate upon it thoughts of 
health, not of sickness.” A moment’s 
consideration makes it plain that we 
do embrace our material body in our 
thoughts. Therefore both we and our 
thoughts must he in fact outside of 
that body. One could not well be in- 
side of that which he embraces. We 
contemplate our so-called physjcal 
selves from without, not from within. 

If man does not really live In the 
flesh, then clearly he ought not to go 
on believing that he does. Inspired 
thought beckons us out of materiality. 
In Genesis we are assured that true 
man is the image and likeness of in- 
finite Spirit. A psalm reminds us that 
we shall he satisfied when we awake 
in God’s likeness, the likeness of Spir- 
it. Isaiah urges, “Cease ye from man. 
whose breath is In his nostrils: for 
wherein Is he to he accounted of?" 
Jesus, commanding his followers to 
take no thought for the body, declares 
that real life, life eternal, is a state of 
mind, to know God aright. St. Paul, 
seeing that “they that are in the flesh 
cannot please God,” advises Chris- 
tians to cultivate a willingness "to be 
absent from the body, and to be pres- 
ent with the Lord." John, the Reve- 
lator. explains tlie possibility of be- 
holding new heaven and new earth, 
not material but spiritual, through 
mental purification. 

Christian Science tenches nnd 
proves that to lift one’s sense of iden- 
tity nnd reality up out of the flesh 
into infinite Spirit promotes health 
and harmony. Tints Christian Science 
restores t lint which was lost. Chris- 
tian healing. 

Life was no mystery to Jesus. "It 
is tlie spirit that quickenetli; the flesh 
profitetli nothing.” said he. Tlie sick 
are healed and sinners are reformed 
through learning to look outside of 
tlie flesh for that true spiritual anima- 
tion which alone is capable of main- 
taining the universe and all that is 
therein. 

To tlie Master evidently it was clear 
that health is primarily a state of 
thought and only secondarily or inci- 
dentally a condition of body or matter. 
To him the sick were those "whom 
Satan hath fiound.” the Satan whom 
lie described as "liar, and the father 
of it." a self-constituted lie or false 
sense, having “no truth” in it. Both 
the casting out of devils, sick, deluded 
beliefs, and the spiritual quickening 
of those who came to he healed were 
accomplished through the operation of 
the Mind that was in Christ Jesus, as 
St. Paul describes it. Those who were 
healed were those whose hearts were 
open to the regenerative influence of 
that mind or sense which perceived 
and reflected tlie absolute truth con- 
cerning God's creation. 

TRUE SENSE VERSUS FALSE 

The teachings of Christian Science 
coincide with the affirmations of the 
Scriptures that all tilings were made 
by God. that without Him was not 
anything made, that God saw, com- 
prehended creation in Its entirety, nnd 
it was very good. 

The Bible also avers that everything 
that was made not only was In the 
beginning perfect and complete, hut is 
now aiftl everlastingly will he perfect 
and complete. In the words of Ec- 
clesiastes. "Whatsoever God doetli. It 
shnll ho for ever: nothing can he put 
to It. nor any tiling taken from it.” 

These declarations are true, not 
only because they appear In the Bi- 
ble; they are true because they could 
not possibly he untrue. Reason and 
logic allinn the sublimely simple pro- 
position that the Intelligence and ahil- 
it V to create a universe imply the in- 
telligence and ability to create It 
aright. 

But while revelation and reason 
agree as to the unanswerable fact, hu- 
man sense argues through a thousand 
daily experiences that discord, fear, 
sin. and disease, myriad forms nnd 
phases of evil, do exist, aiu a part of 
nctnnlltv: that creation, if n ever was 
good and right, was not sufficiently 
good and right to remain forever good 
nnd right. 

There is conflict, in other words, ho 
tween pure reason and human experi- 
ence. Neither the unstable theories 


of muterinl science, the blind hopes 
of superficial religion, nor the stupid 
forgetfulness of sensualism will solve 
tills problem. 

Fortunately, in all ages there have 
been prophets and seers who were not 
wholly deceived by the apparently 
overwhelming material sense testi- 
mony on the wrong side. In the nine- 
teenth century a woman saw the 
incongruity between the truth of be- 
ing and experiences of human life. 
She saw that perfect God and imper- 
fect man could not both be true. Im- 
perfection could not be real unless 
God, the creator of all, is its author. 
Imperfect creation could be the prod- 
uct only of imperfect creator. To her 
the question was clear-cut and unes- 
capahle. Her answer was such as 
would be inevitable from one who 
loved God whole-heartedly and pure- 
mlndedly as did Mary Baker Eddy. In 
hor textbook, "Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures,” page 113, 
she writes: “According to the Scrip- 
ture, I find that God is true, ‘but every 
[mortal] man a liar.’ ” The sense of 
tilings that denies the perfection of 
God and His creation is false. 

When Mrs. Eddy learned that it is 
the physical senses which presume to 
take Issue with God's perfection, she 
saw that it is the impressions of these 
senses which constitute what the Bi- 
ble terms the “carnal mind," that "is 
enmity against God.” If God's man is 
all right, the mind or sense which 
says that he Is partly wrong Is a lying 
mind, a false sense. Mrs. Eddy calls 
tills false sense of things mortal mind, 
to distinguish it from Immortal Mind, 
which latter is properly spelled with 
a capital M. for it is a true synonym 
for God. When Paul declared that sal- 
vation should be found in taking on 
the Mind that was in Christ Jesus, he 
knew that Jesus had repudiated the 
so-called mind or sense of things that 
accepted any evidence of reality in 
aught unlike the nature of God. 

Mortal mind must be put off. Why? 
Because it Is composed of that materi- 
al sense which is unable to resist the 
temptation to believe that mindless, 
inert, nonintelligent matter has the 
capacity within Itself to think, to act, 
to live; to believe that man. therefore, 
is not the image and likeness of God, 
Spirit, but is a physical mechanism. 
Mortal mind consists of the thoughts 
that it thinks. Therefore, as the Bible 
declares, “we wrestle not against flesh 
and blood." We are engaged in a 
warfare against wrong thinking. The 
true sense is spiritual and its fruits 
are the opposite of sin and death. 

APPLICATION IS SIMPLE 

“Become conscious for a single mo- 
ment that Life and intelligence are 
purely spiritual. — neither in nor of 
matter, — and the body will then utter 
no complaints," writes Mrs. Eddy on 
page 14 of Science and Health. How 
is one to acquire that consciousness? 
By diligent right thinking. You are 
master of your thought, if you so 
choose. Your affairs, of body. mind, 
surroundings, are the coincident ex- 
pression of your thought. 

If you will begin, as a systematic 
daily mental practice, to contemplate 
the essential nature of God. as best 
you can conceive of Him. and definite- 
ly and in an orderly fashion to affirm 
in your thought the reality of God’s 
nature: if you will in like manner sys- 
tematically and persistently deny the 
essential reality of all that is unlike 
the nature of Infinite Spirit: if you 
will do this not as a matter of vain 
repetition, hut with an earnest striv- 
ing to bring Into this activity some 
degree of conscious realization of the 
actual presence and power of God. op- 
erating In and through you to bring 
into expression the essentials of His 
nature, you will llnd that, asking 
bread, you will not he given a stone. 

You will find, if your experience 
does not differ from that of count- 
less thousands of your fellow-men. 
that the setting into operation of these 
processes of Chrlstlanly scientific 
thinking will begin to he made mani- 
fest in most practical ways in your 
experience, in healing of sickness, 
overcoming of sin, mastery of luck, 
suppression of discord, elimination of 
fear. There Is rich reward in taking 
your stand mentally on the side of the 
good God and His good creation. 

There is in reality nothing tlie mat- 
ter with God or His creation. The 
trouble is with our sense of things. 
We need to take on the Mind that was 
in Christ Jesus, which enabled him to 
say with absolute conviction. "Be ve 
therefore perfect, even as your Father 
which is in heaven is perfect." We 
need not merely to believe this the- 
oretically. hut to affirm It practically, 
to hurl it as a spiritual weapon 
against the arguments of Imperfection, 
as did thi> Master. 

The medicine of the Great Physician 
was denial of error and affirmation of 
truth. Those whose hearts opened to 
his teaching were mentally purified 
and stimulated, and the outward ef- 
fects were manifest. By tills purely 
spiritual process the sick were healed, 
the lame walked, the dumb spake, the 
blind saw, tlie dead were raised. And 
tlie method was always tlie same— 
the definite rule of imperfection de- 
nied. perfection affirmed. "He sent 
his word, and healed them." Here

was such clear realization of the fact 
of perfection that mere belief in the 
supposition of imperfection faded out 
of consciousness. 

The rediscovery of the Christ 
method of healing, the setting forth 
of the simple rule and method by 
which this healing may be accom- 
plished, and the establishment of a 
church to protect her discovery for 
the benefit of mankind, these affirm, 
and will Increasingly affirm, the great- 
ness of Mary Baker Eddy. Through 
her pure love for God and man mil- 
lions have been blessed with health, 
strength, abundance. Joy. and peace, 
such as they had believed impossible. 

This Science quickly verifies Itself 
In the experience of the earnest stu- 
dent. It is like mathematics in that 
respect. A few simple applications of 
the very first rules will prove the Prin- 
ciple and inspire the confidence neces- 
sary to further progress. The rule of 
addition does not solve the higher 
mathematical problem, but does as- 
sure it. In the Christian Science text- 
book, "Science and Health with Key 
to the Scriptures." by Mrs. Eddy, is 
set forth the method hv which the all- 
incluslve fact of being may be appre- 
hended. 

THE OVERCOMING OF LACK 

Christian Science heals poverty in 
the same manner that sickness and 
sin are healed, through “the renew- 
ing of tlie mind,” as St. Paul puts it. 
Inspired writers repeatedly have as- 
serted that thought adjusted to the 
divine nature will bear fruit "after its 
kind.” Jesus gave the unfailing rule 
for success when he said, “Seek ye 
lrst the kingdom of God. and his right- 
eousness; and all these things shall he 
added unto you.” This kingdom, the 
Master said, is "within you.” and "at 
hand:" therefore the individual Chris- 
tian has the right to feel that the es- 
sential completeness of reality is pres- 
ent, not absent, and only needs to be 
realized in order to be enjoyed. 

A divinely intelligent and loving 
creator has not made a man to be 
impoverished any more than to be sick 
or sinful. Poverty, like disease and 
sin. involves a mistaken sense of God 
and His work. The evil quality of pov- 
erty is not that it makes men suffer 
but that it misrepresents God. The 
Christian aim in overcoming poverty, 
as in healing sickness and sin. is to 
the glory of God. Mere getting of 
money would not glorify God, hut the 
demonstration of power over material 
things through spiritual understanding 
does “magnify the Lord.” The writer 
of Genesis affirms that divine Spirit 
has given man dominion over earthly 
things. Jesus proved this to he true 
and said his followers should do like- 
wise. 

One who for many years had been 
distressingly limited in income or sal- 
ary found himself trying vainly to use 
his early glimpses of Christian Sci- 
ence to enlarge the salary by some 
mysterious process. Finally he saw 
that what needed to be enlarged first 
was his understanding of man as 
God’s image and likeness. It was his 
narrow, pinched sense of self that was 
bringing forth “after its kind" in his 
personal experience. Cultivating a 
larger and more spiritual concept of 
God and man. as he learned to do in a 
perfectly natural way through the 
teachings of Christian Science, he 
soon found this clarified vision re- 
flected In his affairs. Men and things 
began to manifest an unmistakable 
tendency to help rather than to hin- 
der. Unexpected opportunities ap- 
peared and unsuspected capacities 
came to light. Human relationships 
became more fruitful of good, after 
the manner of true brotherhood. 

Christian Science cannot he used 
for the mere acquisition of money or 
other material things, hut it is suc- 
cessfully employed to the overcoming 
of that abnormal sense of lack which 
is the result of ignorance of spiritual 
substance nnd which In turn bears 
fruit in human fear and poverty. 

Masters - of materialitv is the secret 
of wealth and health. It is the mas- 
tery that comes to light in daily ex- 
perience through the Christinnly sci- 
entific cultivation of spirltual minded- 
ness. 

REALITY BROUGHT TO LIGHT , 

Christian healing Is becoming less | 
mysterious to those who see. as men 
are increasingly seeing, that so-called 
material objects are objects in sense | 
or thought, not outside of thought or 
sense, nnd that this is true of the in- ! 
dividual object called a physical per- I 
son and of the aggregated object I 
called a person's affairs. Modern dis- 
covery and invention reveal a disinct j 
trend away from many long-entrenched ; 
beliefs in the so-called substantial 
qualities of materiality. Liberated i 
thought is being prepared to accept | 
Mrs. Eddy's teaching, that “There is ; 
no life, truth, intelligence, nor sub- I 
stance in matter. All Is infinite Mind I 
and its infinite manifestation, for God I 
| is All-in-all” (Science and Health, p. 
j 468). 

St. Paul did not require a laboratory , 
In order to he convinced that the flesh. ' 
materiality, "cannot inherit the king- i 
doin of God." that is. has no place in j 
reality. He was sufficiently Christian 
to see that there could be no essen- 
tial reality in that which does not con- 
form to the simple logic that the cre- 
ation of n good creator is good. It 
was this Christian purity of thought 
which enabled Paul to be a distill- 
] gutshed healer of the sick, after the 
. manner of his great Master. Ills em- 
phatic reminder to the Athenians that 
"we live, and move, and have our be 
lug'' in God. in infinite Spirit, revealed 
a state of mind through which heal- 
ing inspslratlon would naturally radi- 


ate to those who were suffering from 
the discordant effects of the belief 
that man lives in the unlikeness of 
Spirit, namely, in the flesh. 

In the nineteenth century lived a 
woman whose love for God was so 
pure and true that she gladly accepted 
the divine commission to declare to 
this age the omnipresence of God’s 
goodness and the consequent unreality 
of whatever is unlike the goodness of 
God. Mary Baker Eddy could not have 
discovered the Science of Christianity 
had she not been willing truly to fol- 
low him of whom it was prophetically 
said, “He shall not judge after the 
sight of his eyes, neither reprove after 
the hearing of his ears: . . . and 
he shall smite the earth with the rod 
of his mouth.” A mere theory of 
Christianity might affirm the goodness 
of God and seek to ignore appearances 
to the contrary. The actual Science 
of Christianity must not only assert 
the goodness of God, but must “smite 
the earth” in proof of God’s goodness, 
teaching its adherents how to reverse 
the suggestions of physical sense, 
which otherwise would deny that the 
cause of reality is either wise or good. 

THE NATURE OF EVIL 

There need be no perplexity in re- 
gard to Mrs. Eddy’s use of the term 
"animal magnetism" on the part of 
those who accept understanding^ her 
statement, on page 103 of Science and 
Health, that “As named in Christian 
Science, animal magnetism or hypnot- 
ism is the specific term for error, or 
mortal mind.” 

Mrs. Eddy has not undertaken to in- 
vent a new kind of evil, nor is the 
student of Christian Science invited 
to substitute a mental devil for a phy- 
sical one. He Is invited to use the 
term aniihal magnetism as “the spe- 
cific term for error,” because to do so 
will help him to adjust his thought in- 
telligently to the problems of evil as 
they appear in his human experience. 

Christianity teaches, according to 
St. Paul, that man lives, moves, and 
has his being in God. in infinite Spirit. 
Christians presumably accept St. 
Paul's statement that “they that are 
in the flesh cannot please God." Spir- 
itual existence alone is in accord with 
the design of Deity. 

Good mbn and women in all times 
have yearned for the realization of 
spiritual existence, but have found it 
difficult to resist the attraction of a. 
sense of life not in God. Spirit, but in" 
animal flesh, which, according to the 
Scriptures, "lusteth against the Spir- 
it." Like St. Paul they could say: 
“With the mind I mvseif serve the 
law of God: but with the flesh the law 
of sin." 

The specific term for anything is 
the term which reveals its exact or 
particular nature. Christian Scien- 
tists find that the use of the term "an- 
imal magnetism” as “the specific term 
for error” helps them to understand 
that evil is a false and fraudulent at- 
traction of the sense of life from 
Spirit to the flesh, and that outside 
of the mesmeric illusions of this false 
and fraudulent sense there is and can 
be no field of operation for evil men- 
tal influences or tendencies. Thus the 
student learns that evil is not a mys- 
terious something to be either feared or 
ignored, but a common impulse of the 
mortal mind, or fleshly sense, to be 
overcome.* Through meeting and mas- 
tering this fraudulent impulse, on the 
basis of the essential rightness of God 
and His creation, the scientific Chris- 
tian makes himself a channel for di- 
vine Love, which is the specific term 
for the only spiritually real impulse, 
influence, attraction, or law. Thus he 
becomes a Christian healer. 

RESISTING FALSE INFLUENCE 

The activity of Christian Science is 
not of the nature of mental suggestion 


Impose one human will upon another. 
Much that is Involved In the so-called 
laws of evil and disease in human ex- 
perience can be traced to some such 
wrong mental activity or mental mal- 
practice. Jesus denounced human will 
and proclaimed the will of God to be 
the only real will-power. That rule 
brought healing to the sick nineteen 
centuries ago. and It brings healing to 
the sick to-day. 

The rule, “Not my will, but thine, be 
done,” is, of course, the rule of per- 
fection. God's will is perfect. Thought 
that is open to the fundamental right- 
ness of being catches something of the 
spiritual Import of Jesus' teaching, 
and this improved state of mind man- 
ifests Itself, after its kind, in outward 
conditions and affairs. Jesus must 
have meant this when he said regard- 
ing one of his healings, "Thy faith 
hath made thee whole.” His affirma- 
tion of God’s will that man' is per- 
fect had encountered a measure of ac- 
ceptance, and that improved state of 
mind which he named faith, expressed 
itself in a corresponding state of body, 
as states of mind never fail to do. 
The scientific relationship between 
state of mind and state of health is 
affirmed and reaffirmed in the Scrip- 
tures. 

The study and application of Chris- 
tian Science will stimulate one’s nat- 
ural capacity to reject the mental sug- 
gestions of evil and so to counteract 
their effects. Christian healing will 
thus be seen to be the result of the 
adjustment of thought to the nature 
of God and His good creation. St. 
James must have been aware of this 
when he admonished those who were 
sick to seek healing through the 
prayer of the righteous. Mrs. Eddy 
was spiritually minded enough to pray 
in that manner and to teach others 
to do likewise. She devoted herself 
to that loving mission from the time 
that she discovered Christian Science. 

DISPOSING OF A NEGATION 
Having accepted the Scriptural as- 
surance that the author of all reality 
is good, and the creator of that only 
which is good, the Christian Scientist 
does not shun the logical conclusion 
that evil is not an entity. The teach- 
ing of Christian Science, that evil is 
primarily a negation, may be illustra- 
ted by the negativeness of the evil 
called ignorance. 

The schools are devoted to the over- 
coming of ignorance, yet they do not 
regard it as something. No time is 
wasted in the schools in trying to in- 
struct any one as to the origin or ele- 
ments of ignorance. If a pupil were 
to demand to know who made ignor- 
ance. where it came from and what 
it consists of. he would have to be 
told that nobody made ignorance, it 
does not come from anywhere, nor 
does it consist of anything. The edu- 
cator knows that ignorance is not the 
presence of something but the absence 
of something, in other words a pure 
negation. Knowledge of the essntial 
negativeness of ignorance does not 
tempt the educator to ignore the ef- 
fects of the negation. 

One who has gone to school could 
not consistently say that it is im- 
possible to comprehend the idea of a 
purely negative evil, a mere nothing, 
which vet needs to be positively and 
vigorously handled and overcome. 
Christian Scientists accept the defini- 
tion of evil or devil as given by the 
Master, namely, that it is "a liar, and 
the father of it," and has "no truth” 
in it: in other words, a self-constituted 
lie. utterly devoid of truth. 

Jesus' practice was consistent with 
his preaching as regards the nature of 
evil. The essential nothingness of evil 
need not be accepted as a mere the- 
ory: it can be proved in many ways 
by those who are willing to adjust 
their daily thinking to this rule, as 
explained in the Christian Science 
or hypnotism. Jesus expounded the I textbook. “Science and Health with 
rule. "Not my will, but thine, be done." Key to the Scriptures." by Mary Baker 
The effort of mental suggestion is to i Eddy.

The 
stury and vigorous Jean Richepin. who 
reproached Paul Bourget for drinking 
nothing but water, used to do twenty 
minutes of gymnastic exercise before 
sitting down to work, nnd Mistral 
could only write poetry after a sharp 
walk. Ernest Renan used to stare Into 
tlie palm of his hand ns If his Ideas 
ennie from there. Ralzac, who could 
ent with a gargantuan appetite when 
lie had finished working, needed the 
help neither of wine nor tobacco, 
which he delested. although Lamar- 
tine falsely accused him of showing 
teeth blackened hy the nicotine of 
cigars. Chateaubriand, when he dic- 
tated to Ills secretary, used to walk 
barefoot tip nnd down the cold stone 
floor of his room.

QUAKER LANE 


To tlie Editor, 

Dear Sir: 

Some weeks ago you printed an ar- 
ticle in reference to "Quaker Lane" 
of Boston. Last week. Wednesday, 
tlie Street Commissioners of Boston 
granted a hearing, and since there was 
no opposition, “Quaker Lane" is again 
oil the map of Boston. 

What is now known as Congress 
Square is to he Quaker Lane. Con- 
gress Square runs from Congress 
street along side of tlie Monks’ Build- 
ing, which Is No. 35. From 1710 to 
1825, there stood, where the Monks’ 
Building now is, tlie Friends Meeting 
House. They had a plot of land 55 
feet front and 160 feet deep, which is 
practically from Congress street to 
Devonshire street in tlutt block. Con- 
gress Square also enters from State 
street. Just opposite the State House, 
and from Devonshire street in tlie 
rear of tlie first building on State 
street, which gives n rear entrance to 
all those buildings in tlie -block, 
hounded by State, Water, Congress 
and Devonshire. 


Tlie last surviving member of this 
Meeting was one Ebenezer Pope, a 
tailor, and It was his custom in his 
lust days to carry the key of the 
Meeting House, und faithfully open 
the door and enter on the first (Sun 
duyi und fourth ( Wednesday) days or 
tlie week. He left IiIh library, und Ur 
residue of Ills estate to the Boston 
Monthly Meeting of Friends. This 
fund hes grown und still exists, n 
was for the purpose of building an 
Alms House for members of Boston 
Monthly Meeting. So fur, there have 
not been siilltclent Friends in need to 
•(instruct such a building, and the fun i 
continues to Increase.

There Is no street in the City of 
Newton more in need of resurfacing 
than Washington street. It Is used 
more for local traffic than any main 
highway In this city. Starting at the 
Brighton line. It runs through the 
business sections of Newton Corner. 
Newtonville, West Newton and New- 
ton Lower Falls. It has been in poor 
condition for a number of years. It 
is constantly growing worse. Last 
year citizens were assured by the City 
Government that the abandoned trucks 
of the Middlesex 4i Boston Street 
Railway would be removed from 
Washington street without undue de- 
lay and tlie long needed improvement 
of the street made. Comparatively 
short stretches of tracks were re- 
moved at Newton and West Newton. 
The remainder of the tracks still re- 
main. The archaic type of tar per- 
meated macadamized surface on this 
street contains thousands of patches. 

Because of the intention of the 
Metropolitan Commission to lay a 60- 
inch water main along Washington 
street from Waltham street. West 
Newton, to Peabody street, Newton, 
It Is probable now that the long need- 
ed repairs on Washington street will 
not be mnde until the huge main will 
have been laid. If the laying of this 
big pipe were to be done within the 
coming summer It would be the sen- 
sible thing for the city to defer im- 
proving Washington street until the 
water project had been finished. But, 
if tills work is not to be done in the 
near future by the Metropolitan Wa- 
ter Commission. Washington street 
should not he allowed to continue in 
its present condition. 


Over a year ago the Board of Al- 
dermen. deferring to patrons of the 
Community Theatre, changed the traf- 
fic ordinances so that parking In the 
business section at Newton would be 
unrestricted from 7 p. m. until 7 a. m. 
except on Saturday nights and nights 
before holidays. On such nighta the 
parking was to be limited to 30 min- 
utes so that customers of the stores 
at Newton Corner would have oppor- 
tunity for parking facilities while 
shopping. Police Chief Burke did not 
favor the change from the 30 minutes 
limit to unrestricted night parking be- 
cause he contended that autoists would 
not obey the restrictions on Saturday 
nights. He was correct. For a num- 
ber of Saturday nights the police have 
been tagging the cars of those auto- 
ists who ignore the rights of the New- 
ton Corner merchants and their cus- 
tomers by parking automobiles during 
the length of the theatre perform- 
ances. Either the Saturday night 
parking restriction will be obeyed or 
it is probable that the former 30 min- 
utes restriction will be put into effect 
every night. The business men at 
Newton Corner pay high rents and 
are entitled to fair consideration. 


A fitting tribute to the memory of 
John C. Chaffin would lie the perpetu- 
ation of tlie rose garden lie loved so 
well. Tills garden should he fenced 
in by tlie city and properly cared for. 

One practical way for Newton to ob- 
serve the tercentenary is to repair 
and complete tlie memorial to John 
Eliot in tlie valley between Nonan- 
tum and Wabtyi Hills. Tills is tlie 
site of Eliot’s first mission to tlie 
Indians and it is commemorated In the 
official seal of the City of Newton.

Massachusetts. 

It was surprising what an Impor- 
tant factor wood is In our dally life 
as explained by Mr. Cook, as it en- 
ters into practically everything we 
use each day. It Is one of the few 
resources which is abundant In New 
England, two-thirds of the land being 
covered with some kind of foreBt 
growth. Nevertheless, a great deal 
of wood is now coming to New Eng- 
land from tlie Pacific Northwest and 
strenuous effort is being made 
by the State Forestry Department to 
maintain our wood supply. 

There are between two and three 


thousand forest fires a yonr in Massa- 
chusetts, principally due to careless- 
ness, and the Commonwealth has es- 
tablished rorty-three watch towers 
and maintains a large crew and fire 
fighting equipment that work In con 
Junction with the District Fire War- 
dens to suppress tills needlesH Iohs of 
Oltr forest lands. 

There are forty-five Stnte forests 
In Massachusetts and $350,000.00 por 
year Is spent In this work. An ap- 
propriation has Just been made of 
$26,000.00 for the relief of the unem- 
ployed in Massachusetts at tlie pres- 
ent time. This will give work for 
severnl months to three hundred men. 

Karl W. Switzer, who lias been con- 
fined to his home for the past two 
months, was present at the meeting 
on Monday, and the members of the 
Club were greatly pleased to have 
him with them again.

The Mather Class 


Doctor Oeorge B. Cressey lectured 
on “Looking at America from Over- 
sells” last Sunday morning nt the reg- 
ular weekly meeting of the Mather 
Class at the Newton Centre Woman's 
Cltth House. 

Doctor Cressey has been in China 
for six years, and now, upon his re- 
turn to America, he finds many signi- 
ficant changes. Such a long absence 
gives one a detached viewpoint. When 
you are a long way off. perched on a 
camel crossing the Gobi Desert, you 
have plenty of time for reflection. 
You are outside of your old familiar 
environment, and this makes It pos- 
sible to get a perspective and think 
back and think through the problems 
that face America. 

Here in America we have had a 
superabundance of land. Between 26° 
and 55° North Latitude is loented what 
is geographically one of the most

attractive sections of the world for a 
homeland. There Is no place In the 
world with so ninny advantages for 
development. In 1858 Abraham Lin- 
coln said, In a campaign speech, that 
we were going to free the slaves. A 
man Interrupted and said that he was 
a free white farmer. What did he 
get? Lincoln replied that he should 
hnve land. In 1802 the Homestend 
Act was passed, by which anyone who 
wanted to settle on the land and work 
It could have 160 acres. We even 
gave the railroads land ns an induce- 
ment to extend their lines. 

Now the good, free land is gone. 
There is a lot of land In Nevada and 
Utah that is useless until expensive 
Irrigation and reclamation projects 
have been completed. 

We are fortunate In possessing vast 
mineral wealth. We have over half 
the coal In the world, most of the 
Iron, 2-3 of the petroleum, and the 
hulk ot the world’s copper. About all 
that we lack are tin and nickel. We 
hnve pretty much everything else that 
is necessary for our material devel- 
opment. Other nations lack many 
things, and so their Industrial devel- 
opment In necessarily retarded. Our 
forests and water power are only par- 
ttnlly developed. Soil, climate, min- 
eral wealth, and many other fortun- 
ate factors have entered Into our de- 
velopment. , 

A Chinese student, coming to this 
country for the first time, told Doctor 
Cressey that she was surprised nt our 
vlllnges and country life, with the 
simple homes and home life. It was 
a strange revelation. Universal edu- 
cation was another cause of astonish- 
ment. Every library that she visited 
had Its section for children with a 
collection of children's hooks. All 
this interested her because it was so 
different from what she had known 
before she came here. These were 
high lights In her experience. 

America has made enormous prog- 
ress In the development of comfort 
and the things that make life pleasant. 
The country has gradually (tiled up. 
Free land has been practically ex- 
hausted. New railroads are not need- 
ed. We have accumulated a surplus 
of energy and capital. We were a 
self contained country until the Great 
War. We were so busy growing up 
that we were not greatly concerned 
about the rest of the world. Now we 
hnve grown up and begun to spill over. 
Our exports go everywhere. The 
electric power and light facilities 
at Shanghai, China, were recently 
purchased by Americans for millions 
of dollars. Our Interests are all over 
the planet. We are concerned In the 
political, social, and economic devel- 
opment of other countries. There is 
talk about our indulging in some sort 
of leadership of other parts of the 
world. Doctor Cressey did not de- 
velop this subject and distinguish be- 
tween t lie different kinds of leader- 
ship, such as, where we are invited 
or requested to solve somebody else's 
transient problems, or where we may 
crash In with ideas of our own where 
we are not wanted. This is a large 
subject nnd a most delicate one. 

Doctor Cressey elaborated upon 
three major problems of the utmost 
importance, which must necessarily 
engage our best attention here at 
home. Our success In handling these 
matters will be Important factors in 
determining what sort of influence wc 
may have on the world at large. 

All three are problems which in- 
volve our methods of handling the 
following three kinds of surpluses: 

1. Surplus of capital. 

2. Surplus of energy. 

3. Surplus of leisure. 

The first surplus relates to money. 
Wo have more money than anybody 
else in the world. That alone is a 
problem. Absentee ownership is be- 
coming more and more of a menace. 
When farms are owned by city folks, 
you have the owner interested In 
nothing but Ills Income and the tenant 
caring for nothing but Immediate, 
quick profits. The situation is not 
good for the farm or the nation. We 
have great corporations composed of 
hordes of stockholders, who want 
their dividends, hut who know little 
and care less about the industry and 
the details of management. It would 
do the individual stockholder little 
good to attempt to do anything about 
his company because of his small 
stock Interest. This separation of 
ownership and management Is creat- 
ing a steadily increasing difficulty in 
modern American life. 

Our second surplus Is energy or 
ability. We hnve plenty. What shall 
we do with It? Hitherto we have 
used it te cut down the primeval for- 
ests. build railroads, erect bridges, 
‘etc. Most of this development Is all 
done now. In New England we have 
gathered the many stones in our fields 
find built stone walls with them to 
gel them out of the way. There are 
not many more stones to move. Now- 
adays we work hard to make money 
and then require an excessive reaction 
from our excessive exertions. We go 
on a tear for pleasure. Perhaps wo 
might well ponder the habit » of those 
people who take their pleasure In 
their tasks. Such folks do not have 
to run off to the movies the moment 
the whistle blows to quit work. It 
is perfectly true that there 1 h little 
thrill In typewriting or In composing 
letters In which one bus no personal 
interest. It is. however, of grout Im- 
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portnnee to strive, at least, to per- 
form some creative tasks for the well- 
being of society and thus use our en- 
ergy, which Is going to waste,' for 
something worth while. 

Our third surplus Is leisure. If 
the 5-day week Is generally adopted, 
and that In turn becomes a 4-day 
week, what are wc going to do with 
all that spnro time?

NEWTON HOSPITAL 


The number of patients in the hos- 
pital is still high. After rising to the 
record of 190 on the. 7th of February, 
it dropped gradually to 158 on the 
16th. and then started climbing again 
until there were 181 on the 23rd. Of 
the number in the house on the 22nd 
76 paid as much as cost of care, or 
more, 53 paid less than cost of care, 
and 49 were treated free of charge. 
19 babies were born, 9 girls and 10 
boys. 115 visits were made to the 
out-patient department, and 9 to the 
eye clinic. 7 accident cases were ad- 
mitted. 5 calls were made by the 
social worker, and 4 patients were 
transported by the social service car. 

On Monday evening, February 24th 
the Newton Hospital Staff met at the 
Hospital. The program for the eve- 
ning included the showing of a film 
by the Davis and Geek Company, “The 
Surgical Treatment of Peptic Ulcers." 

Of the seven accident cases treated 
during the past week only 1 was an 
automobile accident; a woman suffer- 
ing from a fractured leg. Three men 
were admitted for various injuries: 
one with lacerations and a severed 
tendon of the left index finger caused 
with an electric saw. one with a sliver 
of wood in the palm of his hand, and 
the third suffering from cold and 
hunger, and a question of pneumonia. 
Two girls were admitted, one with a 
fractured leg caused when a heavy- 
crate fell on it, and the other with a 
piece of a needle in the palm of her 
hand. One boy was admitted suffer- 
ing from first degree burn of ills face 
received when a gas tank exploded in 
his face.

A FTER all the fuss and feathers, 
London naval limitation confer- 
ence is not going to limit anything. 
The nations wid go on building, ae big 
fleets as they can afford, except Uncle 
Sam, who, kind Heaven knows why, 
will be told how many he may build. 

Building costs here much more than 
in Europe. Our bill for warships will 
be about one billion dollars, a large 
sum to spend on targets for air bombs. 

Half that amount spent on subma- 
rines and fighting airships, useful for 
air mail in peace, would make this 
country really safe. 


The French Government is building 
secretly a "mystery” plane to fly frtjm 
Paris to New York, returning Lind- 
bergh’s visit, in much shorter time. 
France spends 1,500,000 francs on the 
ship, only $60,000. 

One thousand such ships would cost 
sixty million dollars, less than a tenth 
of our proposed warship bill. 

Can you imagine how polite the out- 
side world would be, if we had 1,000 
airships able to visit, bomb and gas 
their capital cities, and an adequate 
fleet of submarines, to look after hos- 
tile shipping? 

After a few non-stop flights are 
made across the Atlantic and Pacific, 
in our direction, our government may 
realize that it has duties more impor- 
tant than carrying out the orders of 
Great Britain. 


Mr. Louis Pierson, of New York's 
Irving Trust Company, delights in an- 
noying burglars. He built, far under- 
ground. below his new 50-story build- 
ing. a safety vault lined with tough- 
est steel, thick as the ancient walls 
of Jerusalem. It is the biggest vault 
in the world except those of our Re- 
serve Bank and the Bank of England. 

Now he surrounds his steel walls 
with a thick layer of water, so that 
the poor bank burglar, even If he were 
able to break through the heavy steel, 
would have to do his work in a diving 
suit, most awkward for handling dy- 
namite and drills.

as a residence nnd move into an apart- 
ment in Boston. It might seem that 
one could manage to remain in New- 
ton and still do business in Boston, 
but the circumstances precluded such 
an arrangement in this man's case. 
Only the other day I met him and 
found how loyal he was to the old 
home town. 

Perhaps I would not have been so 
greatly impressed had not I listened 
to the criticism of the dissatisfied 
one a few days before. The lament 
was so sincere that I began to think 
that all the nice tilings I have thought 
about Newton were all wrong and 
it was a place from which one should 
flee at the earliest opportunity. I was 
told that it was “dead", that "there 
was never any excitement." that "peo- 
ple went to bed at nine o'clock" and 
all those terrible offences. 

It was refreshing therefore, to hear 
somebody say lie missed Newton and 
its people; that its attractions were 
so numerous that one could lie per- 
fectly happy if one never left the 
place. These and other tributes were 
paid to our city by one who had only 
fondest memories of his associations 
and residence here. His one wish 
that he might come back to Newton 
for the remainder of his days. 

Take these two cases and see if you 
can tell which of the two you would 
prefer to meet and visit with for an 
evening. 


Nothing, in my opinion, is quite like 
the open-air hand concert. By the way, 
there will be a great many more this 
Summer throughout the State due to 
the fact that the Legislature has made 
provision therefor. It seems to have 
been generally agreed that part of 
the celebration of the tercentenary 
of the founding of tfie Massachusetts 
Bay Colony should be public concerts 
of band music. Not only have in- 
creased funds been put aside for con- 
certs in the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission parks but also authority has 
been given cities and towns to appro- 
priate money for their own. 

I suppose that in the Winter we 
must be satisfied with indoor band 
concerts, either those given by Sousa 
or some other bandmaster in Sympho- 
ny or Mechanics building or broad- 
cast from the leading radio stations. 
Still, these cannot arouse as much en- 
thusiasm as an outdoor gathering in 
the Summer. I can testify that the 
concerts given on the Watertown side 
of the Charles river reservation at- 
tract many. It is pleasant to listen 
to the music as it floats across the 
river. Band music is good anywhere 
and Sunday concerts, I know from ob- 
servation. go as big on the shores of 
the Bay of Biscay as they do at Nan- 
lasket. The people of, Biarritz seem 
as delighted as those of Brandon. Ver- 
mont when the musicians climb into 
a bandstand and play through a 
varied program, ft must be a univ- 
ersal joy,; “.listening to the band." 

My mind goes back to the band con- 
certs in the village square in Vermont 
and New Hampshire and even Massa- 
chusetts towns. These I have attend- 
ed since they offered the principal 
attraction of a rural community. The 
concerts are held regularly, usually 
on Wednesday evening, and folks 
drive in from their fains to listen. I 
found a town last Summer where 
there was one of those familiar band- 
stands in tlie center" of the village 
green.. Upon inquiry I learned that 
the commendable custom of band con- 
certs was not only in existence but a 
most important part of the social life 
of tlie place. Naturally, 1 accepted an 
invitation to sit on a certain piazza 
and .hear tlie melodies. It was a treat. 

I don't want to show inappreciation 
of the radio, but I hope that the band 
concerts held outdoor will also be 
popular. I think there is little danger 
of losing their charm in view of the 
large number of peopje who urged 
they be held all over tlie State this 
Summer. As my recollection brings 
up those .country town bauds they 
were, pretty good. But maybe that 
was before I became so discriminat- 
ing. Nevertheless, good or bad, I am 
in favor of them and. my only regret is 
that I can't play a trombone or some- 
thing. 


Not many readers of this column I 
are familiar with the details of the 
probation system that goes on in con- 
nection with our courts. We may oc- 
casionally hear of a case in the neigh- 
borhood or read of it in the papers but 
as we are not called upon to attend 
trials the matter is only of passing 
interest. Nevertheless, it is of grave 
importance to the parties concerned 
and requires more casual action by 
the officials concerned. 

This State has developed a plan 
whereby a first offender is given op- 
portunity to mend his ways. The cir- 
cumstances are investigated and if 
the prisoner possesses any redeem- 
ing qualities he has a chance to prove 
that he wants to lead a different life 
and is helped in every way. The 
public who know only that a man has 
been found guilty of a criminal of- 
fence are not concerned with his sur- 
roundings and what may have caused 
him to wander from the straight and 
narrow path. If we were we might 
not be so severe in our condemnation 
of the convicted one. 

Now that we have an active and in- 
telligent system of probation we 
should look to its preservation. In- 
asmuch as it is directed by the judges 
we may be sure that it is the best 
that can be devised. I said that it 
was directed by the court but that Is 
not strictly the case. The judges 
know what is going on for the proba- 
tion officers and their superiors work 
in conjunction with the judges. It 
gives the judge information which 
should be before him in disposing of 
the case. The late Judge John C. 
Kennedy of Newton was one of the 
pioneers in the probation idea and I 
know of my own knowledge of the 
great good he accomplished. 

The proposal now before the Legis- 
lature to place these probation officers 
under the control of a board made up 
of county commissioners of the var- 
ious Massachusetts counties would up- 
set tilings immeasurably, in my opin- 
ion. A probation officer at present is 
under pressure. Friends of unworthy 
criminals are after them all the time 
to "let up on this good fellow" and 
"give him another break.” When the 
probation officer knows lie is account- 
able only to tlie judge he may stand 
firm and successfully resist unreason- 
able requests and demands. 

I don't say that county commission- 
ers would ask a probation officer to 
do anything that was improper, but 
county commissioners are elected by 
popular vote and when you get, even 
remotely, a mixture of politics and 
justice you get something that Isn't 
good for the community. That is one 
reason that popular election of judges 
lias never been approved by a majority 
of voters in tills State. Politicians 
have their place and I respect them 
for what they do. I cannot believe 
that they should be given any opport- 
unity to control Indirectly the opera- 
tion of our excellent probation system. 


How widely different these points 
of view 1 heard expressed recently.

I. think tlieae illustrate vividly the.
